We  want  to  help  you  get  the  greatest 
possible  driving  experience  from 
your  vehicle.  Your  Owner’s  Manual 
can  assist  you  in  many  ways.  We 
strongly  recommend  that  you  read 
the  entire  manual.  In  order  to  mini¬ 
mize  the  chance  of  death  or  injury, 
you  must  read  the  WARNING  and 
CAUTION  sections  in  the  manual. 
Illustrations  complement  the  text  in 
this  manual  to  best  explain  how  to 
use  your  vehicle.  By  reading  your 
manual,  you  will  learn  about  fea¬ 
tures,  important  safety  information, 
and  driving  tips  under  various  road 
conditions. 


The  general  layout  of  the  manual  is 
provided  in  the  Table  of  Contents.  A 
good  place  to  start  is  the  index;  it  has 
an  alphabetical  listing  of  all  informa¬ 
tion  in  your  manual.

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FUEL  REQUIREMENTS 

Your  new  vehicle  is  designed  to  obtain 
maximum  performance  with  UNLEAD¬ 
ED  FUEL,  as  well  as  minimize  exhaust 
emissions  and  spark  plug  fouling. 

Your  new  vehicle  is  designed  to  use 
only  unleaded  fuel  having  a  pump 
octane  number  ((R+M)/2)  of  87 
(Research  Octane  Number  91)  or 
higher.  (Do  not  use  methanol  blend¬ 
ed  fuels.) 

Never  add  any  fuel  system  cleaning 
agents  to  the  fuel  tank  other  than  what 
has  been  specified.  (Consult  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer  for 
details.) 


A  WARNING  -  Refueling 

•  Do  not  "top  off"  after  the  noz¬ 
zle  automatically  shuts  off 
when  refueling.  Attempts  to 
force  more  fuel  into  the  tank 
can  cause  fuel  overflow  onto 
you  and  the  ground  causing  a 
risk  of  fire. 

•  Always  check  that  the  fuel  cap 
is  installed  securely  to  pre¬ 
vent  fuel  spillage  in  the  event 
of  an  accident. 


Gasoline  containing  alcohol  or 
methanol 

Gasohol,  a  mixture  of  gasoline  and 
ethanol  (also  known  as  grain  alco¬ 
hol)  are  being  marketed  along  with  or 
instead  of  leaded  or  unleaded  gaso¬ 
line.  For  example,  "El  5"  is  a  gasohol 
comprised  of  1 5%  ethanol  and  85% 
gasoline. 

Do  not  use  gasohol  containing  more 
than  15%  ethanol,  and  do  not  use 
gasoline  or  gasohol  containing  any 
methanol.  Either  of  these  fuels  may 
cause  drivability  problems  and  dam¬ 
age  to  the  fuel  system,  engine  control 
system  and  emission  control  system. 
Discontinue  using  gasohol  of  any 
kind  if  drivability  problems  occur. 
"E85"  fuel  is  an  alternative  fuel  com¬ 
prised  of  85  percent  ethanol  and  15 
percent  gasoline,  and  is  manufac¬ 
tured  exclusively  for  use  in  Flexible 
Fuel  Vehicles.  ''E85"  is  not  compati¬ 
ble  with  your  vehicle.  Use  of  "E85" 
may  result  in  poor  engine  perform¬ 
ance  and  damage  to  your  vehicle's 
engine  and  fuel  system.  HYUNDAI 
recommends  that  customers  do  not 
use  fuel  with  an  ethanol  content 
exceeding  1 5  percent. 
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•  NOTICE 

To  prevent  damage  to  your  vehicle’s 
engine  and  fuel  system: 

•  Never  use  gasohol  which  contains 
methanol. 

•  Never  use  gasohol  containing 
more  than  15%  ethanol. 

•  Never  use  leaded  fuel  or  leaded 
gasohol. 

•  Never  use  ”E85”  fuel. 

Your  New  Vehicle  Limited 
Warranty  does  not  cover  damage  to 
the  fuel  system  or  any  performance 
problems  caused  by  the  use  of 
"E85"  fuel. 
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Other  fuels 

Using  fuels  such  as; 

-  Silicone  (Si)  contained  fuel, 

-  Ferrocene  (Fe)  contained  fuel,  and 

-  Other  metallic  additives  contained 
fuels, 

may  cause  vehicle  and  engine  dam¬ 
age  or  cause  plugging,  misfiring, 
poor  acceleration,  engine  stalling, 
catalyst  melting,  abnormal  corrosion, 
life  cycle  reduction,  etc. 

Also,  the  Malfunction  Indicator  Lamp 
(MIL)  may  illuminate. 

*  NOTICE 

Damage  to  the  fuel  system  or  per¬ 
formance  problem  caused  by  the  use 
of  these  fuels  may  not  be  covered  by 
your  New  Vehicle  Limited 
Warranty. 


Gasoline  containing  MMT 

Some  gasoline  contains  harmful 
manganese-based  fuel  additives 
such  as  MMT 

(Methylcyclopentadienyl  Manganese 
Tricarbonyl). 

HYUNDAI  does  not  recommend  the 
use  of  gasoline  containing  MMT. 

This  type  of  fuel  can  reduce  vehicle 
performance  and  affect  your  emis¬ 
sion  control  system. 

The  malfunction  indicator  lamp  on 
the  cluster  may  come  on. 
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Do  not  use  methanol 

Fuels  containing  methanol  (wood 
alcohol)  should  not  be  used  in  your 
vehicle.  This  type  of  fuel  can  reduce 
vehicle  performance  and  damage 
components  of  the  fuel  system, 
engine  control  system  and  emission 
control  system. 

*  NOTICE 

Your  New  Vehicle  Limited 
Warranty  may  not  cover  damage  to 
the  fuel  system  and  any  perform¬ 
ance  problems  that  are  caused  by 
the  use  of  fuels  containing  methanol. 
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Fuel  Additives 

HYUNDAI  recommends  that  you  use 
good  quality  gasolines  treated  with 
detergent  additives  such  as  TOP 
TIER  Detergent  Gasoline,  which 
help  prevent  deposit  formation  in  the 
engine. 

These  gasolines  will  help  the  engine 
run  cleaner  and  enhance  perform¬ 
ance  of  the  Emission  Control 
System.  For  more  information  on 
TOP  TIER  Detergent  Gasoline, 
please  go  to  the  website  (www.top- 
tiergas.com) 

For  customers  who  do  not  use  TOP 
Tier  Detergent  Gasoline  regularly, 
and  have  problems  starting  their 
vehicle  or  the  engine  does  not  run 
smoothly,  additives  that  you  can  buy 
separately  may  be  added  to  the 
gasoline. 

If  TOP  TIER  Detergent  Gasoline  is 
not  available,  one  bottle  of  additive 
added  to  the  fuel  tank  at  every 
7,500mile  or  every  engine  oil  change 
is  recommended.  Additives  are  avail¬ 
able  from  your  authorized  HYUNDAI 
dealer  along  with  information  on  how 
to  use  them.  Do  not  mix  other  addi¬ 
tives. 


Operation  in  foreign  countries 

If  you  are  going  to  drive  your  vehicle 
in  another  state,  be  sure  to: 

•  Observe  all  regulations  regarding 
registration  and  insurance. 

•  Determine  that  acceptable  fuel  is 
available. 
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VEHICLE  BREAK-IN  PROCESS 

No  special  break-in  period  is  need¬ 
ed.  By  following  a  few  simple  precau¬ 
tions  for  the  first  600  miles  (1,000 
km)  you  may  add  to  the  perform¬ 
ance,  economy  and  life  of  your  vehi¬ 
cle. 

•  Do  not  race  the  engine. 

•  While  driving,  keep  your  engine 
speed  (rpm,  or  revolutions  per 
minute)  between  2,000  rpm  and 
4,000  rpm. 

•  Do  not  maintain  a  single  vehicle 
speed  for  long  periods  of  time, 
either  fast  or  slow.  Varying  the 
engine  speed  is  needed  to  proper¬ 
ly  break-in  the  engine. 

•  Avoid  hard  stops,  except  in  emer¬ 
gencies,  to  allow  the  brakes  to  seat 
properly.

INSTRUCTIONS 

As  with  other  vehicles  of  this  type, 
failure  to  operate  this  vehicle  correct¬ 
ly  may  result  in  loss  of  control,  an 
accident  or  vehicle  rollover. 

Specific  design  characteristics  (high¬ 
er  ground  clearance,  track,  etc.)  give 
this  vehicle  a  higher  center  of  gravity 
than  other  types  of  vehicles.  It  is  not 
designed  for  cornering  at  the  same 
speeds  as  a  conventional  2-wheel 
drive  sedans  or  sports  coupe.  Avoid 
sharp  turns  or  abrupt  maneuvers. 
Failure  to  operate  this  vehicle  cor¬ 
rectly  may  result  in  loss  of  control,  an 
accident  or  vehicle  rollover.  Be  sure 
to  read  the  "Reducing  the  risk  of  a 
rollover"  driving  guidelines,  in 
section  5  of  this  manual. 
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VEHICLE  DATA  COLLECTION  AND  EVENT  DATA  RECORDERS 


This  vehicle  is  equipped  with  an 
event  data  recorder  (EDR).  The 
main  purpose  of  an  EDR  is  to 
record,  in  certain  crash  or  near 
crash-like  situations,  such  as  an 
air  bag  deployment  or  hitting  a 
road  obstacle,  data  that  will  assist 
in  understanding  how  a  vehicle's 
systems  performed.  The  EDR  is 
designed  to  record  data  related  to 
vehicle  dynamics  and  safety  sys¬ 
tems  for  a  short  period  of  time, 
typically  30  seconds  or  less.  The 
EDR  in  this  vehicle  is  designed  to 
record  such  data  as: 

•  How  various  systems  in  your 
vehicle  were  operating; 

•  Whether  or  not  the  driver  and 
passenger  safety  belts  were 
buckled/fastened; 

•  How  far  (if  at  all)  the  driver  was 
depressing  the  accelerator 
and/or  brake  pedal;  and, 

•  How  fast  the  vehicle  was  travel¬ 
ing. 


These  data  can  help  provide  a  bet¬ 
ter  understanding  of  the  circum¬ 
stances  in  which  crashes  and 
injuries  occur.  NOTE:  EDR  data  are 
recorded  by  your  vehicle  only  if  a 
non-trivial  crash  situation  occurs; 
no  data  are  recorded  by  the  EDR 
under  normal  driving  conditions 
and  no  personal  data  (e.g.,  name, 
gender,  age,  and  crash  location) 
are  recorded.  However,  other  par¬ 
ties,  such  as  law  enforcement, 
could  combine  the  EDR  data  with 
the  type  of  personally  identifying 
data  routinely  acquired  during  a 
crash  investigation. 


To  read  data  recorded  by  an  EDR, 
special  equipment  is  required,  and 
access  to  the  vehicle  or  the  EDR  is 
needed.  In  addition  to  the  vehicle 
manufacturer,  other  parties,  such 
as  law  enforcement,  that  have  the 
special  equipment,  can  read  the 
information  if  they  have  access  to 
the  vehicle  or  the  EDR.

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IMPORTANT  SAFETY  PRECAUTIONS 


You  will  find  many  safety  precautions 
and  recommendations  throughout 
this  section,  and  throughout  this 
manual.  The  safety  precautions  in 
this  section  are  among  the  most 
important. 

Always  Wear  Your  Seat  Belt 

A  seat  belt  is  your  best  protection  in 
all  types  of  accidents.  Air  bags  are 
designed  to  supplement  seat  belts, 
not  replace  them.  So  even  though 
your  vehicle  is  equipped  with  air 
bags,  ALWAYS  make  sure  you  and 
your  passengers  wear  your  seat 
belts,  and  wear  them  properly. 


Restrain  All  Children 

All  children  under  age  13  should  ride 
in  your  vehicle  properly  restrained  in 
a  rear  seat,  not  the  front  seat.  Infants 
and  small  children  should  be 
restrained  in  an  appropriate  child 
restraint.  Larger  children  should  use 
a  booster  seat  with  the  lap/shoulder 
belt  until  they  can  use  the  seat  belt 
properly  without  a  booster  seat. 

Air  Bag  Hazards 

While  air  bags  can  save  lives,  they 
can  also  cause  serious  or  fatal 
injuries  to  occupants  who  sit  too 
close  to  them,  or  who  are  not  prop¬ 
erly  restrained.  Infants,  young  chil¬ 
dren,  and  shorter  adults  are  at  the 
greatest  risk  of  being  injured  by  an 
inflating  air  bag.  Follow  all  instruc¬ 
tions  and  warnings  in  this  manual. 


Driver  Distraction 

Driver  distraction  presents  a  serious 
and  potentially  deadly  danger,  espe¬ 
cially  for  inexperienced  drivers. 
Safety  should  be  the  first  concern 
when  behind  the  wheel  and  drivers 
need  to  be  aware  of  the  wide  array  of 
potential  distractions,  such  as 
drowsiness,  reaching  for  objects, 
eating,  personal  grooming,  other 
passengers,  and  using  cellular 
phones. 

Drivers  can  become  distracted  when 
they  take  their  eyes  and  attention  off 
the  road  or  their  hands  off  the  wheel 
to  focus  on  activities  other  than  driv¬ 
ing.  To  reduce  your  risk  of  distraction 
or  getting  into  an  accident: 
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Safety  features  of  your  vehicle 


•  ALWAYS  set  up  your  mobile 
devices  (i.e.,  MP3  players,  phones, 
navigation  units,  etc.)  when  your 
vehicle  is  parked  or  safely  stopped. 

•  ONLY  use  your  mobile  device 
when  allowed  by  laws  and  when 
conditions  permit  safe  use.  NEVER 
text  or  email  while  driving.  Most 
states  have  laws  prohibiting  drivers 
from  texting.  Some  states  and 
cities  also  prohibit  drivers  from 
using  handheld  phones. 

•  NEVER  let  the  use  of  a  mobile 
device  distract  you  from  driving. 
You  have  a  responsibility  to  your 
passengers  and  others  on  the  road 
to  always  drive  safely,  with  your 
hands  on  the  wheel  as  well  as  your 
eyes  and  attention  on  the  road. 


Control  Your  Speed 

Excessive  speed  is  a  major  factor  in 
crash  injuries  and  deaths.  Generally, 
the  higher  the  speed,  the  greater  the 
risk,  but  serious  injuries  can  also 
occur  at  lower  speeds.  Never  drive 
faster  than  is  safe  for  current  condi¬ 
tions,  regardless  of  the  maximum 
speed  posted. 


Keep  Your  Vehicle  in  Safe 
Condition 

Having  a  tire  blowout  or  a  mechani¬ 
cal  failure  can  be  extremely  haz¬ 
ardous.  To  reduce  the  possibility  of 
such  problems,  check  your  tire  pres¬ 
sures  and  condition  frequently,  and 
perform  all  regularly  scheduled 
maintenance.

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A  WARNING  -  Loose 
objects 

Loose  objects  in  the  driver’s 
foot  area  couid  interfere  with 
the  operation  of  the  foot  pedais, 
possibiy  causing  an  accident.

A  WARNING  -  Uprighting 
seat 

When  you  return  the  seatback 
to  its  upright  position,  hoid  the 
seatback  and  return  it  siowly 
and  be  sure  there  are  no  other 
occupants  around  the  seat,  if 
the  seatback  is  returned  with¬ 
out  being  heid  and  controlied, 
the  back  of  the  seat  couid 
spring  forward  resulting  in  acci¬ 
dental  injury  to  a  person  struck 
by  the  seatback. 


A  WARNING  -  Driver 

responsibility  for  passengers 

Riding  in  a  vehicle  with  the 
seatback  reclined  could  lead  to 
serious  or  fatal  injury  in  an  acci¬ 
dent.  If  a  seat  is  reclined  during 
an  accident,  the  occupant’s 
hips  may  slide  under  the  lap 
portion  of  the  seat  belt,  apply¬ 
ing  great  force  to  the  unprotect¬ 
ed  abdomen.  Serious  or  fatal 
internal  injuries  could  result. 
The  driver  must  advise  the  pas¬ 
senger  to  keep  the  seatback  in 
an  upright  position  whenever 
the  vehicle  is  in  motion. 


A  WARNING 

Occupants  should  never  sit  on 
seat  cushions.  The  passenger's 
hips  may  slide  under  the  lap 
portion  of  the  seat  belt  during 
an  accident  or  a  sudden  stop. 
Serious  or  fatal  internal  injuries 
could  result  because  the  seat 
belt  cannot  operate  normally. 
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A  WARNING  -  Driver’s  seat 

To  avoid  serious  injury  or  death: 

•  Never  attempt  to  adjust  the 
seat  while  the  vehicle  is  mov¬ 
ing.  This  could  result  in  loss 
of  control,  and  an  accident 
causing  death,  serious  injury, 
or  property  damage. 

•  Do  not  allow  anything  to  inter¬ 
fere  with  the  normal  position 
of  the  seatback.  Storing  items 
against  a  seatback  or  in  any 
other  way  interfering  with 
proper  locking  of  a  seatback 
could  result  in  serious  or  fatal 
injury  in  a  sudden  stop  or  col¬ 
lision. 

•  In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary 
and  perhaps  severe  air  bag 
injuries,  always  sit  as  far  back 
as  possible  from  the  steering 
wheel  while  maintaining  com¬ 
fortable  control  of  the  vehicle. 
We  recommend  that  your 
chest  be  at  least  10  inches 
(250  mm)  away  from  the  steer¬ 
ing  wheel. 
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A  WARNING  -  Rear 

seatbacks 

•  The  rear  seatback  must  be 
securely  latched.  If  not,  pas¬ 
sengers  and  objects  could  be 
thrown  forward  resulting  in 
serious  injury  or  death  in  the 
event  of  a  sudden  stop  or  coi- 
lision. 

•  No  passenger  shouid  ride  in 
the  cargo  area  or  sit  or  iie  on 
foided  seatbacks  whiie  the 
vehicie  is  moving.  Ail  passen¬ 
gers  must  be  properly  seated 
In  seats  and  restrained  prop¬ 
erly  while  riding. 

•  When  resetting  the  seatback 
to  the  upright  position,  make 
sure  it  is  securely  latched  by 
pushing  it  forward  and  rear¬ 
wards. 

•  To  avoid  the  possibiiity  of 
burns,  do  not  remove  the  car¬ 
pet  in  the  cargo  area.  Emission 
control  devices  beneath  this 
floor  generate  high  tempera¬ 
tures.

(Continued) 

•  Luggage  and  other  cargo 
should  be  laid  flat  In  the  cargo 
area  or  on  the  folded  rear 
seatback.  If  objects  are  large, 
heavy,  or  must  be  piled,  they 
must  be  secured.  Under  no 
circumstances  should  cargo 
be  piled  higher  than  the  seat- 
backs.  Faiiure  to  foiiow  these 
warnings  couid  resuit  in  seri¬ 
ous  injury  or  death  in  the 
event  of  a  sudden  stop,  coili- 
sion  or  roilover. 


A  WARNING 

After  adjusting  the  seat,  aiways 
check  that  it  is  secureiy  iocked 
into  place  by  attempting  to 
move  the  seat  forward  or 
reverse  without  using  the  lock 
release  lever.  Sudden  or  unex¬ 
pected  movement  of  the  dri¬ 
ver's  seat  could  cause  you  to 
lose  control  of  the  vehicle 
resulting  In  an  accident. 
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A  WARNING 

•  Do  not  adjust  the  seat  while 
wearing  seat  belts.  Moving  the 
seat  cushion  forward  may 
cause  strong  pressure  on  the 
abdomen. 

•  Use  extreme  caution  so  that 
hands  or  other  objects  are  not 
caught  in  the  seat  mechanisms 
whiie  the  seat  is  moving. 

•  Do  not  piace  a  cigarette 
lighter  on  the  floor  or  seat. 
When  you  operate  the  seat, 
gas  may  exit  out  of  the  iighter 
and  cause  a  fire. 

•  Use  extreme  caution  when 
picking  smaii  objects  trapped 
under  the  seats  or  between 
the  seat  and  the  center  con¬ 
sole.  Your  hands  might  be  cut 
or  Injured  by  the  sharp  edges 
of  the  seats  mechanism. 


Front  seat  adjustment  -  Manual 
(if  equipped) 

Forward  and  rearward 


To  move  the  seat  forward  or  rearward: 

1. Pull  the  seat  slide  adjustment 
lever  up  and  hold  it. 

2.  Slide  the  seat  to  the  position  you 
desire. 

3.  Release  the  lever  and  make  sure 
the  seat  is  locked  in  place. 

Adjust  the  seat  before  driving,  and 
make  sure  the  seat  is  locked  secure¬ 
ly  by  trying  to  move  fonward  and  rear¬ 
ward  without  using  the  lever.

•  Objects  carried  on  the  folded 
down  seatback  should  not 
extend  higher  than  the  top  of 
the  front  seatbacks.

Cargo  should  always  be 
secured  to  prevent  it  from  being 
thrown  about  the  vehicle  in  a 
collision  and  causing  injury  to 
the  vehicle  occupants.  Do  not 
place  objects  in  the  rear  (2nd 
and/or  3rd  row)  seats,  since  they 
cannot  be  properly  secured  and 
may  hit  the  front  seat  occupants 
in  a  collision.

Seat  belt  restraint  system 

A  WARNING 

•  For  maximum  restraint  sys¬ 
tem  protection,  the  seat  beits 
must  always  be  used  whenev¬ 
er  the  car  is  moving. 

•  Seat  belts  are  most  effective 
when  seatbacks  are  in  the 
upright  position. 

•  Children  age  12  and  younger 
must  always  be  properly 
restrained  in  the  rear  seat. 
Never  allow  children  to  ride  in 
the  front  passenger  seat.  If  a 
child  over  12  must  be  seated 
in  the  front  seat,  he/she  must 
be  properly  belted  and  the 
seat  should  be  moved  as  far 
back  as  possible. 

•  Never  wear  the  shoulder  belt 
under  your  arm  or  behind  your 
back.  An  improperly  positioned 
shoulder  belt  can  cause  seri¬ 
ous  injuries  in  a  crash.  The 
shoulder  belt  should  be  posi¬ 
tioned  midway  over  your  shoul¬ 
der  across  your  collarbone. 

(Continued) 
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•  Always  wear  both  the  shoul¬ 
der  portion  and  lap  portion  of 
the  lap/shoulder  belt. 

•  Avoid  wearing  twisted  seat 
belts.  A  twisted  belt  can't  do 
its  Job  as  well.  In  a  collision,  it 
could  even  cut  into  you.  Be 
sure  the  belt  webbing  is 
straight  and  not  twisted. 

•  Be  careful  not  to  damage  the 
belt  webbing  or  hardware.  If 
the  belt  webbing  or  hardware 
is  damaged,  replace  it. 


A  WARNING 

Seat  belts  are  designed  to  bear 
upon  the  bony  structure  of  the 
body,  and  should  be  worn  low 
across  the  front  of  the  pelvis, 
chest  and  shoulders,  as  appli¬ 
cable;  wearing  the  lap  section 
of  the  belt  across  the  abdominal 
area  must  be  avoided.

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(Continued) 

Seat  belts  should  be  adjusted 
as  firmly  as  possible,  consis¬ 
tent  with  comfort,  to  provide  the 
protection  for  which  they  have 
been  designed. 

A  slack  belt  will  greatly  reduce 
the  protection  afforded  to  the 
occupant. 

Care  should  be  taken  to  avoid 
contamination  of  the  webbing 
with  polishes,  oils  and  chemi¬ 
cals  and  particularly  battery 
acid.  Cleaning  may  safely  be 
carried  out  using  mild  soap  and 
water.  The  belt  should  be 
replaced  if  webbing  becomes 
frayed,  contaminated  or  dam¬ 
aged.  It  is  essential  to  replace 
the  entire  assembly  after  it  has 
been  worn  in  a  severe  impact 
even  if  damage  to  the  assembly 
is  not  obvious.  Belts  should  not 
be  worn  with  straps  twisted. 
Each  seat  belt  assembly  must 
only  be  used  by  one  occupant; 
it  is  dangerous  to  put  a  belt 
around  a  child  being  carried  on 
the  occupant's  lap. 


Safety  features  of  your  vehicle 


A  WARNING 

•  No  modifications  or  additions 
shouid  be  made  by  the  user 
which  wiii  either  prevent  the 
seat  beit  adjusting  devices 
from  operating  to  remove 
siack,  or  prevent  the  seat  beit 
assembiy  from  being  adjusted 
to  remove  siack. 

•  When  you  fasten  the  seat  beit, 
be  carefui  not  to  iatch  the  seat 
beit  in  the  buckies  of  another. 
It's  very  dangerous  and  you 
may  not  be  protected  by  the 
seat  beit  properly. 

•  Do  not  unfasten  the  seat  belt 
and  do  not  fasten  and  unfas¬ 
ten  the  seat  belt  repeatedly 
while  driving.  This  couid 
resuit  in  ioss  of  controi,  and 
an  accident  causing  death, 
serious  injury,  or  property 
damage. 

•  Make  sure  there  is  nothing  in 
the  buckie.

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Seat  belt  -  Driver's  and  passen¬

To  fasten  yonr  seat  belt: 

To  fasten  your  seat  belt,  pull  it  out  of 
the  retractor  and  insert  the  metal  tab 
(1)  into  the  buckle  (2).  There  will  be 
an  audible  "click"  when  the  tab  locks 
into  the  buckle. 


You  should  place  the  lap  belt  (1)  por¬ 
tion  across  your  hips  and  the  shoul¬ 
der  belt  (2)  portion  across  your 
chest. 

The  seat  belt  automatically  adjusts  to 
the  proper  length  only  after  the  lap 
belt  portion  is  adjusted  manually  so 
that  it  fits  snugly  around  your  hips.  If 
you  lean  forward  in  a  slow,  easy 
motion,  the  belt  will  extend  and  let 
you  move  around.  If  there  is  a  sud¬ 
den  stop  or  impact,  however,  the  belt 
will  lock  into  position.  It  will  also  lock 
if  you  try  to  lean  forward  too  quickly. 

If  you  are  not  able  to  pull  out  the  seat 
belt  from  the  retractor,  firmly  pull  the 
belt  out  and  release  it.  Then  you  will 
be  able  to  pull  the  belt  out  smoothly. 


Safety  features  of  your  vehicle 


Height  adjustment  (Front) 


You  can  adjust  the  height  of  the  shoul¬ 
der  belt  anchor  to  one  of  4  positions 
for  maximum  comfort  and  safety. 

The  shoulder  portion  should  be 
adjusted  so  that  it  lies  across  your 
chest  and  midway  over  your  shoulder 
nearest  the  door  and  not  your  neck. 
The  height  of  the  adjusting  seat  belt 
should  not  be  too  near  your  neck. 

To  adjust  the  height  of  the  seat  belt 
anchor,  lower  or  raise  the  height 
adjuster  into  an  appropriate  position. 


To  raise  the  height  adjuster,  pull  it  up 
(1 ).  To  lower  it,  push  it  down  (3)  while 
pressing  the  height  adjuster  button  (2). 
Release  the  button  to  lock  the 
anchor  into  position.  Try  sliding  the 
height  adjuster  to  make  sure  that  it 
has  locked  into  position. 
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A  WARNING 

Improperly  positioned  seat 
beits  may  increase  the  risk  of 
serious  injury  in  an  accident. 
Take  the  foiiowing  precautions 
when  adjusting  the  seat  beit: 

•  Position  the  iap  portion  of  the 
seat  beit  as  iow  as  possibie 
across  your  hips,  not  on  your 
waist,  so  that  it  fits  snugiy. 

(Continued) 
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•  Position  one  arm  under  the 
shouider  beit  and  the  other 
over  the  beit,  as  shown  in  the 
iiiustration. 

•  Aiways  position  the  shouider 
beit  anchor  into  the  iocked 
position  at  the  appropriate 
height. 

•  Never  position  the  shouider 
beit  across  your  neck  or  face. 


Seat  belts  -  Rear  seat  3-point  sys¬ 
tem  with  combination  locking 
retractor 

To  fasten  your  seat  belt: 

Combination  retractor  type  seat  belts 
are  installed  in  the  rear  seat  posi¬ 
tions  to  help  accommodate  the 
installation  of  child  restraint  systems. 
Although  a  combination  retractor  is 
also  installed  in  the  front  passenger 
seat  position,  it  is  strongly  recom¬ 
mended  that  children  always  be 
seated  in  the  rear  seat.  NEVER 
place  any  infant  restraint  system  in 
the  front  seat  of  the  vehicle. 
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This  type  of  seat  belt  combines  the 
features  of  both  an  emergency  lock¬ 
ing  retractor  seat  belt  and  an  auto¬ 
matic  locking  retractor  seat  belt.  To 
fasten  your  seat  belt,  pull  it  out  of  the 
retractor  and  insert  the  metal  tab  into 
the  buckle.  There  will  be  an  audible 
"click"  when  the  tab  locks  into  the 
buckle.  When  not  securing  a  child 
restraint,  the  seat  belt  operates  in  the 
same  way  as  the  driver's  seat  belt 
(Emergency  Locking  Retractor 
Type).  It  automatically  adjusts  to  the 
proper  length  only  after  the  lap  belt 
portion  of  the  seat  belt  is  adjusted 
manually  so  that  it  fits  snugly  around 
your  hips. 

When  the  seat  belt  is  fully  extended 
from  the  retractor  to  allow  the  instal¬ 
lation  of  a  child  restraint  system,  the 
seat  belt  operation  changes  to  allow 
the  belt  to  retract,  but  not  to  extend 
(Automatic  Locking  Retractor  Type). 
Refer  to  "Using  a  child  restraint  sys¬ 
tem"  in  this  section. 

To  convert  from  the  automatic  lock¬ 
ing  feature  to  the  emergency  locking 
operation  mode,  allow  the  unbuckled 
seat  belt  to  fully  retract. 


When  using  the  rear  center  seat  belt, 
the  buckle  with  the  "CENTER"  mark 
must  be  used. 


Safety  features  of  your  vehicle 


To  release  the  seat  belt: 


The  seat  belt  is  released  by  pressing 
the  release  button  (1)  in  the  locking 
buckle.  When  it  is  released,  the  belt 
should  automatically  draw  back  into 
the  retractor. 

If  this  does  not  happen,  check  the 
belt  to  be  sure  it  is  not  twisted,  then 
try  again. 


Stowing  the  rear  seat  belt 


•  The  rear  seat  belt  buckles  can  be 
stowed  in  the  pocket  between  the 
rear  seatback  and  cushion  when 
not  in  use. 
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•  Routing  the  seat  belt  webbing 
through  the  rear  seat  belt  guides 
will  help  keep  the  belts  from  being 
trapped  behind  or  under  the  seats. 
After  inserting  the  seat  belt,  tighten 
the  belt  webbing  by  pulling  it  up. 
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A  CAUTION 

When  using  the  seat  belt,  use  it 
after  taking  it  out  of  the  guides. 

If  you  pull  the  seat  belt  when  it 
is  stored  in  the  guides,  it  may 
damage  the  guides  and/or  belt 
webbing. 


Pre-tensioner  seat  belt 


Your  vehicle  is  equipped  with  pre-ten¬ 
sioner  seatbelts  in  the  front  seating 
positions  (driver  side  with  retractor 
pre-tensioner,  passenger  side  with 
retractor  and  EFD  (Emergency 
Fastening  Device)). 

The  pre-tensioner  seat  belts  can  be 
activated,  where  the  frontal  collisions 
(or  side  collisions  or  rollovers)  are 
severe  enough,  together  with  the  air 
bags. 
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When  the  vehicle  stops  suddenly,  or 
if  the  occupant  tries  to  lean  forward 
too  quickly,  the  seat  belt  retractor  will 
lock  into  position.  In  certain  frontal 
collisions  (or  side  collisions  or 
rollovers),  the  pre-tensioner  will  acti¬ 
vate  and  pull  the  seat  belt  into  tighter 
contact  against  the  occupant's  body. 

(1)  Retractor  Pretensioner 

The  purpose  of  the  retractor  pre¬ 
tensioner  is  to  make  sure  that  the 
shoulder  belts  fit  in  tightly  against 
the  occupant's  upper  body  in  cer¬ 
tain  frontal  collisions  (or  side  colli¬ 
sions  or  rollovers). 

(2)  EFD  (Emergency  Fastening  Device) 

The  purpose  of  the  EFD  is  to  make 
sure  that  the  pelvis  belts  fit  in  tight¬ 
ly  against  the  occupant's  lower 
body  in  certain  frontal  collisions  (or 
rollovers),  (for  passenger’s  side) 

If  the  system  senses  excessive  ten¬ 
sion  on  the  driver  or  passenger's  seat 
belt  when  the  pre-tensioner  system 
activates,  the  load  limiter  inside  the 
retractor  pre-tensioner  will  release 
some  of  the  pressure  on  the  affected 
seat  belt. 


A  WARNING 

•  Do  not  put  anything  near  the 
buckle.  Placing  objects  near 
the  buckle  may  increase  the 
risk  of  personal  injury  in  the 
event  of  a  collision. 

•  For  your  safety,  be  sure  that 
the  belt  webbing  is  not  loose 
or  twisted  and  always  sit 
properly  on  your  seat. 


The  seat  belt  pre-tensioner  system 
consists  mainly  of  the  following  com¬ 
ponents.  Their  locations  are  shown  in 
the  illustration: 

1 .  SRS  air  bag  warning  light 

2.  Retractor  pre-tensioner  assembly 

3.  SRS  control  module 

4.  Emergency  fastening  device  (EFD) 
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A  WARNING 

To  obtain  maximum  benefit 

from  a  pre-tensioner  seat  beit: 

1. The  seat  belt  must  be  worn 
correctly  and  adjusted  to  the 
proper  position.  Please  read 
and  follow  all  of  the  important 
information  and  precautions 
about  your  vehicle’s  occupant 
safety  features  -  including 
seat  belts  and  air  bags  -  that 
are  provided  in  this  manual. 

2.  Be  sure  you  and  your  passen¬ 
gers  always  wear  seat  belts 
properly. 


•  NOTICE 

•  Both  the  driver’s  and  front  pas¬ 
senger’s  seat  belt  pre-tensioner 
system  may  be  activated  not  only 
in  certain  frontal  collision  but  also 
in  certain  side  collision  or  rollover, 
if  the  vehicle  is  equipped  with  a 
side  or  curtain  air  bag. 

•  When  the  pre-tensioner  seat  belts 
are  activated,  a  loud  noise  may  be 
heard  and  fine  dust,  which  may 
appear  to  be  smoke,  may  be  visible 
in  the  passenger  compartment. 
These  are  normal  operating  condi¬ 
tions  and  are  not  hazardous. 

•  Although  it  is  harmless,  the  fine 
dust  may  cause  skin  irritation  and 
should  not  be  breathed  for  pro¬ 
longed  periods.  Wash  all  exposed 
skin  areas  thoroughly  after  an 
accident  in  which  the  pre-tension- 
er  seat  belts  were  activated. 

•  Because  the  sensor  that  activates 
the  SRS  air  bag  is  connected  with 
the  pre-tensioner  seat  belt,  the 
SRS  air  bag  warning  light  on 
the  instrument  panel  will  illumi¬ 
nate  for  approximately  6  seconds 
after  the  ignition  switch  has  been 
turned  to  the  ON  position,  and 
then  it  should  turn  off. 
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A  CAUTION 

If  the  pre-tensioner  seat  belt 
system  are  not  working  proper¬ 
ly,  this  warning  light  will  illumi¬ 
nate  even  if  there  is  no  malfunc¬ 
tion  of  the  SRS  air  bag.  If  the 
SRS  air  bag  warning  light  biinks 
or  does  not  illuminate  when  the 
ignition  switch  is  turned  ON,  or  if 
it  remains  illuminated  after  illu¬ 
minating  for  approximately  6 
seconds,  or  if  it  illuminates  while 
the  vehicle  is  being  driven,  have 
an  authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer 
inspect  the  pre-tensioner  seat 
belt  and  SRS  air  bag  system  as 
soon  as  possible. 


Safety  features  of  your  vehicle 


A  WARNING 

•  Pre-tensioner  seatbelt  sys¬ 
tems  are  designed  to  operate 
only  one  time.  After  activation, 
pre-tensioner  seat  belts  must 
be  replaced.  All  seat  belts,  of 
any  type,  should  always  be 
replaced  after  they  have  been 
worn  during  a  collision. 

•  The  pre-tensioner  seat  belt 
assembly  mechanisms  become 
hot  during  activation.  Do  not 
touch  the  pre-tensioner  seat 
belt  assemblies  for  several  min¬ 
utes  after  they  have  been  acti¬ 
vated. 

•  Do  not  attempt  to  inspect  or 
replace  the  pre-tensioner  seat 
belts  yourself.  This  must  be 
done  by  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer. 

•  Do  not  strike  the  pre-tension¬ 
er  seat  belt  assemblies. 

•  Do  not  attempt  to  service  or 
repair  the  pre-tensioner  seat 
belt  system  in  any  manner. 
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•  Improper  handling  of  the  pre¬ 
tensioner  seat  belt  assem¬ 
blies,  and  failure  to  heed  the 
warnings  not  to  strike,  modify, 
inspect,  replace,  service  or 
repair  the  pre-tensioner  seat 
belt  assemblies  may  lead  to 
improper  operation  or  inad¬ 
vertent  activation  and  serious 
injury. 

•  Always  wear  the  seat  belts 
when  driving  or  riding  in  a 
motor  vehicle. 

•  If  the  vehicle  or  pre-tensioner 
seat  belt  must  be  discarded, 
contact  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer. 


Seat  belt  precautions 


A  WARNING 

All  occupants  of  the  vehicle 
must  wear  their  seat  belts  at  all 
times.  Seat  belts  and  child 
restraints  reduce  the  risk  of 
serious  or  fatal  injuries  for  all 
occupants  in  the  event  of  a  col¬ 
lision  or  sudden  stop.  Without  a 
seat  belt,  occupants  could  be 
shifted  too  close  to  a  deploying 
air  bag,  strike  the  interior  struc¬ 
ture  or  be  thrown  from  the  vehi¬ 
cle.  Properly  worn  seat  belts 
greatly  reduce  these  hazards. 
Even  with  advanced  air  bags, 
unbelted  occupants  can  be 
severely  injured  by  a  deploying 
air  bag. 

Always  follow  the  precautions 
about  seat  belts,  air  bags  and 
occupant  seating  contained  in 
this  manual. 
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Infant  or  small  child 

All  50  states  have  child  restraint  laws. 
You  should  be  aware  of  the  specific 
requirements  in  your  state.  Child 
and/or  infant  seats  must  be  properly 
placed  and  installed  in  the  rear  seat. 
For  more  information  about  the  use  of 
these  restraints,  refer  to  “Child 
restraint  system”  in  this  section. 


A  WARNING 

Every  person  in  your  vehicle 
needs  to  be  properly  restrained 
at  all  times,  including  infants 
and  children.  Never  hold  a  child 
in  your  arms  or  lap  when  riding 
in  a  vehicle.  The  violent  forces 
created  during  a  crash  will  tear 
the  child  from  your  arms  and 
throw  the  child  against  the  inte¬ 
rior.  Always  use  a  child  restraint 
appropriate  for  your  child's 
height  and  weight. 


^  NOTICE 

Small  children  are  best  protected 
from  injury  in  an  accident  when 
properly  restrained  in  the  rear  seat 
by  a  child  restraint  system  that 
meets  the  requirements  of  the 
Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standards.  Before  buying  any  child 
restraint  system,  make  sure  that  it 
has  a  label  certifying  that  it  meets 
Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standard  213.  The  restraint  must  be 
appropriate  for  your  child's  height 
and  weight.  Check  the  label  on  the 
child  restraint  for  this  information. 
Refer  to  “Child  restraint  system”  in 
this  section. 
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Larger  children 

Children  who  are  too  large  for  child 
restraint  systems  should  always 
occupy  the  rear  seat  and  use  the 
available  lap/shoulder  belts.  The  lap 
portion  should  be  fastened  snug  on 
the  hips  and  as  low  as  possible. 
Check  belt  fit  periodically.  A  child's 
squirming  could  put  the  belt  out  of 
position.  Children  are  afforded  the 
most  safety  in  the  event  of  an  acci¬ 
dent  when  they  are  restrained  by  a 
proper  restraint  system  in  the  rear 
seat.  If  a  larger  child  (over  age  12) 
must  be  seated  in  the  front  seat,  the 
child  should  be  securely  restrained 
by  the  available  lap/shoulder  belt  and 
the  seat  should  be  placed  in  the  rear¬ 
most  position.  Children  age  12  and 
under  should  be  restrained  securely 
in  the  rear  seat.  NEVER  place  a  child 
age  12  and  under  in  the  front  seat. 
NEVER  place  a  rear  facing  child  seat 
in  the  front  seat  of  a  vehicle. 


If  the  shoulder  belt  portion  slightly 
touches  the  child’s  neck  or  face,  try 
placing  the  child  closer  to  the  center  of 
the  vehicle.  If  the  shoulder  belt  still 
touches  their  face  or  neck  they  need  to 
be  returned  to  a  child  restraint  system. 


A  WARNING  -  Shoulder 
belts  on  small  children 

•  Never  allow  a  shoulder  belt  to 
be  in  contact  with  a  child’s 
neck  or  face  while  the  vehicle 
is  in  motion. 

•  If  seat  belts  are  not  properly 
worn  and  adjusted  on  chil¬ 
dren,  there  is  a  risk  of  death  or 
serious  injury. 


Safety  features  of  your  vehicle 


Pregnant  women 

The  use  of  a  seat  belt  is  recom¬ 
mended  for  pregnant  women  to 
lessen  the  chance  of  injury  in  an 
accident.  When  a  seat  belt  is  used, 
the  lap  belt  portion  should  be  placed 
as  low  and  snugly  as  possible  on  the 
hips,  not  across  the  abdomen.  For 
specific  recommendations,  consult  a 
physician. 


A  WARNING  -  Pregnant 
women 

Pregnant  women  must  never 
place  the  lap  portion  of  the 
safety  belt  over  the  area  of  the 
abdomen  where  the  unborn 
child  is  located  or  above  the 
abdomen  where  the  belt  could 
seriously  injure  or  even  cause 
the  death  of  the  unborn  child 
during  an  impact. 


Injured  person 

A  seat  belt  should  be  used  when  an 
injured  person  is  being  transported. 
When  this  is  necessary,  you  should 
consult  a  physician  for  recommenda¬ 
tions. 


One  person  per  belt 

Two  people  (including  children) 
should  never  attempt  to  use  a  single 
seat  belt.  This  could  increase  the 
severity  of  injuries  in  case  of  an  acci¬ 
dent. 


Do  not  lie  down 

To  reduce  the  chance  of  injuries  in 
the  event  of  an  accident  and  to 
achieve  maximum  effectiveness  of 
the  restraint  system,  all  passengers 
should  be  sitting  up  and  the  front  and 
rear  seats  should  be  in  an  upright 
position  when  the  car  is  moving.  A 
seat  belt  cannot  provide  proper  pro¬ 
tection  if  the  person  is  lying  down  in 
the  rear  seat  or  if  the  seats  are  in  a 
reclined  position. 
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A  WARNING 

Riding  with  a  reciined  seatback 
increases  your  chance  of  seri¬ 
ous  or  fatai  injuries  in  the  event 
of  a  coiiision  or  sudden  stop. 
The  protection  of  your  restraint 
system  (seat  beits  and  air  bags) 
is  greatiy  reduced  by  reciining 
your  seat.  Seat  beits  must  be 
snug  against  your  hips  and 
chest  to  work  properiy.  The 
more  the  seatback  is  reciined, 
the  greater  the  chance  that  an 
occupant's  hips  wiii  siide  under 
the  iap  beit  causing  serious 
internai  injuries  or  the  occu¬ 
pant's  neck  couid  strike  the 
shouider  beit.  Drivers  and  pas¬ 
sengers  shouid  aiways  sit  weii 
back  in  their  seats,  properiy 
beited,  and  with  the  seatbacks 
upright. 


Care  of  seat  belts 

Seat  belt  systems  should  never  be 
disassembled  or  modified.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  care  should  be  taken  to  assure 
that  seat  belts  and  belt  hardware  are 
not  damaged  by  seat  hinges,  doors 
or  other  abuse. 


A  WARNING  -  Pinched 
seat  beit 

Make  sure  that  the  webbing 
and/or  buckie  does  not  get 
caught  or  pinched  in  the  rear 
seat  when  returning  the  rear 
seatback  to  its  upright  position. 
A  caught  or  pinched  webbing/ 
buckie  may  become  damaged 
and  couid  faii  during  a  coiiision 
or  sudden  stop  resuiting  in  seri¬ 
ous  injury  or  death. 
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Periodic  inspection 

All  seat  belts  should  be  inspected 
periodically  for  wear  or  damage  of 
any  kind.  Any  damaged  parts  should 
be  replaced  as  soon  as  possible. 

Keep  beits  dean  and  dry 

Seat  belts  should  be  kept  clean  and 
dry.  If  belts  become  dirty,  they  can  be 
cleaned  by  using  a  mild  soap  solu¬ 
tion  and  warm  water.  Bleach,  dye, 
strong  detergents  or  abrasives 
should  not  be  used  because  they 
may  damage  and  weaken  the  fabric. 

When  to  repiace  seat  beits 

Entire  in-use  seat  belt  assembly  or 
assemblies  should  be  replaced  if  the 
vehicle  has  been  involved  in  an  acci¬ 
dent.  This  should  be  done  even  if  no 
damage  is  visible.  Additional  ques¬ 
tions  concerning  seat  belt  operation 
should  be  directed  to  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer. 
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CHILD  RESTRAINT  SYSTEM 

Children  riding  in  the  car  should  sit  in 
the  rear  seat  and  must  always  be 
properly  restrained  to  minimize  the 
risk  of  injury  in  an  accident,  sudden 
stop  or  sudden  maneuver.  According 
to  accident  statistics,  children  are 
safer  when  properly  restrained  in  the 
rear  seats  than  in  the  front  seat. 
Larger  children  not  in  a  child  restraint 
should  use  one  of  the  seat  belts  pro¬ 
vided. 

You  should  be  aware  of  the  specific 
requirements  in  your  state.  Child 
and/or  infant  safety  seats  must  be 
properly  placed  and  installed  in  the 
rear  seat.  You  must  use  a  commer¬ 
cially  available  child  restraint  system 
that  meets  the  requirements  of  the 
Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standards  (FMVSS). 

Child  restraint  systems  are  designed 
to  be  secured  in  vehicle  seats  by  lap 
belts  or  the  lap  belt  portion  of  a 
lap/shoulder  belt,  or  by  a  LATCH  sys¬ 
tem  (if  equipped). 


Children  could  be  injured  or  killed  in 
a  crash  if  their  restraints  are  not 
properly  secured.  For  small  children 
and  babies,  a  child  seat  or  infant  seat 
must  be  used.  Before  buying  a  par¬ 
ticular  child  restraint  system,  make 
sure  it  fits  your  car  seat  and  seat 
belts,  and  fits  your  child.  Follow  all 
the  instructions  provided  by  the  man¬ 
ufacturer  when  installing  the  child 
restraint  system. 


A  WARNING 

•  A  child  restraint  system  must 
be  placed  in  the  rear  seat. 
Never  install  a  child  or  infant 
seat  on  the  front  passenger's 
seat.  Should  an  accident 
occur  and  cause  the  passen¬ 
ger-side  air  bag  to  deploy,  it 
could  severely  injure  or  kill  an 
infant  or  child  seated  in  an 
infant  or  child  seat.  Thus  only 
use  a  child  restraint  in  the 
rear  seat  of  your  vehicle. 

•  A  seat  belt  or  child  restraint 
system  can  become  very  hot 
if  it  is  left  in  a  closed  vehicle 
on  a  sunny  day,  even  if  the 
outside  temperature  does  not 
feel  hot.  Be  sure  to  check  the 
seat  cover  and  buckles  before 
placing  a  child  there.

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(Continued) 

•  When  the  child  restraint  sys¬ 
tem  is  not  in  use,  store  it  in 
the  luggage  area  or  fasten  it 
with  a  seat  belt  so  that  it  will 
not  be  thrown  forward  in  the 
case  of  a  sudden  stop  or  an 
accident. 

•  Children  may  be  seriously 
injured  or  killed  by  an  inflating 
air  bag.  All  children,  even 
those  too  large  for  child 
restraints,  must  ride  in  the 
rear  seat. 


A  WARNING 

To  reduce  the  chance  of  serious 

or  fatal  injuries: 

•  Children  of  all  ages  are  safer 
when  restrained  in  the  rear 
seat.  A  child  riding  in  the  front 
passenger  seat  can  be  force¬ 
fully  struck  by  an  inflating  air 
bag  resulting  in  serious  or 
fatal  injuries. 

•  Always  follow  the  child 
restraint  system  manufactur¬ 
er’s  instructions  for  installa¬ 
tion  and  use  of  the  child 
restraint. 

•  Always  make  sure  the  child 
seat  is  secured  properly  in  the 
car  and  your  child  is  securely 
restrained  in  the  child  seat. 

•  Never  hold  a  child  in  your 
arms  or  lap  when  riding  in  a 
vehicle. The  violent  forces  cre¬ 
ated  during  a  crash  will  tear 
the  child  from  your  arms  and 
throw  the  child  against  the 
car’s  interior. 

(Continued) 
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•  Never  put  a  seat  belt  over 
yourself  and  a  child.  During  a 
crash,  the  belt  could  press 
deep  into  the  child  causing 
serious  internal  injuries. 

•  Never  leave  children  unat¬ 
tended  in  a  vehicle  -  not  even 
for  a  short  time.  The  car  can 
heat  up  very  quickly,  resulting 
in  serious  injuries  to  children 
inside.  Even  very  young  chil¬ 
dren  may  inadvertently  cause 
the  vehicle  to  move,  entangle 
themselves  in  the  windows,  or 
lock  themselves  or  others 
inside  the  vehicle. 

•  Never  allow  two  children,  or 
any  two  persons,  to  use  the 
same  seat  belt. 

•  Children  often  squirm  and 
reposition  themselves  improp¬ 
erly.  Never  let  a  child  ride  with 
the  shoulder  belt  under  their 
arm  or  behind  their  back. 
Always  properly  position  and 
secure  children  in  the  rear 
seat.

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(Continued) 

•  Never  allow  a  child  to  stand- 
up  or  kneel  on  the  seat  or  floor 
of  a  moving  vehicle.  During  a 
collision  or  sudden  stop,  the 
child  can  be  violently  thrown 
against  the  vehicle’s  interior, 
resulting  in  serious  injury. 

•  Never  use  an  infant  carrier  or 
a  child  safety  seat  that 
"hooks"  over  a  seatback,  it 
may  not  provide  adequate 
security  in  an  accident. 

•  Seat  belts  can  become  very 
hot,  especially  when  the  car  is 
parked  in  direct  sunlight. 
Always  check  seat  belt  buck¬ 
les  before  fastening  them 
over  a  child. 

•  After  an  accident,  have  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer 
check  the  child  restraint  sys¬ 
tem,  seat  belt,  tether  anchor 
and  lower  anchor. 

•  If  there  is  not  enough  space  to 
place  the  child  restraint  sys¬ 
tem  because  of  the  driver's 
seat,  install  the  child  restraint 
system  in  the  rear  right  seat. 


Using  a  child  restraint  system 

Rearward-facing  child  restraint  system 


For  small  children  and  babies,  the 
use  of  a  child  seat  or  infant  seat  is 
required.  This  child  seat  or  infant 
seat  should  be  of  appropriate  size  for 
the  child  and  should  be  installed  in 
accordance  with  the  manufacturer's 
instructions. 


For  safety  reasons,  we  recommend 
that  the  child  restraint  system  be 
used  in  the  rear  seats. 


A  WARNING 

Never  place  a  rear-facing  child 
restraint  in  the  front  passenger 
seat,  because  of  the  danger  that 
an  inflating  passenger-side  air 
bag  could  impact  the  rear-fac¬ 
ing  child  restraint  and  kill  the 
child. 


Since  all  passenger  seat  belts  move 
freely  under  normal  conditions  and 
only  lock  under  extreme  or  emer¬ 
gency  conditions  (emergency  locking 
mode),  you  must  manually  change 
these  seat  belts  to  the  automatic  lock¬ 
ing  mode  to  secure  a  child  restraint. 

A  CAUTION 

A  Child  Restraint  System  in  a 
closed  vehicle  can  become  very 
hot  To  prevent  burns,  check  the 
seating  surface  and  buckles 
before  placing  your  child  in  the 
Child  Restraint  System. 
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A  WARNING  -  Child  seat 
installation 

•  A  child  can  be  seriously 
injured  or  killed  in  a  collision 
if  the  child  restraint  is  not 
properly  anchored  to  the  vehi¬ 
cle  and  the  child  is  not  prop¬ 
erly  restrained  in  the  child 
restraint. 

Before  installing  the  child 
restraint  system,  read  the 
instructions  supplied  by  the 
child  restraint  system  manu¬ 
facturer. 

•  If  the  seat  belt  does  not  oper¬ 
ate  as  described  in  this  sec¬ 
tion,  have  the  system  checked 
immediately  by  your  author¬ 
ized  HYUNDAI  dealer.

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•  Failure  to  observe  this  manu¬ 
al's  instructions  regarding 
child  restraint  systems  and 
the  instructions  provided  with 
the  child  restraint  system 
could  increase  the  chance 
and/or  severity  of  injury  in  an 
accident. 

•  If  the  vehicle  headrest  pre¬ 
vents  proper  installation  of  a 
child  seat,  the  headrest  of  the 
respective  seating  position 
shall  be  readjusted  or  entirely 
removed. 
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Placing  a  passenger  seat  belt 
into  the  automatic  locking  mode

The  automatic  locking  mode  will  help 
prevent  the  normal  movement  of  the 
child  in  the  vehicle  from  causing  the 
seat  belt  to  loosen  and  compromise 
the  child  restraint  system.  To  secure 
a  child  restraint  system,  use  the  fol¬ 
lowing  procedure. 


Safety  features  of  your  vehicle 


To  install  a  child  restraint  system  on 
the  outboard  or  center  rear  seats,  do 
the  following: 

1.  Place  the  child  restraint  system  in 
the  seat  and  route  the  lap/shoul¬ 
der  belt  around  or  through  the 
restraint,  following  the  restraint 
manufacturer’s  instructions.  Be 
sure  the  seat  belt  webbing  is  not 
twisted. 

2.  Fasten  the  lap/shoulder  belt  latch 
into  the  buckle.  Listen  for  the  dis¬ 
tinct  "click"  sound. 

Position  the  reiease  button  so  that  it 
is  easy  to  access  in  case  of  an  emer¬ 
gency. 


3.  Pull  the  shoulder  portion  of  the 
seat  belt  all  the  way  out.  When  the 
shoulder  portion  of  the  seat  belt  is 
fully  extended,  it  will  shift  the 
retractor  to  the  "Automatic  locking" 
(child  restraint)  mode. 


4.  Slowly  allow  the  shoulder  portion 
of  the  seat  belt  to  retract  and  listen 
for  an  audible  "clicking"  or  "ratch¬ 
eting"  sound.  This  indicates  that 
the  retractor  is  in  the  "automatic 
locking"  mode.  If  no  distinct  sound 
is  heard,  repeat  steps  3  and  4. 
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5.  Remove  as  much  slack  from  the 
belt  as  possible  by  pushing  down 
on  the  child  restraint  system  while 
feeding  the  shoulder  belt  back  into 
the  retractor. 

6.  Push  and  pull  on  the  child  restraint 
system  to  confirm  that  the  seat 
belt  is  holding  it  firmly  in  place.  If  it 
is  not,  release  the  seat  belt  and 
repeat  steps  2  through  6. 

7.  Double  check  that  the  retractor  is 
in  the  "Automatic  locking"  mode  by 
attempting  to  pull  more  of  the  seat 
belt  out  of  the  retractor.  If  you  can¬ 
not,  the  retractor  is  in  the 
"Automatic  locking"  mode. 


To  remove  the  child  restraint,  press 
the  release  button  on  the  buckle  and 
then  pull  the  lap/shoulder  belt  out  of 
the  restraint  and  allow  the  seat  belt  to 
retract  fully. 


^  WARNING  -  Automatic 

locking  mode 
The  lap/shoulder  belt  automati¬ 
cally  returns  to  the  "emergency 
lock  mode"  whenever  the  belt  is 
allowed  to  retract  fully. 
Therefore,  the  preceding  seven 
steps  must  be  followed  each 
time  a  child  restraint  is 
installed. 

If  the  retractor  is  not  in  the 
Automatic  Locking  mode,  the 
child  restraint  can  move  when 
your  vehicle  turns  or  stops  sud¬ 
denly.  A  child  can  be  seriously 
injured  or  killed  if  the  child 
restraint  is  not  properly 
anchored  to  the  car,  including 
setting  the  retractor  to  the 
Automatic  Locking  mode. 
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When  the  seat  belt  is  allowed  to 
retract  to  its  fully  stowed  position, 
the  retractor  will  automatically 
switch  from  the  "Automatic  lock¬ 
ing"  mode  to  the  emergency  lock 
mode  for  normal  adult  usage.

•  When  using  the  vehicle's 
"Tether  Anchor"  system  to 
instail  a  child  restraint  system 
in  the  rear  seat,  ali  unused 
vehicle  rear  seat  belt  metal 
latch  plates  or  tabs  must  be 
latched  securely  in  their  seat 
belt  buckles  and  the  seat  belt 
webbing  must  be  retracted 
behind  the  child  restraint  to 
prevent  the  chiid  from  reach¬ 
ing  and  taking  hoid  of  unre¬ 
tracted  seat  beits.  Uniatched 
metai  latch  plates  or  tabs  may 
allow  the  child  to  reach  the 
unretracted  seat  belts  which 
may  resuit  in  strangulation 
and  a  serious  injury  or  death 
to  the  chiid  in  the  child 
restraint.

A  chiid  can  be  seriousiy  injured 
or  kilied  in  a  coilision  if  the 
child  restraint  is  not  properly 
anchored  to  the  car  and  the 
child  is  not  properiy  restrained 
in  the  child  restraint.

A  WARNING  -  Tether  strap 

Never  mount  more  than  one 
chiid  restraint  to  a  single  tether 
anchor  or  to  a  single  lower 
anchorage  point.  The  increased 
ioad  caused  by  muitiple  seats 
may  cause  the  tethers  or 
anchorage  points  to  break, 
causing  serious  injury  or  death.

•  Chiid  restraint  anchorages 
are  designed  to  withstand 
oniy  those  ioads  imposed  by 
correctiy  fitted  child 
restraints.  Under  no  circum¬ 
stances  are  they  to  be  used 
for  aduit  seat  belts  or  har¬ 
nesses  or  for  attaching  other 
items  or  equipment  to  the 
vehicie. 

•  The  tether  strap  may  not  work 
properiy  if  attached  some¬ 
where  other  than  the  correct 
tether  anchor. 
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Securing  a  child  restraint  seat 
with  child  seat  lower  anchor 
system

Some  child  seat  manufacturers 
make  child  restraint  seats  that  are 
labeled  as  LATCH  or  LATCH-com- 
patible  child  restraint  seats.  LATCH 
stands  for  "Lower  Anchors  and 
Tethers  for  Children".  These  seats 
include  two  rigid  or  webbing  mount¬ 
ed  attachments  that  connect  to  two 
LATCH  anchors  at  specific  seating 
positions  in  your  vehicle.  This  type  of 
child  restraint  seat  eliminates  the 
need  to  use  seat  belts  to  attach  the 
child  seat  in  the  rear  seats. 


Child  restraint  symbols  are  located 
on  the  left  and  right  rear  seat  backs 
to  indicate  the  position  of  the  lower 
anchors  for  child  restraints. 


^  WARNING  -  Unused  rear 
seatbelts 

Always  fasten  the  seatbelts 
behind  the  child  restraint  seat 
when  they  are  not  used  to 
secure  the  child  seat.  Failure  to 
do  so  may  result  in  child  stran¬ 
gulation. 


A  WARNING 

Do  not  place  anything  around 
the  lower  anchors.  Also  make 
sure  that  the  seat  belt  is  not 
caught  in  the  lower  anchors. 
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LATCH  anchors  have  been  provided 
in  your  vehicle.  The  LATCH  anchors 
are  located  in  the  left  and  right  out¬ 
board  seating  positions  of  the  sec¬ 
ond  row.  Their  locations  are  shown  in 
the  illustration.  There  is  no  LATCH 
anchors  provided  for  the  second  cen¬ 
ter  and  the  third  seating  positions. 
The  LATCH  anchors  are  located 
between  the  seatback  and  the  seat 
cushion  of  the  rear  seat  left  and  right 
outboard  seating  positions. 

Follow  the  child  seat  manufacturer’s 
instructions  to  properly  install  child 
restraint  seats  with  LATCH  or 
LATCH-compatible  attachments. 

Once  you  have  installed  the  LATCH 
child  restraint,  assure  that  the  seat  is 
properly  attached  to  the  LATCH  and 
tether  anchors. 

Also,  test  the  child  restraint  seat 
before  you  place  the  child  in  it.  Tilt 
the  seat  from  side  to  side.  Also  try  to 
tug  the  seat  forward.  Check  to  see  if 
the  anchors  hold  the  seat  in  place.

Do  not  allow  the  rear  seat  belt 
webbing  to  get  scratched  or 
pinched  by  the  child-seat  latch 
and  LATCH  anchor  during  the 
installation.

If  the  child  restraint  is  not 
anchored  properiy,  the  risk  of  a 
chiid  being  seriousiy  injured  or 
kiiied  in  a  coiiision  greatiy 
increases. 
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A  WARNING  -  LATCH  iower 
anchors 

LATCH  iower  anchors  are  oniy 
to  be  used  with  the  ieft  and  right 
outboard  seating  positions  of 
the  second  row.  Never  attempt 
to  attach  a  LATCH  equipped 
seat  in  the  the  second  center 
and  the  third  seating  positions.

A  WARNING 

Even  in  vehicles  with  air  bags, 
you  and  your  passengers  must 
always  wear  the  seat  belts  pro¬ 
vided  in  order  to  minimize  the 
risk  and  severity  of  injury  in  the 
event  of  a  collision  or  rollover. 


The  actual  air  bags  in  the  vehicle  may  differ  from  the  illustration.

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How  does  the  air  bag  system 
operate 

•  Air  bags  are  activated  (abie  to 
inflate  if  necessary)  only  when  the 
ignition  switch  is  turned  to  the  ON 
or  START  position. 

•  The  appropriate  air  bags  inflate 
instantly  in  the  event  of  serious 
frontal  or  side  collision  in  order  to 
help  protect  the  occupants  from 
serious  physical  injury. 

•  There  is  no  single  speed  at  which 
the  air  bags  will  inflate. 

Generally,  air  bags  are  designed  to 
inflate  by  the  severity  of  a  collision 
and  its  direction.  These  two  factors 
determine  whether  the  sensors 
send  out  an  electronic  deployment/ 
inflation  signal. 

•  Air  bag  deployment  depends  on  a 
number  of  factors  including  vehicle 
speed,  angles  of  impact  and  the 
density  and  stiffness  of  the  vehi¬ 
cles  or  objects  which  your  vehicle 
hits  in  the  collision.  Though,  factors 
are  not  limited  to  those  mentioned 
above. 


•  The  front  air  bags  will  completely 
inflate  and  deflate  in  an  instant. 

It  is  virtually  impossible  for  you  to 
see  the  air  bags  inflate  during  an 
accident. 

It  is  much  more  likely  that  you  will 
simply  see  the  deflated  air  bags 
hanging  out  of  their  storage  com¬ 
partments  after  the  collision. 

•  In  addition  to  inflating  in  serious 
side  collisions,  side  and/or  curtain 
air  bags  will  inflate  if  the  sensing 
system  detects  a  rollover. 

•  When  a  rollover  is  detected,  side 
and/or  curtain  air  bags  will  remain 
inflated  longer  to  help  provide  pro¬ 
tection  from  ejection,  especially 
when  used  in  conjunction  with  the 
seat  belts. 

•  In  order  to  help  provide  protection, 
the  air  bags  must  inflate  rapidly. 
The  speed  of  air  bag  inflation  is  a 
consequence  of  the  extremely 
short  time  in  which  to  inflate  the  air 
bag  between  the  occupant  and  the 
vehicle  structures  before  the  occu¬ 
pant  impacts  those  structures. 
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This  speed  of  inflation  reduces  the 
risk  of  serious  or  life-threatening 
injuries  and  is  thus  a  necessary 
part  of  air  bag  design. 

However,  air  bag  inflation  can  also 
cause  injuries  which  normally  can 
include  facial  abrasions,  bruises 
and  broken  bones  because  the 
inflation  speed  also  causes  the  air 
bags  to  expand  with  a  great  deal  of 
force. 

•  There  are  even  circumstances 
under  which  contact  with  the  air 
bag  can  cause  fatai  injuries, 
especiaiiy  if  the  occupant  is 
positioned  excessiveiy  ciose  to 
the  air  bag. 
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A  WARNING 

•  To  avoid  severe  personal 
injury  or  death  caused  by 
deploying  air  bags  in  a  colli¬ 
sion,  the  driver  should  sit  as 
far  back  from  the  steering 
wheel  air  bag  as  possible  (at 
least  10  inches  (250  mm) 
away).  The  front  passengers 
should  always  move  their 
seats  as  far  back  as  possible 
and  sit  back  in  their  seat. 

•  Air  bags  inflate  instantly  in 
the  event  of  collision,  and 
passengers  may  be  injured  by 
the  air  bag  expansion  force  if 
they  are  not  in  proper  posi¬ 
tion. 

•  Air  bag  inflation  may  cause 
injuries  which  normally 
include  facial  or  bodily  abra¬ 
sions,  injuries  from  broken 
glasses  or  burns  by  the  air 
bag  inflation  gasses. 
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Noise  and  smoke 

When  the  air  bags  inflate,  they  make 
a  loud  noise  and  they  leave  smoke 
and  powder  in  the  air  inside  of  the 
vehicle.  This  is  normal  and  is  a  result 
of  the  ignition  of  the  air  bag  inflator. 
After  the  air  bag  inflates,  you  may 
feel  substantial  discomfort  in  breath¬ 
ing  due  to  the  contact  of  your  chest 
with  both  the  seat  belt  and  the  air 
bag,  as  well  as  from  breathing  the 
smoke  and  powder.  Open  your 
doors  and/or  windows  as  soon  as 
possible  after  impact  in  order  to 
reduce  discomfort  and  prevent 
prolonged  exposure  to  the  smoke 
and  powder. 

Though  the  smoke  and  powder  are 
non-toxic,  they  may  cause  irritation 
to  the  skin  (eyes,  nose  and  throat, 
etc).  If  this  is  the  case,  wash  and 
rinse  with  cold  water  immediately 
and  consult  a  doctor  if  the  symptom 
persists. 


A  WARNING  -  Hot 

components 

Do  not  touch  the  air  bag  storage 
area's  internal  components 
immediately  after  air  bag  infla¬ 
tion.  The  air  bag  related  parts  in 
the  steering  wheel,  instrument 
panel  and  the  roof  rails  above 
the  front  and  rear  doors  are 
very  hot.  Hot  components  can 
result  in  burn  injuries. 
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Do  not  install  a  child  restraint  on 
the  front  passenger’s  seat. 


Never  place  a  rear-facing  child 
restraint  in  the  front  passenger’s 
seat.  If  the  air  bag  deploys,  it  would 
impact  the  rear-facing  child  restraint, 
causing  serious  or  fatal  injury. 

In  addition,  do  not  place  front-facing 
child  restraints  in  the  front  passen¬ 
ger’s  seat  either.  If  the  front  passen¬ 
ger  air  bag  inflates,  it  could  cause 
serious  or  fatal  injuries  to  the  child. 


A  WARNING  -  Air  bag 

deployment 

When  children  are  seated  in  the 
rear  outboard  seats  of  a  vehicle 
equipped  with  side  and/or  cur¬ 
tain  air  bags,  install  the  child 
restraint  system  as  far  away 
from  the  door  side  as  possible. 
Inflation  of  the  side  and/or  cur¬ 
tain  air  bags  could  cause  seri¬ 
ous  injury  or  death  to  an  infant 
or  child.

The  purpose  of  the  air  bag  warning 
light  in  your  instrument  panel  is  to 
alert  you  of  a  potential  problem  with 
your  airbag  system,  which  includes 
side  and/or  curtain  airbags  used  for 
rollover  protection.

The  SRSCM  continually  monitors  all 
SRS  components  while  the  ignition 
switch  is  ON  to  determine  if  a  crash 
impact  is  severe  enough  to  require 
air  bag  deployment  or  pre-tensioner 
seat  belt  deployment.

The  seat  belt  buckle  sensor  deter¬ 
mines  whether  the  front  passenger's 
seat  belt  is  fastened.  According  to 
whether  the  seat  belt  is  fastened  or 
not  and  how  severe  the  impact  is, 
this  sensor  provides  the  function  to 
control  the  SRS  deployment.

started,  comes  on  while  driv¬ 
ing,  the  SRS  is  not  working 
properly.

•  Before  you  replace  a  fuse  or 
disconnect  a  battery  terminal, 
turn  the  ignition  switch  to  the 
LOCK  position  and  remove 
the  ignition  key  for  ignition 
key,  and  turn  the  engine 
start/stop  button  to  the  OFF 
position  for  smart  key.

The  occupant  classification  system 
is  designed  to  detect  the  presence  of 
a  properly-seated  front  passenger 
and  determine  if  the  passenger's 
front  air  bag  should  be  enabled  (may 
inflate)  or  not.  The  driver's  front  air 
bag  is  not  affected  or  controlled  by 
the  occupant  classification  system. 

Main  components  of  occupant 
classification  system 

•  A  detection  device  located  within 
the  front  passenger  seat  cushion. 

•  Electronic  system  to  determine 
whether  the  front  passenger  air 
bag  system  should  be  activated  or 
deactivated. 

•  An  indicator  light  located  on  the 
instrument  panel  which  illuminates 
the  words  PASSENGER  AIR  BAG 
"OFF"  indicating  the  front  passen¬ 
ger  air  bag  system  is  deactivated. 

•  The  instrument  panel  air  bag  indi¬ 
cator  light  is  interconnected  with 
the  occupant  classification  system. 


If  the  front  passenger  seat  is  occu¬ 
pied  by  a  person  that  the  system 
determines  to  be  of  adult  size,  and 
he/she  sits  properly  (sitting  upright 
with  the  seatback  in  an  upright  posi¬ 
tion,  centered  on  the  seat  cushion 
with  their  seat  belt  on,  legs  comfort¬ 
ably  extended  and  their  feet  on  the 
floor),  the  PASSENGER  AIR  BAG 
"OFF"  indicator  will  be  turned  off  and 
the  front  passenger's  air  bag  will  be 
able  to  inflate,  if  necessary,  in  frontal 
crashes. 

You  will  find  the  PASSENGER  AIR 
BAG  "OFF"  indicator  on  the  center 
facia  panel.  This  system  detects  the 
conditions  1  ~4  in  the  following  table 
and  activates  or  deactivates  the  front 
passenger  air  bag  based  on  these 
conditions. 

Always  be  sure  that  you  and  all  vehi¬ 
cle  occupants  are  seated  and 
restrained  properly  (sitting  upright 
with  the  seat  in  an  upright  position, 
centered  on  the  seat  cushion,  with 
the  person's  legs  comfortably 
extended,  feet  on  the  floor,  and  wear¬ 
ing  the  safety  belt  properly)  for  the 
most  effective  protection  by  the  air 
bag  and  the  safety  belt. 
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•  The  OCS  may  not  function  proper¬ 
ly  if  the  passenger  takes  actions 

which  can  affect  the  classification 

system.  These  include: 

(1 )  Failing  to  sit  in  an  upright  posi¬ 
tion. 

(2)  Leaning  against  the  door  or 
center  console. 

(3)  Sitting  towards  the  sides  or  the 
front  of  the  seat. 

(4)  Putting  legs  on  the  dashboard 
or  resting  them  on  other  loca¬ 
tions  which  reduce  the  passen¬ 
ger  weight  on  the  front  seat. 

(5)  Improperly  wearing  the  safety 
belt. 

(6)  Reclining  the  seat  back. 

(7)  Wearing  a  thick  cloth  like  ski 
wear  or  hip  protection  wear. 

(8)  Put  on  the  seat  an  additional 
thick  cushion.

Do  not  allow  children  to  ride  in  the  front 
passenger  seat.  When  a  larger  child 
who  has  outgrown  a  child  restraint  sys¬ 
tem  sits  in  the  front  passenger  seat, 
the  system  may  recognize  him/her  as 
an  adult  depending  upon  his/her 
physique  or  sitting  position. 


Never  install  a  child  restraint  system  on 
the  front  passenger  seat.

•  Accident  statistics  show  that 
children  are  safer  if  they  are 
restrained  in  the  rear,  as 
opposed  to  the  front  seat.  It  is 
recommended  that  child 
restraints  be  secured  in  a  rear 
seat,  including  an  infant  riding 
in  a  rear-facing  infant  seat,  a 
child  riding  in  a  forward-fac¬ 
ing  child  seat  and  an  older 
child  riding  in  a  booster  seat. 

•  Air  bags  can  only  be  used 
once  -  have  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer  replace  the 
air  bag  immediately  after 
deployment.

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•  A  smaller-stature  adult  in  the 
front  passenger’  seat  who  is 
not  seated  correctly  (for  exam¬

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Safety  features  of  your  vehicle 


Your  vehicle  is  equipped  with  a 
Supplemental  Restraint  (Air  Bag) 
System  and  the  lap/shoulder  belts  at 
both  the  driver  and  passenger  seat¬ 
ing  positions. 

The  front  air  bags  are  designed  to 
supplement  the  three-point  seat 
belts.  For  these  air  bags  to  provide 
protection,  the  seat  belts  must  be 
worn  at  all  times  when  driving. 

The  indications  of  the  system's  pres¬ 
ence  are  the  letters  "SRS  AIR  BAG" 
embossed  on  the  air  bag  pad  cover 
in  the  steering  wheel,  on  the  knee 
bolster  below  the  steering  wheel  col¬ 
umn  and  the  passenger's  side  front 
panel  pad  above  the  glove  box. 

The  SRS  consists  of  air  bags 
installed  under  the  pad  covers  in  the 
center  of  the  steering  wheel  ,  in  the 
knee  bolster  below  the  steering 
wheel  column  and  the  passenger's 
side  front  panel  above  the  glove  box. 

The  purpose  of  the  SRS  is  to  provide 
the  vehicle's  driver  and/or  the  front 
passenger  with  additional  protection 
than  that  offered  by  the  seat  belt  sys¬ 
tem  alone  in  case  of  a  frontal  impact 
of  sufficient  severity. 


The  seat  belt  buckle  sensor  deter¬ 
mines  if  the  front  passenger's  seat 
belt  is  fastened.  This  sensor  provides 
the  ability  to  control  the  SRS  deploy¬ 
ment  based  on  whether  or  not  the 
seat  belt  is  fastened,  and  how  severe 
the  impact  is. 

The  advanced  SRS  offers  the  ability 
to  control  the  air  bag  inflation  within 
two  levels.  A  first  stage  level  is  pro¬ 
vided  for  moderate-severity  impacts. 
A  second  stage  level  is  provided  for 
more  severe  impacts. 

According  to  the  impact  severity  and 
seat  belt  usage,  the  SRSCM  (SRS 
Control  Module)  controls  the  air  bag 
inflation.  Failure  to  properly  wear 
seat  belts  can  increase  the  risk  or 
severity  of  injury  in  an  accident. 


Additionally,  your  vehicle  is  equipped 
with  an  occupant  classification  sys¬ 
tem  in  the  front  passenger's  seat. 
The  occupant  classification  system 
detects  the  presence  of  a  passenger 
in  the  front  passenger's  seat  and  will 
turn  off  the  front  passenger's  air  bag 
under  certain  conditions.  For  more 
detail,  see  "Occupant  classification 
system"  in  this  section. 
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A  WARNING 

Do  not  place  any  objects  under¬ 
neath  the  front  seats  as  they 
could  interfere  with  the  occu¬ 
pant  ciassification  system.

•  Be  sure  to  read  information  about 
the  SRS  on  the  labels  provided  on 
the  sun  visor. 

•  Advanced  air  bags  are  combined 
with  pre-tensioner  seat  belts  to 
help  provide  enhanced  occupant 
protection  in  frontal  crashes. 
Front  air  bags  are  not  intended  to 
deploy  in  collisions  in  which  pro¬ 
tection  can  be  provided  by  the  pre¬ 
tensioner  seat  belt. 


A  WARNING 

Always  use  seat  belts  and  child 
restraints  -  every  trip,  every 
time,  everyone!  Air  bags  inflate 
with  considerable  force  and  in 
the  blink  of  an  eye.  Seat  belts 
help  keep  occupants  In  proper 
position  to  obtain  maximum 
benefit  from  the  air  bag.  Even 
with  advanced  air  bags,  improp- 
eriy  and  unbeited  occupants 
can  be  severeiy  injured  when 
the  air  bag  inflates. 

Always  follow  the  precautions 
about  seat  beits,  air  bags  and 
occupant  safety  contained  in  this 
manual.  To  reduce  the  chance  of 
serious  or  fatal  injuries  and 
receive  the  maximum  safety  ben¬ 
efit  from  your  restraint  system: 

•  Never  place  a  child  in  any 
child  or  booster  seat  In  the 
front  seat. 

•  ABC  -  Always  Buckle 
Children  in  the  back  seat,  it  is 
the  safest  piace  for  chiidren  of 
any  age  to  ride.

•  Front  and  side  air  bags  can 
injure  occupants  improperiy 
positioned  in  the  front  seats. 

•  Move  your  seat  as  far  back  as 
practical  from  the  front  air 
bags,  while  still  maintaining 
control  of  the  vehicle. 

•  You  and  your  passengers 
should  never  sit  or  iean 
unnecessariiy  close  to  the  air 
bags.  Improperly  positioned 
driver  and  passengers  can  be 
severeiy  injured  by  infiating 
air  bags. 

•  Never  iean  against  the  door  or 
center  console  -  always  sit  in 
an  upright  position. 

•  Do  not  aliow  a  passenger  to 
ride  in  the  front  seat  when  the 
PASSENGER  AIR  BAG  "OFF" 
indicator  is  iiluminated, 
because  the  air  bag  wili  not 
depioy  in  the  event  of  a  mod¬ 
erate  or  severe  frontai  crash.

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•  No  objects  (such  as  crash  pad 
cover,  ceilular  phone  holder, 
cup  holder,  perfume  or  stick¬ 
ers)  should  be  placed  over  or 
near  the  air  bag  modules  on 
the  steering  wheei,  instrument 
panel,  windshield  glass,  and 
the  front  passenger's  panel 
above  the  glove  box.  Such 
objects  could  cause  harm  if 
the  vehicie  is  in  a  crash 
severe  enough  to  cause  the 
air  bags  to  deploy. 

•  Do  not  attach  any  objects  on 
front  windshield  and  inside 
mirror. 

•  Never  piace  covers,  blankets 
or  seat  warmers  on  the  pas¬ 
senger  seat  as  these  may 
interfere  with  the  occupant 
classification  system. 

•  Do  not  tamper  with  or  discon¬ 
nect  SRS  wiring  or  other  com¬ 
ponents  of  the  SRS  system.

Doing  so  could  result  in 
injury,  due  to  accidental 
deployment  of  the  air  bags  or 
by  rendering  the  SRS  inopera¬ 
tive. 

•  If  the  SRS  air  bag  warning 
light  remains  iiiuminated  while 
the  vehicle  is  being  driven, 
have  an  authorized  HYUNDAI 
dealer  inspect  the  air  bag  sys¬ 
tem  as  soon  as  possibie. 

•  Air  bags  can  oniy  be  used 
once  -  have  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer  replace  the 
air  bag  immediateiy  after 
deployment. 

•  The  SRS  is  designed  to 
deploy  the  front  air  bags  oniy 
when  frontal  impact  is  suffi- 
cientiy  severe  and  when  the 
impact  angle  is  toward  from 
the  forward  longitudinai  axis 
of  the  vehicie.  Additionaiiy, 
the  air  bags  wili  only  deploy 
once.  Seat  belts  must  be  worn 
at  all  times. 

(Continued) 
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(Continued) 

•  Front  air  bags  are  not  intend¬ 
ed  to  depioy  in  side-impact, 
rear-impact  or  roilover  crash¬ 
es.  However,  when  frontai 
depioyment  threshoid  is  sat¬ 
isfied  at  side-impact,  front  air 
bags  may  depioy.  In  addition, 
front  air  bags  will  not  deploy 
in  frontal  crashes  below  the 
deployment  threshold. 

•  Even  though  your  vehicle  is 
equipped  with  the  occupant 
classification  system,  do  not 
install  a  child  restraint  system 
in  the  front  passenger  seat 
position.  A  child  restraint  sys¬ 
tem  must  never  be  placed  in 
the  front  seat.  The  infant  or 
child  could  be  severely 
injured  or  killed  by  an  air  bag 
deployment  in  case  of  an  acci¬ 
dent. 

(Continued) 
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•  Children  age  12  and  under 
must  always  be  properly 
restrained  in  the  rear  seat. 
Never  allow  children  to  ride  in 
the  front  passenger  seat.  If  a 
child  over  12  must  be  seated 
in  the  front  seat,  he  or  she 
must  be  properly  belted  and 
the  seat  should  be  moved  as 
far  back  as  possible. 

•  For  maximum  safety  protec¬ 
tion  in  all  types  of  crashes,  all 
occupants  including  the  driv¬ 
er  should  always  wear  their 
seat  belts  whether  or  not  an 
air  bag  is  also  provided  at 
their  seating  position  to  mini¬ 
mize  the  risk  of  severe  injury 
or  death  in  the  event  of  a 
crash.  Do  not  sit  or  lean 
unnecessarily  close  to  the  air 
bag  while  the  vehicle  is  in 
motion. 

(Continued) 
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•  Sitting  improperly  or  out  of 
position  can  result  in  serious 
or  fatal  injury  in  a  crash.  All 
occupants  should  sit  upright 
with  the  seatback  in  an 
upright  position,  centered  on 
the  seat  cushion  with  their 
seat  belt  on,  legs  comfortably 
extended  and  their  feet  on  the 
floor  until  the  vehicle  is 
parked  and  the  ignition  key  is 
removed. 

•  The  SRS  air  bag  system  must 
deploy  very  rapidly  to  provide 
protection  in  a  crash.  If  an 
occupant  is  out  of  position 
because  of  not  wearing  a  seat 
belt,  the  air  bag  may  forcefully 
contact  the  occupant  causing 
serious  or  fatal  injuries. 


Safety  features  of  your  vehicle 


Side  air  bag 


^  The  actual  air  bags  in  the  vehicle  may  differ 
from  the  illustration. 


Your  vehicle  is  equipped  with  side 
air  bags  in  each  front  seat.  The  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  air  bag  is  to  provide  the 
vehicle's  driver  and/or  the  front  pas¬ 
senger  with  additional  protection 
than  that  offered  by  the  seat  belt 
alone. 


The  side  air  bags  are  designed  to 
deploy  during  certain  side-impact 
collisions,  depending  on  the  crash 
severity,  angle,  speed  and  point  of 
impact.  However,  when  side  deploy¬ 
ment  threshold  is  satisfied  at  front 
impact,  side  air  bags  may  deploy. 
The  side  air  bags  are  not  designed  to 
deploy  in  all  side  impact  situations  or 
rollover  situations. 

The  side  air  bags  may  deploy  on  the 
side  of  the  impact. 

The  side  and/or  curtain  air  bags  on 
both  sides  of  the  vehicle  may  deploy 
if  a  rollover  or  possible  rollover  is 
detected. 


A  WARNING 

Do  not  allow  the  passengers  to 
lean  their  heads  or  bodies  onto 
doors,  put  their  arms  on  the 
doors,  stretch  their  arms  out  of 
the  window,  or  place  objects 
between  the  doors  and  passen¬ 
gers  when  they  are  seated  on 
seats  equipped  with  side  and/or 
curtain  air  bags. 


A  WARNING 

•  The  side  air  bags  is  supple¬ 
mental  to  the  driver's  and  the 
passenger's  seat  belt  systems 
and  is  not  a  substitute  for 
them.  Therefore  your  seat 
belts  must  be  worn  at  all  times 
while  the  vehicle  is  in  motion. 
The  air  bags  deploy  only  in 
certain  side  impact  conditions 
severe  enough  to  cause  sig¬ 
nificant  injury  to  the  vehicle 
occupants. 

•  For  best  protection  from  the 
side  air  bag  system  and  to 
avoid  being  injured  by  the 
deploying  side  air  bags,  both 
front  seat  occupants  should 
sit  in  an  upright  position  with 
the  seat  belt  properly  fas¬ 
tened.  The  driver's  hands 
should  be  placed  on  the  steer¬ 
ing  wheel  at  the  9:00  and  3:00 
positions.  The  passenger's 
arms  and  hands  should  be 
placed  on  their  laps. 

(Continued) 
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•  Do  not  use  any  accessory 
seat  covers. 

•  Use  of  seat  covers  could 
reduce  or  prevent  the  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  the  system. 

•  Do  not  install  any  accessories 
on  the  side  or  near  the  side  air 
bag. 

•  Do  not  place  any  objects  over 
the  air  bag  or  between  the  air 
bag  and  yourself.  Also,  do  not 
attach  any  objects  around  the 
area  the  air  bag  inflates  such 
as  the  door,  side  door  glass, 
front  and  rear  pillar. 

•  Do  not  place  any  objects 
between  the  door  and  the 
seat.  They  may  become  dan¬ 
gerous  projectiles  if  the  side 
air  bag  inflates. 

•  Do  not  put  any  objects 
between  the  side  air  bag  label 
and  seat  cushion.  It  could 
cause  harm  if  the  vehicle  is  in 
a  crash  severe  enough  to 
cause  the  air  bags  to  deploy. 

(Continued) 
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•  To  prevent  unexpected  deploy¬ 
ment  of  the  side  air  bag  that 
may  result  in  personal  injury, 
avoid  impact  to  the  side  impact 
sensor  when  the  ignition 
switch  is  on. 

•  If  the  seat  or  seat  cover  is 
damaged,  have  the  vehicle 
checked  and  repaired  by  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer 
because  your  vehicle  is 
equipped  with  side  air  bags 
and  an  occupant  classifica¬ 
tion  system. 
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Curtain  air  bag 


The  actual  air  bags  in  the  vehicle  may  differ 
from  the  illustration. 

Curtain  air  bags  are  located  along 
both  sides  of  the  roof  rails  above  the 
front  and  rear  doors. 


They  are  designed  to  help  protect 
occupants  in  certain  side  impacts 
and  to  help  prevent  them  from  eject¬ 
ing  out  of  the  vehicle  as  a  result  of  a 
rollover,  especially  when  the  seat- 
belts  are  also  in  use. 

•  The  curtain  air  bags  are  designed 
to  deploy  during  certain  side 
impact  collisions,  depending  on  the 
crash  severity,  angle,  speed  and 
point  of  impact.  However,  when 
side  deployment  threshold  is  satis¬ 
fied  at  front-impact,  curtain  air 
bags  may  deploy. 

•  The  curtain  air  bags  may  deploy  on 
the  side  of  the  impact. 

•  Also,  the  curtain  air  bags  on  both 
sides  of  the  vehicle  will  deploy  in 
certain  rollover  situations. 

•  The  curtain  air  bags  are  not 
designed  to  deploy  in  all  side 
impact  or  rollover  situations. 
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A  WARNING 

•  In  order  for  side  and  curtain 
air  bags  to  provide  the  best 
protection,  front  seat  occu¬ 
pants  and  outboard  rear  occu¬ 
pants  shouid  sit  in  an  upright 
position  with  the  seat  beits 
properiy  fastened. 

Importantiy,  chiidren  shouid 
sit  in  a  proper  chiid  restraint 
system  in  the  rear  seat. 

•  When  chiidren  are  seated  in 
the  rear  outboard  seats,  they 
must  be  seated  in  the  proper 
chiid  restraint  system.  Make 
sure  to  put  the  chiid  restraint 
system  as  far  away  from  the 
door  side  as  possibie,  and 
secure  the  chiid  restraint  sys¬ 
tem  in  a  iocked  position. 

•  Do  not  piace  any  objects  over 
the  air  bag.  Aiso,  do  not  attach 
any  objects  around  the  area 
the  air  bag  infiates  such  as 
the  door,  side  door  giass, 
front  and  rear  piiiar,  roof  side 
raii.

(Continued) 

•  Do  not  hang  other  objects 
except  ciothes,  especiaiiy 
hard  or  breakabie  objects.  In 
an  accident,  it  may  cause 
vehicie  damage  or  personai 
injury. 

•  Do  not  aiiow  the  passengers 
to  iean  their  heads  or  bodies 
onto  doors,  put  their  arms  on 
the  doors,  stretch  their  arms 
out  of  the  window,  or  piace 
objects  between  the  doors 
and  passengers  when  they 
are  seated  on  seats  equipped 
with  side  and/or  curtain  air 
bags. 

•  Never  try  to  open  or  repair  any 
components  of  the  side  cur¬ 
tain  air  bag  system.  This 
shouid  oniy  be  done  by  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer. 

Failure  to  follow  the  above 
instructions  can  resuit  in  injury 
or  death  to  the  vehicie  occu¬ 
pants  in  an  accident. 
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Why  didn’t  my  air  bag  go  off  in  a 
coiiision?  (Infiation  and  non-infia- 
tion  conditions  of  the  air  bag) 
There  are  many  types  of  accidents 
in  which  the  air  bag  wouid  not  be 
expected  to  provide  additionai 
protection. 

These  inciude  rear  impacts,  sec¬ 
ond  or  third  coiiisions  in  muitipie 
impact  accidents,  as  weii  as  iow 
speed  impacts. 
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Air  bag  collision  sensors

Rollover  sensor 

(2)  Front  impact  sensor 


(3)  Pressure  type  side  impact  sensor 

(4)  Acceleration  type  side  impact 
sensor 
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A  WARNING  -  Air  bag 
sensors 

•  Do  not  hit  or  aiiow  any  objects 
to  impact  the  iocations  where 
air  bags  or  sensors  are 
instaiied. 

This  may  cause  unexpected 
air  bag  depioyment,  which 
couid  resuit  in  serious  per- 
sonai  injury  or  death. 

•  If  the  instaiiation  iocation  or 
angie  of  the  sensors  is  aitered 
in  any  way,  the  air  bags  may 
depioy  when  they  shouid  not 
or  they  may  not  depioy  when 
they  shouid,  causing  severe 
injury  or  death. 

Therefore,  do  not  try  to  per¬ 
form  maintenance  on  or 
around  the  air  bag  sensors. 
Have  the  vehicie  checked  and 
repaired  by  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  deaier. 
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•  Problems  may  arise  if  the  sensor 
installation  angles  are  changed 
due  to  the  deformation  of  the  front 
bumper,  body  or  C  pillars  or  front 
door  where  side  collision  sensors 
are  installed.  Have  the  vehicle 
checked  and  repaired  by  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer. 

•  Your  vehicle  has  been  designed  to 
absorb  impact  and  deploy  the  air 
bag(s)  in  certain  collisions.  Installing 
bumper  guards  or  side  steppers  or 
replacing  a  bumper  with  non-gen- 
uine  parts  may  adversely  affect  your 
vehicle’s  collision  and  air  bag 
deployment  performance. 


Air  bag  inflation  conditions 


Front  air  bags 

Front  air  bags  are  designed  to  inflate 
in  a  frontal  collision  depending  on 
the  intensity,  speed  or  angles  of 
impact  of  the  front  collision. 
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The  actual  air  bags  in  the  vehicle  may  dif¬ 
fer  from  the  illustration. 


Side  and  curtain  air  bags 

Side  and  curtain  air  bags  are 
designed  to  inflate  when  an  impact  is 
detected  by  side  collision  sensors 
depending  on  the  strength,  speed  or 
angles  of  impact  resulting  from  a 
side  impact  collision. 

Also,  the  side  and  curtain  air  bags 
are  designed  to  inflate  when  a 
rollover  is  detected  by  the  rollover 
sensor. 

Although  the  front  air  bags  (driver’s 
front,  knee  and  front  passenger’s  air 
bags)  are  designed  to  inflate  in  frontal 
collisions,  they  also  may  inflate  in 
other  types  of  collisions  if  the  front 
impact  sensors  detect  a  sufficient 
frontal  force  in  another  type  of  impact. 
Side  and  curtain  air  bags  are 
designed  to  inflate  in  certain  side 
impact  collisions.  They  may  inflate  in 
other  type  of  collisions  where  a  side 
force  is  detected  by  the  sensors. 
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Side  air  bags  and/or  curtain  air  bags 
may  also  inflate  where  rollover  sen¬ 
sors  indicate  the  possibility  of  a 
rollover  occurring  (even  if  none  actual¬ 
ly  occurs)  or  in  other  situations,  inclu- 
iding  when  the  vehicle  is  tilted  while 
being  towed.  Even  where  side  and/or 
curtain  air  bags  would  not  provide 
impact  protection  in  a  rollover,  howev¬ 
er,  they  will  deploy  to  prevent  ejection 
of  occupants,  especially  those  who 
are  restrained  with  seat  belts. 

If  the  vehicle  chassis  is  impacted  by 
bumps  or  objects  on  unimproved 
roads,  the  air  bags  may  deploy.  Drive 
carefully  on  unimproved  roads  or  on 
surfaces  not  designed  for  vehicle  traf¬ 
fic  to  prevent  unintended  air  bag 
deployment. 


Air  bag  non-inflation  conditions 


•  In  certain  low-speed  collisions  the 
air  bags  may  not  deploy.  The  air 
bags  are  designed  not  to  deploy  in 
such  cases  because  they  may  not 
provide  benefits  beyond  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  the  seat  belts  in  such  col¬ 
lisions. 


Safety  features  of  your  vehicle 


•  Air  bags  are  not  designed  to  inflate 
in  rear  collisions,  because  occu¬ 
pants  are  moved  backward  by  the 
force  of  the  impact.  In  this  case, 
inflated  air  bags  would  not  be  able 
to  provide  any  additional  benefit. 


•  Front  air  bags  may  not  inflate  in 
side  impact  collisions,  because 
occupants  move  to  the  direction  of 
the  collision,  and  thus  in  side 
impacts,  frontal  air  bag  deployment 
would  not  provide  additional  occu¬ 
pant  protection. 

However,  side  and  curtain  air  bags 
may  inflate  depending  on  the  inten¬ 
sity,  vehicle  speed  and  angles  of 
impact. 
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•  In  an  angled  collision,  the  force  of 
impact  may  direct  the  occupants  in 
a  direction  where  the  air  bags  would 
not  be  able  to  provide  any  addition¬ 
al  benefit,  and  thus  the  SRS  may 
not  deploy  any  air  bags. 
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•  Just  before  impact,  drivers  often 
brake  heavily.  Such  heavy  braking 
lowers  the  front  portion  of  the  vehi¬ 
cle  causing  it  to  "ride"  under  a  vehi¬ 
cle  with  a  higher  ground  clearance. 
Air  bags  may  not  inflate  in  this 
"under-ride"  situation  because 
forces  that  are  detected  by  sensors 
may  be  reduced  by  such  "under¬ 
ride"  collisions. 
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•  Front  air  bags  may  not  inflate  in 
rollover  accidents  where  the 
SRSCM  indicates  that  the  SRSCM 
indicates  that  the  front  air  bag 
deployment  would  not  provide 
additional  occupant  protection. 


•  Air  bags  may  not  inflate  if  the  vehi¬ 
cle  collides  with  objects  such  as 
utility  poles  or  trees. 


Safety  features  of  your  vehicle 


SRS  Care 

The  SRS  is  virtually  maintenance- 
free  and  so  there  are  no  parts  you  can 
safely  service  by  yourself.  If  the  SRS 
air  bag  warning  light  "P'"  does  not 
illuminate,  when  you  turn  the  ignition 
on,  or  continuously  remains  on,  or 
continuously  blinks  have  your  vehicle 
immediately  inspected  by  an  author¬ 
ized  HYUNDAI  dealer. 


Any  work  on  the  SRS  system,  such 
as  removing,  installing,  repairing,  or 
any  work  on  the  steering  wheel,  the 
front  passenger's  panel,  front  seats 
and  roof  rails  must  be  performed  by 
an  authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer. 
Improper  handling  of  the  SRS  system 
may  result  in  serious  personal  injury. 

To  clean  the  air  bag  pad  covers,  use 
only  a  soft,  dry  cloth  or  one  which  has 
been  moistened  with  plain  water. 
Solvents  or  cleaners  could  adversely 
affect  the  air  bag  covers  and  proper 
deployment  of  the  system. 


A  WARNING 

•  Modification  to  SRS  compo¬ 
nents  or  wiring,  inciuding  the 
addition  of  any  kind  of  badges 
to  the  pad  covers  or  modifica¬ 
tions  to  the  body  structure, 
can  adverseiy  affect  SRS  per¬ 
formance  and  iead  to  possibie 
injury. 

•  Not  oniy  the  modification  of 
the  parts  where  the  SRS  sen¬ 
sors  are  but  aiso  the  modifica¬ 
tion  of  other  parts  of  the  vehi- 
cie  may  affect  the  SRS  per¬ 
formance  and  iead  to  possibie 
injury. 

•  No  objects  shouid  be  piaced 
over  or  near  the  air  bag  mod- 
uies  on  the  steering  wheei, 
instrument  panei,  and  the 
front  passenger's  panei  above 
the  giove  box,  because  any 
such  object  couid  cause  harm 
if  the  vehicie  is  in  a  crash 
severe  enough  to  cause  the 
air  bags  to  infiate. 

(Continued) 
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(Continued) 

•  If  the  air  bags  infiate,  they 
must  be  repiaced  by  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer. 

•  Do  not  tamper  with  or  discon¬ 
nect  SRS  wiring,  or  other 
components  of  the  SRS  sys¬ 
tem.  Doing  so  couid  resuit  in 
injury,  due  to  accidentai  infia- 
tion  of  the  air  bags  or  by  ren¬ 
dering  the  SRS  inoperative. 

•  If  your  car  was  flooded  and 
has  soaked  carpeting  or  water 
on  the  fiooring,  you  shouidn't 
try  to  start  the  engine;  have 
the  car  towed  to  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer. 


If  components  of  the  air  bag  system 
must  be  discarded,  or  if  the  vehicle 
must  be  scrapped,  certain  safety 
precautions  must  be  observed.  An 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer  knows 
these  precautions  and  can  give  you 
the  necessary  information.  Failure  to 
follow  these  precautions  and  proce¬ 
dures  could  increase  the  risk  of  per¬ 
sonal  injury. 


Additional  safety  precautions 

•  Never  let  passengers  ride  in  the 
cargo  area  or  on  top  of  a  foided- 
down  back  seat.  All  occupants 
should  sit  upright,  fully  back  in  their 
seats  with  their  seat  belts  on  and 
their  feet  on  the  floor. 

•  Passengers  should  not  move 
out  of  or  change  seats  while  the 
vehicle  is  moving.  A  passenger 
who  is  not  wearing  a  seat  belt  dur¬ 
ing  a  crash  or  emergency  stop  can 
be  thrown  against  the  inside  of  the 
vehicle,  against  other  occupants, 
or  out  of  the  vehicle. 

•  Each  seat  belt  is  designed  to 
restrain  one  occupant.  If  more 
than  one  person  uses  the  same 
seat  belt,  they  could  be  seriously 
injured  or  killed  in  a  collision. 

•  Do  not  use  any  accessories  on 
seat  belts.  Devices  claiming  to 
improve  occupant  comfort  or  repo¬ 
sition  the  seat  belt  can  reduce  the 
protection  provided  by  the  seat  belt 
and  increase  the  chance  of  serious 
injury  in  a  crash. 
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•  Passengers  should  not  place 
hard  or  sharp  objects  between 
themselves  and  the  air  bags. 

Carrying  hard  or  sharp  objects  on 
your  lap  or  in  your  mouth  can  result 
in  injuries  if  an  air  bag  inflates. 

•  Keep  occupants  away  from  the 
air  bag  covers.  All  occupants 
should  sit  upright,  fully  back  in  their 
seats  with  their  seat  belts  on  and 
their  feet  on  the  floor.  If  occupants 
are  too  close  to  the  air  bag  covers, 
they  could  be  injured  if  the  air  bags 
inflate. 

•  Do  not  attach  or  place  objects 
on  or  near  the  air  bag  covers. 

Any  object  attached  to  or  placed 
on  the  front  or  side  air  bag  covers 
could  interfere  with  the  proper 
operation  of  the  air  bags. 

•  Do  not  modify  the  front  seats. 

Modification  of  the  front  seats 
could  interfere  with  the  operation  of 
the  supplemental  restraint  system 
sensing  components  or  side  air 
bags. 


Safety  features  of  your  vehicle 


•  Do  not  place  items  under  the 
front  seats.  Placing  items  under 
the  front  seats  could  interfere  with 
the  operation  of  the  supplemental 
restraint  system  sensing  compo¬ 
nents  and  wiring  harnesses. 

•  Never  hold  an  infant  or  child  on 
your  lap.  The  infant  or  child  could 
be  seriously  injured  or  killed  in  the 
event  of  a  crash.  All  infants  and 
children  should  be  properly 
restrained  in  appropriate  child 
safety  seats  or  seat  belts  in  the 
rear  seat. 


A  WARNING 

•  Sitting  improperly  or  out  of 
position  can  cause  occupants 
to  be  shifted  too  ciose  to  a 
deploying  air  bag,  strike  the 
interior  structure  or  be  thrown 
from  the  vehicle  resulting  in 
serious  injury  or  death.

•  Always  sit  upright  with  the 
seatback  in  an  upright  posi¬ 
tion,  centered  on  the  seat 
cushion  with  your  seat  belt 
on,  legs  comfortably  extended 
and  your  feet  on  the  floor. 

•  Always  have  the  Ignition  OFF 
when  the  vehicle  is  being 
towed  or  where  it  may  other¬ 
wise  be  tilted,  since  the  side 
and/or  curtain  air  bags  may 
inflate  if  the  sensors  interpret 
those  tilt  angles  as  a  potential 
rollover. 

•  Be  careful  not  to  cause  impact 
to  the  doors  when  the  ignition 
is  ON.  The  air  bags  may 
inflate. 
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Adding  equipment  to  or  modi¬ 
fying  your  air  bag-equipped 
vehicie 

If  you  modify  your  vehicle  by  chang¬ 
ing  your  vehicle's  frame,  bumper  sys¬ 
tem,  front  end  or  side  sheet  metal  or 
ride  height,  this  may  affect  the  oper¬ 
ation  of  your  vehicle's  air  bag  sys¬ 
tem. 
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Air  bag  warning  iabei 


Air  bag  warning  labels,  some 
required  by  the  U.S.  National 
Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration 
(NHTSA),  are  attached  to  alert  the 
driver  and  passengers  of  potential 
risks  of  the  air  bag  system. 
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FOLDING  KEY 

Record  your  key  number 

The  key  code  num¬ 
ber  is  stamped  or 
printed  on  the  key 
code  tag  attached  to 
the  key  set.  Should 
you  lose  your  keys, 
this  number  will  enable  an  author¬ 
ized  HYUNDAI  dealer  to  duplicate 
the  keys  easily.  Remove  the  key 
code  tag  and  store  it  in  a  safe  place. 
Also,  record  the  key  code  number 
and  keep  It  in  a  safe  and  handy 
place,  but  not  In  the  vehicle.

•  When  jacking  up  the  vehicle  to 
change  a  tire  or  repair  the  vehicle, 
do  not  operate  the  power  liftgate 
(power  tailgate).  This  could  cause 
the  power  liftgate  (power  tailgate) 
to  operate  improperly. 

•  In  cold  and  wet  climates,  the 
power  liftgate  (power  tailgate)  may 
not  work  properly  due  to  freezing 
conditions. 


Automatic  reversal 


During  power  opening  and  closing  if 
the  power  liftgate  (power  tailgate)  is 
blocked  by  an  object  or  part  of  the 
body,  the  power  liftgate  (power  tail¬ 
gate)  will  detect  the  resistance. 

•  If  the  resistance  is  detected  while 
opening  the  liftgate  (tailgate),  it  will 
stop  and  move  in  the  opposite 
direction. 

•  If  the  resistance  is  detected  while 
closing  the  liftgate  (tailgate),  it  will 
stop  and  move  in  the  opposite 
direction. 
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However,  if  the  resistance  is  weak 
such  as  from  an  object  that  is  thin  or 
soft,  or  the  liftgate  (tailgate)  Is  near 
the  latched  position,  the  automatic 
stop  and  reversal  may  not  detect  the 
resistance. 

If  the  automatic  reversal  feature 
operates  continuously  more  than 
twice  during  opening  or  closing  oper¬ 
ation,  the  power  liftgate  (power  tail¬ 
gate)  may  stop  at  that  position.  At 
this  time,  close  the  liftgate  (tailgate) 
manually  and  operate  the  liftgate 
(tailgate)  automatically  again. 


A  WARNING 

Never  intentionally  place  any 
object  or  part  of  your  body  in 
the  path  of  the  power  liftgate 
(power  tailgate)  to  make  sure 
the  automatic  reversal  oper¬ 
ates. 


Features  of  your  vehicle 


A  CAUTION 

Do  not  put  heavy  items  on  the 
power  liftgate  (power  tailgate) 
before  you  operate  the  power  lift- 
gate  (power  tailgate).  Additional 
weight  on  liftgate  (tailgate)  could 
cause  damages  to  the  system. 


How  to  reset  the  power  liftgate 
(power  tailgate) 

If  the  battery  has  been  discharged  or 
disconnected,  or  if  the  related  fuse 
has  been  replaced  or  disconnected, 
for  the  power  liftgate  (power  tailgate) 
to  operate  normally,  reset  the  power 
liftgate  (power  tailgate)  as  follow: 

1 .  Put  the  shift  lever  in  P  (Park). 

2.  While  pressing  the  liftgate  (tailgate) 
inner  switch,  press  the  liftgate  (tail¬ 
gate)  handle  switch  for  more  than  3 
seconds,  (the  chime  will  sound) 

3.  Close  the  liftgate  (tailgate)  manu¬ 
ally.

The  driver  has  a  power  window 
lock  switch  which  can  block  the  oper¬ 
ation  of  passenger  windows.  The  dri¬ 
ver’s  door  has  a  master  power  win¬ 
dow  switch  that  controls  all  the  win¬ 
dows  in  the  vehicle.

To  avoid  serious  injury  or  death, 
do  not  extend  your  head,  arms 
or  body  outside  the  windows 
whiie  driving.

•  In  cold  and  wet  climates,  power 
windows  may  not  work  properly 
due  to  freezing  conditions. 

•  While  driving  with  the  rear  win¬ 
dows  down  or  with  the  sunroof  (if 
equipped)  in  an  open  (or  partially 
open)  position,  your  vehicle  may 
demonstrate  a  wind  buffeting  or 
pulsation  noise.

Open  the  hood  after  turning  off 
the  engine  on  a  fiat  surface, 
shifting  the  shift  iever  to  the  P 
(Park)  position,  and  setting  the 
parking  brake.

Opening  the  fuel  filler  lid 


The  fuel  filler  lid  must  be  opened 
from  inside  the  vehicle  by  pulling  the 
fuel  filler  lid  opener  lever  located  on 
the  driver’s  door. 

:|!  NOTICE 

If  the  fuel  filler  lid  will  not  open 
because  ice  has  formed  around  it, 
tap  lightly  or  push  on  the  lid  to  break 
the  ice  and  release  the  lid.  Do  not  pry 
on  the  lid.  If  necessary,  spray  around 
the  lid  with  an  approved  de-icer  fluid 
(do  not  use  radiator  anti-freeze)  or 
move  the  vehicle  to  a  warm  place 
and  allow  the  ice  to  melt.

2.  Pull  the  fuel  filler  lid  opener  lever, 
then  the  fuel  filler  lid  will  pop  up. 

3.  Pull  the  fuel  filler  lid  (1)  out  to  fully 
open. 

4.  To  remove  the  cap,  turn  the  fuel 
tank  cap  (2)  counterclockwise. 

5.  Refuel  as  needed. 


Closing  the  fuel  filler  lid 

1 .  To  install  the  cap,  turn  it  clockwise 
until  it  clicks  one  time.  This  indi¬ 
cates  that  the  cap  is  securely 
tightened. 

2.  Close  the  fuel  filler  lid  and  push  it 
in  lightly  making  sure  that  it  is 
securely  closed. 
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A  WARNING  -  Refueling 

•  If  pressurized  fuel  sprays  out, 
It  can  cover  your  clothes  or 
skin  and  thus  subject  you  to 
the  risk  of  fire  and  burns. 
Always  remove  the  fuel  cap 
carefully  and  slowly.  If  the  cap 
Is  venting  fuel  or  If  you  hear  a 
hissing  sound,  wait  until  the 
condition  stops  before  com¬ 
pletely  removing  the  cap.

Automotive  fuels  are  flammable 
materials.  When  refueling,  please 
note  the  following  guidelines 
carefully.

Once  refueling 
has  begun,  contact  with  the 
vehicle  should  be  maintained 
until  the  filling  is  complete. 

Use  only  approved  portable 
plastic  fuel  containers  designed 
to  carry  and  store  gasoline. 

•  Do  not  use  cellular  phones 
while  refueling.  Electric  cur¬ 
rent  and/or  electronic  interfer¬ 
ence  from  cellular  phones  can 
potentially  ignite  fuel  vapors 
causing  a  fire.

•  When  refueling,  always  shut 
the  engine  off.  Sparks  pro¬ 
duced  by  electrical  compo¬ 
nents  related  to  the  engine 
can  ignite  fuel  vapors  causing 
a  fire.  Once  refueling  is  com¬ 
plete,  check  to  make  sure  the 
filler  cap  and  filler  door  are 
securely  closed,  before  start¬ 
ing  the  engine. 

•  DO  NOT  use  matches  or  a 
lighter  and  DO  NOT  SMOKE  or 
leave  a  lit  cigarette  in  your 
vehicle  while  at  a  gas  station 
especially  during  refueling.

4.  Push  the  sunroof  control  lever  for¬ 
ward  in  the  direction  of  close 
(about  10  seconds)  until  the  sun¬ 
roof  moves  a  little.

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STEERING  WHEEL 

Electric  power  steering  (EPS) 

The  power  steering  uses  a  motor  to 
assist  you  in  steering  the  vehicle.  If 
the  engine  is  off  or  if  the  power  steer¬ 
ing  system  becomes  inoperative,  the 
vehicle  may  still  be  steered,  but  it  will 
require  increased  steering  effort. 

The  motor  driven  power  steering  is 
controlled  by  a  power  steering  con¬ 
trol  unit  which  senses  the  steering 
wheel  torque  and  vehicle  speed  to 
command  the  motor. 

The  steering  becomes  heavier  as 
the  vehicle’s  speed  increases  and 
becomes  lighter  as  the  vehicle’s 
speed  decreases  for  optimum  steer¬ 
ing  control. 

Should  you  notice  any  change  in  the 
effort  required  to  steer  during  normal 
vehicle  operation,  have  the  power 
steering  checked  by  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer. 


A  CAUTION 

•  If  the  Electric  Power  Steering 
System  does  not  operate  nor¬ 
mally  the  warning  light  will 
illuminate  on  the  instrument 
cluster.  The  steering  wheel 
may  become  difficult  to  con¬ 
trol  or  operate  abnormally. 
Take  your  vehicle  to  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer 
and  have  the  vehicle  checked 
as  soon  as  possible.

Press  and  release  the  (1)  button 
within  1  second  to  turn  the  display 
feature  OFF.

Rear  parking  assist  system

The  rear  parking  assist  system 
assists  the  driver  during  backward 
movement  of  the  vehicle  by  chiming 
if  any  object  is  sensed  within  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  47  in.  (120  cm)  behind  the 
vehicle.  This  system  is  a  supplemen¬ 
tal  system  and  it  is  not  intended  to 
nor  does  it  replace  the  need  for 
extreme  care  and  attention  by  the 
driver.  The  sensing  range  and 
objects  detectable  by  the  back  sen¬ 
sors  are  limited.

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How  vehicle  audio  works 


FM  reception 
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AM  and  FM  radio  signals  are  broad¬ 
casted  from  transmitter  towers  locat¬ 
ed  around  your  city.  They  are  inter¬ 
cepted  by  the  radio  antenna  on  your 
vehicle.  This  signal  is  then  processed 
by  the  radio  and  sent  to  your  vehicle 
speakers. 

When  a  strong  radio  signal  has 
reached  your  vehicle,  the  precise 
engineering  of  your  audio  system 
ensures  the  best  possible  quality 
reproduction.  However,  in  some 
cases  the  signal  coming  to  your  vehi¬ 
cle  may  not  be  strong  and  clear. 


This  can  be  due  to  factors,  such  as 
the  distance  from  the  radio  station, 
closeness  of  other  strong  radio  sta¬ 
tions  or  the  presence  of  buildings, 
bridges  or  other  large  obstructions  in 
the  area. 


AM  reception 
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AM  broadcasts  can  be  received  at 
greater  distances  than  FM  broad¬ 
casts.  This  is  because  AM  radio 
waves  are  transmitted  at  low  fre¬ 
quencies.  These  long  distance,  low 
frequency  radio  waves  can  follow  the 
curvature  of  the  earth  rather  than 
travelling  straight.  In  addition,  they 
curve  around  obstructions  resulting 
in  better  signal  coverage. 
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FM  radio  station 


FM  broadcasts  are  transmitted  at 
high  frequencies  and  do  not  bend  to 
follow  the  earth's  surface.  Because 
of  this,  FM  broadcasts  generally 
begin  to  fade  within  short  distances 
from  the  station.  Also,  FM  signals  are 
easily  affected  by  buildings,  moun¬ 
tains,  and  obstructions.  This  can  lead 
to  undesirable  or  unpleasant  listen¬ 
ing  conditions  which  might  lead  you 
to  believe  a  problem  exists  with  your 
radio.  The  following  conditions  are 
normal  and  do  not  indicate  radio 
trouble: 


•  Fading  -  As  your  vehicle  moves 
away  from  the  radio  station,  the 
signal  will  weaken  and  sound  will 
begin  to  fade.  When  this  occurs, 
we  suggest  that  you  select  another 
stronger  station. 

•  Flutter/Static  -  Weak  FM  signals  or 
large  obstructions  between  the 
transmitter  and  your  radio  can  dis¬ 
turb  the  signal  causing  static  or 
fluttering  noises  to  occur.  Reducing 
the  treble  level  may  lessen  this 
effect  until  the  disturbance  clears. 
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•  Station  Swapping  -  As  an  FM  sig¬ 
nal  weakens,  another  more  power¬ 
ful  signal  near  the  same  frequency 
may  begin  to  play.  This  is  because 
your  radio  is  designed  to  lock  onto 
the  clearest  signal.  If  this  occurs, 
select  another  station  with  a 
stronger  signal. 

•  Multi-Path  Cancellation  -  Radio 
signals  being  received  from  sever¬ 
al  directions  can  cause  distortion 
or  fluttering.  This  can  be  caused  by 
a  direct  and  reflected  signal  from 
the  same  station,  or  by  signals 
from  two  stations  with  close  fre¬ 
quencies.  If  this  occurs,  select 
another  station  until  the  condition 
has  passed. 
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Using  a  cellular  phone  or  a  two- 
way  radio 

When  a  cellular  phone  is  used  inside 
the  vehicle,  noise  may  be  produced 
from  the  audio  system.  This  does  not 
mean  that  something  is  wrong  with 
the  audio  equipment.  In  such  a  case, 
try  to  operate  mobile  devices  as  far 
from  the  audio  equipment  as  possible. 


A  CAUTION 

When  using  a  communication 
system  such  as  a  cellular  phone 
or  a  radio  set  inside  the  vehicle, 
a  separate  external  antenna 
must  be  fitted.  When  a  cellular 
phone  or  a  radio  set  Is  used 
with  an  internal  antenna  alone, 
it  may  interfere  with  the  vehi¬ 
cle's  electrical  system  and 
adversely  affect  safe  operation 
of  the  vehicle.

If  the  engine  stalls  while  the 
vehicle  is  in  motion,  do  not 
attempt  to  move  the  shift  lever 
to  the  P  (Park)  position.

The  highly  efficient  automatic 
transaxle  has  6  forward  speeds  and 
one  reverse  speed.  The  individual 
speeds  are  selected  automatically, 
depending  on  the  position  of  the  shift 
lever. 

The  individual  speeds  are  selected 
automatically  in  Drive,  depending  on 
the  position  of  the  accelerator  pedal. 

*  NOTICE 

The  first  few  shifts  on  a  new  vehicle 
may  be  somewhat  abrupt.  This  is  a 
normal  condition,  and  the  shifting 
sequence  will  adjust  after  shifts  are 
cycled  a  few  times  by  the  PCM 
(Powertrain  Control  Module). 


Depress  the  brake  pedal  and  the  knob  button  when  shifting.

•  Always  check  the  surrounding 
areas  near  your  vehicle  for 
people,  especially  children, 
before  shifting  a  vehicle  into 
D  (Drive)  or  R  (Reverse). 

•  Before  leaving  the  driver's 
seat,  always  make  sure  the 
shift  lever  is  in  the  P  (Park) 
position;  then  set  the  parking 
brake  fully  and  shut  the 
engine  off.

•  To  avoid  damage  to  your 
transaxle,  do  not  accelerate 
the  engine  in  R  (Reverse)  or 
any  forward  gear  position  with 
the  brakes  on.

Always  come  to  a  complete  stop 
before  shifting  into  P  (Park).  This 
position  locks  the  transaxle  and  pre¬ 
vents  the  front  wheels  from  rotating.

•  Shifting  into  P  (Park)  whiie  the 
vehicie  is  in  motion  wiii  cause 
the  drive  wheeis  to  iock  which 
wiii  cause  you  to  iose  controi 
of  the  vehicie.

(Reverse)  while  the  vehicle  is  in 
motion,  except  as  explained  in 
"Rocking  the  vehicie",  in  this 
manual. 


N  (Neutral) 

The  wheels  and  transaxle  are  not 
engaged.  The  vehicle  will  roll  freely 
even  on  the  slightest  incline  unless 
the  parking  brake  or  service  brakes 
are  applied. 

D  (Drive) 

This  is  the  normal  forward  driving 
position.  The  transaxle  will  automati¬ 
cally  shift  through  a  6-gear 
sequence,  providing  the  best  fuel 
economy  and  power. 


For  extra  power  when  passing  anoth¬ 
er  vehicle  or  climbing  grades, 
depress  the  accelerator  fully,  at 
which  time  the  transaxle  will  auto¬ 
matically  downshift  to  the  next  lower 
gear. 

*  NOTICE 

Always  come  to  a  complete  stop 
before  shifting  into  D  (Drive). 
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Whether  the  vehicle  is  stationary  or 
in  motion,  manual  shift  mode  is 
selected  by  pushing  the  shift  lever 
from  the  D  (Drive)  position  into  the 
manual  gate.  To  return  to  D  (Drive) 
range  operation,  push  the  shift  lever 
back  into  the  main  gate.

In  manual  shift  mode,  moving  the 
shift  lever  backwards  and  forwards 
will  allow  you  to  make  gearshifts  rap¬ 
idly.  In  contrast  to  a  manual 
transaxle,  the  manual  shift  mode 
allows  gearshifts  with  the  accelerator 
pedal  depressed. 

Up  (+)  :  Push  the  lever  forward 
once  to  shift  up  one  gear. 

Down  (-)  :  Pull  the  lever  backwards 
once  to  shift  down  one  gear. 

•  NOTICE 

•  In  manual  shift  mode,  the  driver 
must  execute  upshifts  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  road  conditions,  taking 
care  to  keep  the  engine  speed 
below  the  red  zone. 

•  In  manual  shift  mode,  only  the  6 
forward  gears  can  be  selected.  To 
reverse  or  park  the  vehicle,  move 
the  shift  lever  to  the  R  (Reverse) 
or  P  (Park)  position  as  required. 

•  In  manual  shift  mode,  downshifts 
are  made  automatically  when  the 
vehicle  slows  down.  When  the 
vehicle  stops,  gear  is  automati¬ 
cally  selected. 

(Continued) 
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•  In  manual  shift  mode,  when  the 
engine  rpm  approaches  the  red 
zone,  the  transaxle  will  upshift 
automatically. 

•  To  maintain  the  required  levels  of 
vehicle  performance  and  safety, 
the  system  may  not  execute  cer¬ 
tain  gearshifts  when  the  shift  lever 
is  operated. 

•  When  accelerating  from  a  stop  on 
a  slippery  road,  push  the  shift 
lever  forward  into  the  +(up)  posi¬ 
tion.  This  causes  the  transaxle  to 
shift  into  2”^  gear  which  is  better 
for  smooth  accelerating  on  a  slip¬ 
pery  road. 


Shift  lock  system 

For  your  safety,  the  automatic 
transaxle  has  a  shift  lock  system 
which  prevents  shifting  the  transaxle 
from  P  (Park)  or  N  (Neutral)  into  R 
(Reverse)  unless  the  brake  pedal  is 
depressed. 

To  shift  the  transaxle  from  P  (Park)  or 
N  (Neutral)  into  R  (Reverse): 

1 .  Depress  and  hold  the  brake  pedal. 

2.  Start  the  engine  or  turn  the  ignition 
switch  to  the  ON  position  to  R. 

3.  Move  the  shift  lever  to  R. 


A  WARNING 

Always  fully  depress  the  brake 
pedal  before  and  while  shifting 
out  of  the  P  (Park)  position  into 
another  position  to  avoid  inad¬ 
vertent  motion  of  the  vehicie 
which  couid  injure  persons  in 
or  around  the  vehicie. 
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Shift-lock  override 

If  the  shift  lever  cannot  be  moved 
from  the  P  (Park)  or  N  (Neutral)  posi¬ 
tion  into  R  (Reverse)  position  with 
the  brake  pedal  depressed,  continue 
depressing  the  brake,  then  do  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

1 .  Carefully  remove  the  cap  covering 
the  shift-lock  override  access  hole. 

2.  Insert  a  screwdriver  Into  the 
access  hole  and  press  down  on 
the  screwdriver. 

3.  Move  the  shift  lever. 

4.  Have  you  vehicle  inspected  by  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer  as 
soon  as  possible. 


Ignition  key  interlock  system 
(if  equipped) 

The  ignition  key  cannot  be  removed 
unless  the  shift  lever  is  in  the  P 
(Park)  position.  If  the  ignition  switch 
is  in  any  other  position,  the  key  can¬ 
not  be  removed. 
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Good  driving  practices 

•  Never  move  the  shift  lever  from  P 
(Park)  or  N  (Neutral)  to  any  other 
position  with  the  accelerator  pedal 
depressed. 

•  Never  move  the  shift  lever  into  "P" 
when  the  vehicle  is  in  motion. 

•  Be  sure  the  vehicle  is  completely 
stopped  before  you  attempt  to  shift 
into  R  (Reverse)  or  D  (Drive). 

•  Never  take  the  vehicle  out  of  gear 
and  coast  down  a  hill.  This  may  be 
extremely  hazardous.  Always  leave 
the  vehicle  in  gear  when  moving. 

•  Do  not  "ride"  the  brakes.  This  can 
cause  them  to  overheat  and  mal¬ 
function.  Instead,  when  you  are 
driving  down  a  long  hill,  slow  down, 
move  the  shift  lever  to  manual  shift 
mode  and  shift  to  a  lower  gear. 

•  When  using  manual  shift  mode, 
slow  down  before  shifting  to  a 
lower  gear. 


•  Always  use  the  parking  brake  and 
shift  into  P  (Park)  when  parking  the 
vehicle.  Do  not  depend  on  placing 
the  transaxle  in  P  (Park)  to  keep 
the  vehicle  from  moving. 

•  Exercise  extreme  caution  when 
driving  on  a  slippery  surface.  Be 
especially  careful  when  braking, 
accelerating  or  shifting  gears.  On  a 
slippery  surface,  an  abrupt  change 
in  vehicle  speed  can  cause  the 
drive  wheels  to  lose  traction  and 
the  vehicle  to  go  out  of  control. 

•  Optimum  vehicle  performance  and 
economy  is  obtained  by  smoothly 
depressing  and  releasing  the 
accelerator  pedal. 


A  WARNING 

•  Always  buckle-up!  In  a  colli¬ 
sion,  an  unbelted  occupant  is 
significantly  more  likely  to  be 
seriously  injured  or  killed  than 
a  properly  belted  occupant. 

•  Avoid  high  speeds  when  cor¬ 
nering  or  turning. 

•  Do  not  make  quick  steering 
wheel  movements,  such  as 
sharp  lane  changes  or  fast, 
sharp  turns. 

•  The  risk  of  rollover  is  greatly 
increased  if  you  lose  control 
of  your  vehicle  at  highway 
speeds. 

•  Loss  of  control  often  occurs  if 
two  or  more  wheels  drop  off  the 
roadway  and  the  driver  over¬ 
steers  to  reenter  the  roadway. 

•  In  the  event  your  vehicle 
leaves  the  roadway,  do  not 
steer  sharply.  Instead,  slow 
down  before  pulling  back  into 
the  travel  lanes. 

•  Never  exceed  posted  speed 
limits. 
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A  WARNING 

If  your  vehicle  becomes  stuck  in 
snow,  mud,  sand,  etc.,  then  you 
may  attempt  to  rock  the  vehicie 
free  by  moving  it  forward  and 
backward.  Do  not  attempt  this 
procedure  if  peopie  or  objects 
are  anywhere  near  the  vehicie. 
During  the  rocking  operation 
the  vehicie  may  suddeniy  move 
forward  or  backward  as  it 
becomes  unstuck,  causing 
injury  or  damage  to  nearby  peo¬ 
pie  or  objects. 


Moving  up  a  steep  grade  from  a 
standing  start 

To  move  up  a  steep  grade  from  a 
standing  start,  depress  the  brake 
pedal,  move  the  shift  lever  to  D 
(Drive)  and  release  the  parking 
brake.  Depress  the  accelerator  grad¬ 
ually  while  releasing  the  service 
brakes.

Engine  power  can  be  delivered  to  the 
front  and  rear  wheels  for  maximum 
traction.  AWD  is  useful  when  extra 
traction  is  required,  such  as,  when 
driving  on  slippery,  muddy,  wet,  or 
snow-covered  roads.  Occasional  off¬ 
road  use  such  as  established 
unpaved  roads  and  trails  are  OK.  It  is 
always  important  when  traveling  off- 
highway  that  the  driver  carefully 
reduces  the  speed  to  a  level  that 
does  not  exceed  the  safe  operating 
speed  for  those  conditions.  In  gener¬ 
al,  off-road  conditions  provide  less 
traction  and  braking  effectiveness 
than  normal  road  conditions.  The 
driver  must  be  especially  alert  to 
avoid  driving  on  slopes  which  tilt  the 
vehicle  to  either  side. 

These  factors  must  be  carefully  con¬ 
sidered  when  driving  off-road. 
Keeping  the  vehicle  in  contact  with 
the  driving  surface  and  under  control 
in  these  conditions  is  always  the  dri¬ 
ver's  responsibility  for  the  safety  of 
him/herself  and  passengers.

A  WARNING  -  Off  road 
driving

A  WARNING  -  All  wheel 
driving 

When  conditions  demand  the 
use  of  four-wheel  drive,  all  func¬ 
tions  of  your  vehicle  are 
exposed  to  extreme  stress. 
Slow  down  and  be  ready  for 
changes  in  the  composition  and 
traction  of  the  surface  under 
your  tires.  If  you  have  any 
doubt  about  the  safety  of  the 
conditions  you  are  facing,  stop 
and  consider  the  best  way  to 
proceed.  Do  not  exceed  the  abil¬ 
ity  of  yourself  or  your  vehicle  to 
operate  safely. 


•  Do  not  try  to  drive  in  deep  standing 
water  or  mud  since  such  conditions 
can  stall  your  engine  and  clog  your 
exhaust  pipes.  Do  not  drive  down 
steep  hills  since  it  requires  extreme 
skill  to  maintain  control  of  the  vehi¬ 
cle. 


hills  drive  as  straight  as  possible. 
Use  extreme  caution  in  going  up  or 
down  steep  hills,  since  you  may  flip 
your  vehicle  over  depending  on  the 
grade,  terrain  and  water/mud  con¬ 
ditions. 


A  WARNING  -  Hills 

Driving  across  the  contour  of 
steep  hills  can  be  extremely 
dangerous.  This  danger  can 
come  from  slight  changes  in  the 
wheei  angie  which  can  destabi¬ 
lize  the  vehicle  or,  even  if  the 
vehicle  is  maintaining  stability 
under  power,  it  can  lose  that 
stability  if  the  vehicie  stops  its 
forward  motion.  Your  vehicie 
may  roll  over  without  warning 
and  without  time  for  you  to  cor¬ 
rect  a  mistake  that  could  cause 
serious  injury  or  death. 
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•  You  must  consciously  take  the 
effort  to  learn  how  to  corner  in  an 
AWD  vehicle.  Do  not  rely  on  your 
experience  in  conventional  2WD 
vehicles  in  choosing  safe  cornering 
speed  in  AWD  mode.  You  must 
drive  more  slowly  in  AWD. 

•  Drive  carefully  off-road  because 
your  vehicle  may  be  damaged  by 
rocks  or  roots  of  trees.  Become 
familiar  with  the  off-road  conditions 
where  you  are  going  to  be  before 
you  begin  driving. 


A  WARNING  -  AWD 

Reduce  speed  when  you  turn 
corners.  The  center  of  gravity  of 
AWD  vehicles  is  higher  than 
that  of  conventional  2WD  vehi¬ 
cles,  making  them  more  likely  to 
roll  over  when  you  turn  corners 
too  fast. 
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A  WARNING  -  Steering 
wheel 

Do  not  grab  the  inside  of  the 
steering  wheel  when  you  are 
driving  off-road.  You  may  hurt 
your  arm  by  a  sudden  steering 
maneuver  or  from  steering 
wheel  rebound  due  to  impact 
with  objects  on  the  ground.  You 
could  lose  control  of  the  steer¬ 
ing  wheel. 


•  Always  hold  the  steering  wheel  firm¬ 
ly  when  you  are  driving  off-road. 

•  Make  sure  all  passengers  are 
wearing  seat  belts. 


A  WARNING  -  Wind  danger 

If  you  are  driving  in  heavy  wind, 
the  vehicle's  higher  center  of 
gravity  decreases  your  steering 
control  capacity  and  requires 
you  to  drive  more  slowly. 


•  If  you  need  to  drive  through  water, 
stop  your  vehicle,  set  your  transfer 
to  the  AWD  LOCK  mode  and  drive 
at  less  than  5  mph  (8  km/h). 


A  WARNING  -  Driving 

through  water 
Drive  slowly.  If  you  are  driving 
too  fast  in  water,  the  water  can 
get  into  the  engine  compartment 
and  wet  the  ignition  system, 
causing  your  vehicle  to  sudden¬ 
ly  stop.  If  this  happens  and  your 
vehicle  is  in  a  tilted  position, 
your  vehicle  may  roll  over. 
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•  NOTICE 

•  Do  not  drive  through  water  if  the 
level  is  higher  than  the  bottom  of 
the  vehicle. 

•  Check  your  brake  condition  once 
you  are  out  of  mud  or  water.  Press 
the  brake  pedal  several  times  as 
you  move  slowly  until  you  feel  nor¬ 
mal  braking  forces  return. 

•  Shorten  your  scheduled  mainte¬ 
nance  interval  if  you  drive  in  off¬ 
road  conditions  such  as  sand,  mud 
or  water  (see  ”  Maintenance  under 
severe  usage  conditions”  in  section 
7).  Always  wash  your  vehicle  thor¬ 
oughly  after  off  road  use,  especially 
cleaning  the  bottom  of  the  vehicle. 

•  Since  the  driving  torque  is  always 
applied  to  the  4  wheels  the  per¬ 
formance  of  the  AWD  vehicle  is 
greatly  affected  by  the  condition  of 
the  tires.  Be  sure  to  equip  the  vehi¬ 
cle  with  four  tires  of  the  same  size 
and  type. 

•  A  full  time  all  wheel  drive  vehicle 
cannot  be  towed  by  an  ordinary 
tow  truck.  Make  sure  that  the 
vehicle  is  placed  on  a  flat  bed 
truck  for  towing. 


A  WARNING  -  AWD  driving 

•  Avoid  high  cornering  speed. 

•  Do  not  make  quick  steering 
wheei  movements,  such  as 
sharp  iane  changes  or  fast, 
sharp  turns. 

•  The  risk  of  roilover  is  greatly 
increased  if  you  lose  control 
of  your  vehicle  at  high  speed. 

•  In  a  collision,  an  unbelted  per¬ 
son  is  significantly  more  like¬ 
ly  to  die  compared  to  a  person 
wearing  a  seat  belt. 

•  Loss  of  control  often  occurs  if 
two  or  more  wheels  drop  off 
the  roadway  and  the  driver 
over  steers  to  re-enter  the 
roadway.  In  the  event  your 
vehicle  leaves  the  roadway,  do 
not  steer  sharply.  Instead, 
slow  down  before  pulling 
back  into  the  travel  lanes.

This  multi-purpose  passenger  vehicle 
is  defined  as  a  Sports  Utility  Vehicle 
(SUV).  SUV’s  have  higher  ground 
clearance  and  a  narrower  track  to 
make  them  capable  of  performing  In  a 
wide  variety  of  off-road  applications. 
Specific  design  characteristics  give 
them  a  higher  center  of  gravity  than 
ordinary  vehicles.  An  advantage  of  the 
higher  ground  clearance  is  a  better 
view  of  the  road,  which  allows  you  to 
anticipate  problems.  They  are  not 
designed  for  cornering  at  the  same 
speeds  as  conventional  passenger 
vehicles,  any  more  than  low-slung 
sports  cars  are  designed  to  perform 
satisfactorily  in  off-road  conditions. 
Due  to  this  risk,  driver  and  passengers 
are  strongly  recommended  to  buckle 
their  seat  belts.  In  a  rollover  crash,  an 
unbelted  person  is  more  likely  to  die 
than  a  person  wearing  a  seat  belt. 
There  are  steps  that  a  driver  can  make 
to  reduce  the  risk  of  a  rollover.  If  at  all 
possible,  avoid  sharp  turns  or  abrupt 
maneuvers,  do  not  load  your  roof  rack 
with  heavy  cargo,  and  never  modify 
your  vehicle  in  any  way.

•  The  acceleration  response  may  be 
slightly  reduced. 

•  The  air  conditioner  performance 
may  be  limited. 

•  The  shift  pattern  of  the  automatic 
transaxle  may  change. 

•  The  engine  noise  may  get  louder. 

The  above  situations  are  normal 

conditions  when  the  ECO  mode  is 

activated  to  improve  fuel  efficiency. 
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Limitation  of  the  ECO  mode  oper¬ 
ation: 

If  the  following  conditions  occur  while 
ECO  mode  is  operating,  fuel  efficien¬ 
cy  may  decrease  even  though  there 
is  no  change  in  the  ECO  indicator. 

•  When  the  coolant  temperature  is 
low: 

Fuel  efficiency  may  decrease  until 
engine  temperature  reaches  nor¬ 
mal.

Fuel  efficiency  may  decrease  to 
gain  performance  when  driving 
uphill  because  engine  torque  is 
restricted. 

•  When  using  the  automatic 
transaxle  manual  shift  mode: 

Fuel  efficiency  may  decrease 
according  to  the  shift  location. 

•  When  the  accelerator  pedal  Is 
deeply  depressed  for  a  few  sec¬ 
onds: 

Fuel  efficiency  may  decrease, 
judging  that  the  driver  wants  to 
speed  up. 
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SPORT  mode 

_  SPORT  mode  manages 

(SPDRTl  the  driving  dynamics  by 
automatically  adjusting  the 
steering  wheel,  engine 
and  transaxle  system  to 
optimize  performance. 

•  When  the  SPORT  mode  is  select¬ 
ed  by  pressing  the  DRIVE  MODE 
button,  the  SPORT  indicator  (yel¬ 
low  color)  will  illuminate. 

•  Restarting  of  the  engine  in  the 
SPORT  mode  resets  the  DRIVE 
mode  to  the  NORMAL  mode.  Thus, 
when  necessary,  reselect  the 
SPORT  mode. 

•  When  the  SPORT  mode  is  activat¬ 
ed: 

-  The  RPM  (revolutions  per  min¬ 
utes)  level  is  maintained  over  a 
certain  length  of  time,  even  after 
releasing  the  accelerator  pedal. 

-  When  accelerating,  up-shifting 
timing  is  delayed.

In  the  SPORT  mode,  the  fuel  effi¬ 
ciency  may  decrease. 


BRAKE  SYSTEM 
Power  brakes 

Your  vehicle  has  power-assisted 
brakes  that  adjust  automatically 
through  normal  usage. 

In  the  event  that  the  power-assisted 
brakes  lose  power  because  of  a 
stalled  engine  or  some  other  reason, 
you  can  still  stop  your  vehicle  by 
applying  greater  force  to  the  brake 
pedal  than  you  normally  would.  The 
stopping  distance,  however,  will  be 
longer. 

When  the  engine  is  not  running,  the 
reserve  brake  power  is  partially 
depleted  each  time  the  brake  pedal 
is  applied.  Do  not  pump  the  brake 
pedal  when  the  power  assist  has 
been  interrupted. 

Pump  the  brake  pedal  only  when 
necessary  to  maintain  steering  con¬ 
trol  on  slippery  surfaces. 
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A  WARNING  -  Brakes 

•  Do  not  drive  with  your  foot 
resting  on  the  brake  pedai. 
This  wiii  create  abnormai  high 
brake  temperatures,  exces¬ 
sive  brake  iining  and  pad 
wear,  and  increased  stopping 
distances. 

•  When  descending  a  iong  or 
steep  hiii,  shift  to  a  iower  gear 
and  avoid  continuous  appiica- 
tion  of  the  brakes.  Continuous 
brake  appiication  wiii  cause 
the  brakes  to  overheat  and 
couid  resuit  in  a  temporary 
ioss  of  braking  performance.

•  Wet  brakes  may  impair  the 
vehicie’s  abiiity  to  safeiy  siow 
down;  the  vehicie  may  aiso 
puii  to  one  side  when  the 
brakes  are  appiied.  Appiying 
the  brakes  iightiy  wiii  indicate 
whether  they  have  been  affect¬ 
ed  in  this  way.  Aiways  test  your 
brakes  in  this  fashion  after 
driving  through  deep  water.  To 
dry  the  brakes,  appiy  them 
iightiy  whiie  maintaining  a  safe 
forward  speed  untii  brake  per¬ 
formance  returns  to  normai. 

•  Aiways,  confirm  the  position 
of  the  brake  and  acceierator 
pedai  before  driving.  If  you 
don't  check  the  position  of  the 
acceierator  and  brake  pedai 
before  driving,  you  may 
depress  the  acceierator 
instead  of  the  brake  pedai.  It 
may  cause  a  serious  accident. 
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In  the  event  of  brake  failure 

If  service  brakes  fail  to  operate  while 
the  vehicle  is  in  motion,  you  can 
make  an  emergency  stop  with  the 
parking  brake.  The  stopping  dis¬ 
tance,  however,  will  be  much  greater 
than  normal. 


A  WARNING  -  Parking 
brake 

Applying  the  parking  brake 
while  the  vehicle  is  moving  at 
normal  speeds  can  cause  a 
sudden  loss  of  control  of  the 
vehicle.  If  you  must  use  the 
parking  brake  to  stop  the  vehi¬ 
cle,  use  great  caution  in  apply¬ 
ing  the  brake. 


Disc  brakes  wear  indicator 

When  your  brake  pads  are  worn  and 
new  pads  are  required,  you  will  hear 
a  high-pitched  warning  sound  from 
your  front  brakes  or  rear  brakes  (if 
equipped).  You  may  hear  this  sound 
come  and  go  or  it  may  occur  when¬ 
ever  you  depress  the  brake  pedal. 

Please  remember  that  some  driving 
conditions  or  climates  may  cause  a 
brake  squeal  when  you  first  apply  (or 
lightly  apply)  the  brakes.  This  is  nor¬ 
mal  and  does  not  Indicate  a  problem 
with  your  brakes.

•  To  avoid  costiy  brake  repairs, 
do  not  continue  to  drive  with 
worn  brake  pads.

A  WARNING  -  Brake  wear 
This  brake  wear  warning  sound 
means  your  vehicle  needs  serv¬ 
ice.  If  you  ignore  this  audible 
warning,  you  will  eventually 
lose  braking  performance, 
which  could  lead  to  a  serious 
accident. 
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Parking  brake 
Applying  the  parking  brake 


To  engage  the  parking  brake,  first 
apply  the  foot  brake  and  then 
depress  the  parking  brake  pedal 
down  as  far  as  possible. 


zts  CAUTION 

•  Driving  with  the  parking  brake 
applied  will  cause  excessive 
brake  pad  and  brake  rotor  wear. 

•  Do  not  operate  the  parking 
brake  while  the  vehicle  is 
moving  except  in  an  emer¬ 
gency  situation.  It  could  dam¬ 
age  the  vehicle  system  and 
endanger  driving  safety. 


Releasing  the  parking  brake 


To  release  the  parking  brake, 
depress  the  parking  brake  pedal  a 
second  time  while  applying  the  foot 
brake.  The  pedal  will  automatically 
extend  to  the  fully  released  position. 
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If  the  parking  brake  does  not  release 
or  does  not  release  all  the  way,  have 
the  system  checked  by  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer. 


A  WARNING 

•  To  prevent  unintentional 
movement  when  stopped  and 
leaving  the  vehicle,  do  not  use 
the  gearshift  lever  in  place  of 
the  parking  brake.  Set  the 
parking  brake  AND  make  sure 
the  gearshift  lever  is  securely 
positioned  in  P  (Park)  for 
automatic  transaxle  equipped 
vehicles. 

•  Never  allow  anyone  who  is 
unfamiliar  with  the  vehicle  to 
touch  the  parking  brake.

Even  though  vehicle  control  is 
improved  during  emergency 
braking,  always  maintain  a  safe 
distance  between  you  and 
objects  ahead.  Vehicle  speeds 
should  always  be  reduced  dur¬ 
ing  extreme  road  conditions. 
The  braking  distance  for  vehi¬ 
cles  equipped  with  an  anti-lock 
braking  system  or  (Electronic 
Stability  Control  System)  may  be 
longer  than  for  those  without  it 
in  the  following  road  conditions.

The  ABS  continuously  senses  the 
speed  of  the  wheels.  If  the  wheels 
are  going  to  lock,  the  ABS  system 
repeatedly  modulates  the  hydraulic 
brake  pressure  to  the  wheels. 

When  you  apply  your  brakes  under 
conditions  which  may  lock  the 
wheels,  you  may  hear  a  "tik-tik" 
sound  from  the  brakes,  or  feel  a  cor¬ 
responding  sensation  in  the  brake 
pedal.  This  is  normal  and  it  means 
your  ABS  is  active. 

In  order  to  obtain  the  maximum  ben¬ 
efit  from  your  ABS  in  an  emergency 
situation,  do  not  attempt  to  modulate 
your  brake  pressure  and  do  not  try  to 
pump  your  brakes.

•  On  roads  where  the  road  sur¬ 
face  is  pitted  or  has  different 
surface  height. 

The  safety  features  of  an  ABS 
(or  ESC)  equipped  vehicle 
should  not  be  tested  by  high 
speed  driving  or  cornering. 
This  could  endanger  the  safe¬ 
ty  of  yourself  or  others. 
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•  Even  with  the  anti-lock  brake  sys¬ 
tem,  your  vehicle  still  requires  suf¬ 
ficient  stopping  distance.  Always 
maintain  a  safe  distance  from  the 
vehicle  in  front  of  you. 

•  Always  slow  down  when  cornering. 
The  anti-lock  brake  system  cannot 
prevent  accidents  resulting  from 
excessive  speeds. 

•  On  loose  or  uneven  road  surfaces, 
operation  of  the  anti-lock  brake 
system  may  result  in  a  longer  stop¬ 
ping  distance  than  for  vehicles 
equipped  with  a  conventional 
brake  system.

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Electronic  Stability  Control 
(ESC) 


The  Electronic  Stability  Control 
(ESC)  system  helps  to  stabilize  the 
vehicle  during  cornering  maneuvers. 
ESC  checks  where  you  are  steering 
and  where  the  vehicle  is  actually 
going.  ESC  applies  braking  pressure 
to  any  one  of  the  vehicle's  brakes 
and  intervenes  in  the  engine  man¬ 
agement  system  to  assist  the  driver 
with  keeping  the  vehicle  on  the 
intended  path.  It  is  not  a  substitute 
for  safe  driving  practices.  Always 
adjust  your  speed  and  driving  to  the 
road  conditions. 
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A  WARNING 

Never  drive  too  fast  for  the  road 
conditions  or  too  quickiy  when 
cornering.  The  ESC  system  wiii 
not  prevent  accidents. 
Excessive  speed  in  turns, 
abrupt  maneuvers,  and 
hydropianing  on  wet  surfaces 
can  resuit  in  severe  accidents. 
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ESC  operation 
ESC  ON  condition 

When  the  ignition  switch  is  in  the  ON 
position,  the  ESC  and  the  ESC  OFF 
indicator  lights  illuminate  for  approxi¬ 
mately  three  seconds  and  goes  off, 
then  the  ESC  is  turned  on.

When  the  ignition  switch  is  placed  to 
the  ON  position,  the  ESC  indicator 
light  illuminates,  then  goes  off  if  the 
ESC  system  is  operating  normally.

When  the  ESC  is  blinking,  this 
indicates  the  ESC  is  active:

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Vehicle  stability  management 
(VSM)  (if  equipped) 

This  system  provides  further 
enhancements  to  vehicle  stability 
and  steering  responses  when  a  vehi¬ 
cle  is  driving  on  a  slippery  road  or  a 
vehicle  detected  changes  in  coeffi¬ 
cient  of  friction  between  right  wheels 
and  left  wheels  when  braking.

Downhill  brake  control  (DBG) 


The  Downhill  Brake  Control  (DBC) 
assists  the  driver  when  descending  a 
steep  hill  without  the  driver  depress¬ 
ing  the  brake  pedal.  It  slows  the  vehi¬ 
cle  to  approximately  6.3  mph  (10 
km/h)  and  lets  the  driver  concentrate 
on  steering  the  vehicle. 

DBC  defaults  to  the  OFF  position 
whenever  the  ignition  is  turned  on.

The  DBC  wiii  not  activate.  If  the  DBC  yellow  indicator  iight  iiiuminates  even  though  the  DBC  system  has 
cooied,  have  the  system  checked  by  an  authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer.

•  The  DBC  does  not  turn  ON  in  the 
P  (Park)  position. 

•  The  DBC  may  not  activate  if  the 
ESC  (or  ABS)  is  activated.

Hill-start  assist  control  (HAC) 

A  vehicle  has  the  tendency  to  roll 
back  on  a  steep  hill  when  the  driver 
begins  to  accelerate  after  a  stop.  The 
Hill-start  Assist  Control  (HAC)  pre¬ 
vents  the  vehicle  from  rolling  back  by 
operating  the  brakes  automatically 
for  about  1.5  seconds.  The  brakes 
are  released  when  the  accelerator 
pedal  Is  depressed  or  after  about  1 .5 
seconds.

The  HAC  is  activated  oniy  for 
about  1.5  seconds,  so  aiways 
depress  the  acceierator  pedai  to 
begin  acceierating  after  a  stop.

•  The  HAC  does  not  operate  when 
the  transaxle  shift  lever  is  in  the  P

vate  when  the  ESC  has  malfunc¬ 
tioned. 


Good  braking  practices 


A  WARNING 

•  Whenever  you  leave  or  park 
your  vehicle,  always  set  the 
parking  brake  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble  and  fully  engage  the  vehi¬ 
cle's  transaxle  into  the  P  (Park) 
position.  If  the  parking  brake  is 
not  fully  engaged,  the  vehicle 
may  move  inadvertently  and 
injure  yourself  and  others. 

•  All  vehicles  should  always 
have  the  parking  brake  fully 
engaged  when  parking  to 
avoid  inadvertent  movement 
of  the  vehicle  which  can  injure 
occupants  or  pedestrians. 


•  After  being  parked,  check  to  be 
sure  the  parking  brake  is  not 
engaged  and  that  the  parking 
brake  indicator  iight  is  out  before 
driving  away. 
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•  Driving  through  water  may  get  the 
brakes  wet.  They  can  aiso  get  wet 
when  the  vehicie  is  washed.  Wet 
brakes  can  be  dangerous!  Your 
vehicle  will  not  stop  as  quickly  if  the 
brakes  are  wet.  Wet  brakes  may 
cause  the  vehicle  to  pull  to  one  side. 
To  dry  the  brakes,  apply  the  brakes 
lightly  until  the  braking  action  returns 
to  normal,  taking  care  to  keep  the 
vehicle  under  control  at  all  times.  If 
the  braking  action  does  not  return  to 
normal,  stop  as  soon  as  it  is  safe  to 
do  so  and  call  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer  for  assistance. 

•  Don't  coast  down  hills  with  the 
vehicle  out  of  gear.  This  is  extreme¬ 
ly  hazardous.  Keep  the  vehicle  in 
gear  at  all  times,  use  the  brakes  to 
slow  down,  then  shift  to  a  lower 
gear  so  that  engine  braking  will 
help  you  maintain  a  safe  speed. 

•  Don't  "ride"  the  brake  pedal. 
Resting  your  foot  on  the  brake 
pedal  while  driving  can  be  danger¬ 
ous  because  it  can  result  in  the 
brakes  overheating  and  losing  their 
effectiveness.  It  also  increases  the 
wear  of  the  brake  components. 
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If  a  tire  goes  flat  while  you  are  driv¬ 
ing,  apply  the  brakes  gently  and 
keep  the  vehicle  pointed  straight 
ahead  while  you  slow  down.  When 
you  are  moving  slowly  enough  for  it 
to  be  safe  to  do  so,  pull  off  the  road 
and  stop  in  a  safe  place. 

If  your  vehicle  is  equipped  with  an 
automatic  transaxle,  don't  let  your 
vehicle  creep  forward.  To  avoid 
creeping  forward,  keep  your  foot 
firmly  on  the  brake  pedal  when  the 
vehicle  is  stopped. 

Use  caution  when  parking  on  a  hill. 
Firmly  engage  the  parking  brake 
and  place  the  shift  lever  in  P  (auto¬ 
matic  transaxle).  If  your  vehicle  is 
facing  downhill,  turn  the  front 
wheels  into  the  curb  to  help  keep 
the  vehicle  from  rolling.  If  your  vehi¬ 
cle  is  facing  uphill,  turn  the  front 
wheels  away  from  the  curb  to  help 
keep  the  vehicle  from  rolling.  If 
there  is  no  curb  or  if  it  is  required 
by  other  conditions  to  keep  the 
vehicle  from  rolling,  block  the 
wheels. 

•  Under  some  conditions  your  park¬ 
ing  brake  can  freeze  in  the 
engaged  position.  This  is  most  like¬ 
ly  to  happen  when  there  is  an 
accumulation  of  snow  or  ice 
around  or  near  the  rear  brakes  or  if 
the  brakes  are  wet.  If  there  is  a  risk 
that  the  parking  brake  may  freeze, 
apply  it  only  temporarily  while  you 
put  the  gear  selector  lever  in  P 
(automatic  transaxle)  and  block  the 
rear  wheels  so  the  vehicle  cannot 
roll.

The  AEB  system  is  to  reduce  or  to 
avoid  accident  risk.  It  recognizes  the 
distance  from  the  vehicle  ahead  or 
the  pedestrian  through  the  sensors 
(i.e.  radar  and  camera),  and,  if  nec¬ 
essary,  warns  the  driver  of  accident 
risk  with  the  warning  message  or  the 
warning  alarms.

•  Always  keep  the  sensor/bumper 
area  clean.

The  AEB  monitors  driving  conditions 
through  the  radar  and  the  camera 
sensor.  For  any  vehicle  activity 
occurring  outside  the  sensor's  range 
and  field  of  view,  the  AEB  may  not  be 
able  to  react.

The  vehicle  in  front  has  cargo 
extending  beyond  the  back  of  the 
vehicle  or  has  a  high  ground  clear¬ 
ance. 

The  vehicle  in  front  does  not  turn 
ON  the  rear  lights,  does  not  have 
rear  lights,  has  asymmetric  rear 
lights,  or  has  rear  lights  out  of 
angle.

ACTIVE  ECO  SYSTEM  (IF  EQUIPPED) 


Active  ECO  operation 


Active  ECO  helps  improve  fuel  effi¬ 
ciency  by  controlling  certain  engine 
and  transaxle  system  operating 
parameters.  Fuel  efficiency  depends 
on  the  driver's  driving  habit  and  road 
condition. 


•  When  the  Active  ECO  button  is 
pressed  the  ECO  indicator  (green) 
will  illuminate  to  show  that  the 
Active  ECO  is  operating. 

•  When  the  Active  ECO  is  activated, 
it  will  remain  on  until  the  Active 
ECO  button  is  pressed  again. 
Active  ECO  does  not  turn  off  when 
the  engine  is  restarted.  To  turn  off 
Active  ECO,  press  the  Active  ECO 
button  again. 

•  If  Active  ECO  is  turned  off,  the  sys¬ 
tem  will  return  to  normal  mode. 


When  Active  ECO  is  activated  : 

•  The  engine  noise  may  get  louder. 

•  The  vehicle  speed  may  slightly  be 
reduced. 

•  The  air  conditioner  performance 
may  be  affected. 
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Limitation  of  Active  ECO  oper¬ 
ation: 

If  the  following  conditions  occur  while 
Active  ECO  is  operating,  the  system 
operation  is  limited  even  though  there 
is  no  change  in  the  ECO  indicator. 

•  When  the  coolant  temperature  is 
low:  The  system  will  be  limited  until 
engine  performance  becomes  nor¬ 
mal. 

•  When  driving  up  a  hill:  The  system 
will  be  limited  to  gain  power  when 
driving  uphill  because  the  engine 
torque  is  restricted. 

•  When  using  sports  mode:  The  sys¬ 
tem  will  be  limited  according  to  the 
shift  location. 

•  When  the  accelerator  pedal  Is 
deeply  depressed  for  a  few  sec¬ 
onds:  The  system  will  be  limited, 
judging  that  the  driver  wants  to 
speed  up. 


ECONOMICAL  OPERATION 

Your  vehicle's  fuel  economy  depends 
mainly  on  your  style  of  driving,  where 
you  drive  and  when  you  drive. 

Each  of  these  factors  affects  how 
many  miles  (kilometers)  you  can  get 
from  a  gallon  (liter)  of  fuel.  To  oper¬ 
ate  your  vehicle  as  economically  as 
possible,  use  the  following  driving 
suggestions  to  help  save  money  in 
both  fuel  and  repairs: 

•  Drive  smoothly.  Accelerate  at  a 
moderate  rate.  Don't  make  "jack- 
rabbit"  starts  or  full-throttle  shifts 
and  maintain  a  steady  cruising 
speed.  Don't  race  between  stop¬ 
lights.  Try  to  adjust  your  speed  to 
the  traffic  so  you  don't  have  to 
change  speeds  unnecessarily. 
Avoid  heavy  traffic  whenever  possi¬ 
ble.  Always  maintain  a  safe  dis¬ 
tance  from  other  vehicles  so  you 
can  avoid  unnecessary  braking. 
This  also  reduces  brake  wear. 

•  Drive  at  a  moderate  speed.  The 
faster  you  drive,  the  more  fuel  your 
vehicle  uses.  Driving  at  a  moderate 
speed,  especially  on  the  highway, 
is  one  of  the  most  effective  ways  to 
reduce  fuel  consumption. 
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•  Don't  "ride"  the  brake  pedal.  This 
can  increase  fuel  consumption  and 
also  increase  wear  on  these  com¬ 
ponents.  In  addition,  driving  with 
your  foot  resting  on  the  brake  pedal 
may  cause  the  brakes  to  overheat, 
which  reduces  their  effectiveness 
and  may  lead  to  more  serious  con¬ 
sequences. 

•  Take  care  of  your  tires.  Keep  them 
inflated  to  the  recommended  pres¬ 
sure.  Incorrect  inflation,  either  too 
much  or  too  little,  results  in  unnec¬ 
essary  tire  wear.  Check  the  tire 
pressures  at  least  once  a  month. 

•  Be  sure  that  the  wheels  are 
aligned  correctly.  Improper  align¬ 
ment  can  result  from  hitting  curbs 
or  driving  too  fast  over  irregular 
surfaces.  Poor  alignment  causes 
faster  tire  wear  and  may  also  result 
in  other  problems  as  well  as 
greater  fuel  consumption. 


•  Keep  your  vehicle  in  good  condi¬ 
tion.  For  better  fuel  economy  and 
reduced  maintenance  costs,  main¬ 
tain  your  vehicle  in  accordance 
with  the  maintenance  schedule  in 
Section  7.  If  you  drive  your  vehicle 
in  severe  conditions,  more  frequent 
maintenance  is  required  (see 
Section  7  for  details). 

•  Keep  your  vehicle  clean.  For  maxi¬ 
mum  service,  your  vehicle  should 
be  kept  clean  and  free  of  corrosive 
materials.  It  is  especially  important 
that  mud,  dirt,  ice,  etc.  not  be 
allowed  to  accumulate  on  the 
underside  of  the  vehicle.  This  extra 
weight  can  result  In  increased  fuel 
consumption  and  also  contribute  to 
corrosion. 

•  Travel  lightly.  Don't  carry  unneces¬ 
sary  weight  in  your  vehicle.  Weight 
reduces  fuel  economy. 

•  Don't  let  the  engine  idle  longer 
than  necessary.  If  you  are  waiting 
(and  not  in  traffic),  turn  off  your 
engine  and  restart  only  when 
you're  ready  to  go. 
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•  Remember,  your  vehicle  does  not 
require  extended  warm-up.  After 
the  engine  has  started,  allow  the 
engine  to  run  for  10  to  20  seconds 
prior  to  placing  the  vehicle  in  gear. 
In  very  cold  weather,  however,  give 
your  engine  a  slightly  longer  warm¬ 
up  period. 

•  Don't  "lug"  or  "over-rev"  the  engine. 
Lugging  is  driving  too  slowly  in  too 
high  a  gear  resulting  engine  buck¬ 
ing.  If  this  happens,  shift  to  a  lower 
gear.  Over-revving  is  racing  the 
engine  beyond  its  safe  limit.  This 
can  be  avoided  by  shifting  at  the 
recommended  speeds. 

•  Use  your  air  conditioning  sparingly. 
The  air  conditioning  system  is 
operated  by  engine  power  so  your 
fuel  economy  is  reduced  when  you 
use  it. 

•  Open  windows  at  high  speeds  can 
reduce  fuel  economy. 

•  Fuel  economy  is  less  In  crosswinds 
and  headwinds.  To  help  offset 
some  of  this  loss,  slow  down  when 
driving  in  these  conditions. 
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Keeping  a  vehicle  in  good  operating 
condition  is  important  both  for  econ¬ 
omy  and  safety.  Therefore,  have  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer  perform 
scheduled  inspections  and  mainte¬ 
nance. 


A  WARNING  -  Engine  off 
during 
motion 

Never  turn  the  engine  off  to 
coast  down  hiiis  or  anytime  the 
vehicie  is  in  motion.  The  power 
steering  and  power  brakes  wiii 
not  function  properiy  without  the 
engine  running.  Instead,  keep 
the  engine  on  and  downshift  to 
an  appropriate  gear  for  engine 
braking  effect.  In  addition,  turn¬ 
ing  off  the  ignition  whiie  driving 
couid  engage  the  steering  wheei 
iock  resuiting  in  ioss  of  vehicie 
steering  which  couid  cause 
serious  injury  or  death. 
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SPECIAL  DRIVING  CONDITIONS 


Hazardous  driving  conditions 

When  hazardous  driving  conditions 
are  encountered  such  as  water, 
snow,  ice,  mud,  sand,  or  similar  haz¬ 
ards,  follow  these  suggestions: 

•  Drive  cautiously  and  allow  extra 
distance  for  braking. 

•  Avoid  sudden  braking  or  steering. 

•  When  braking  with  non-ABS 
brakes  pump  the  brake  pedal  with 
a  light  up-and-down  motion  until 
the  vehicle  is  stopped. 

A  WARNING  -  ABS 

Do  not  pump  the  brake  pedal  on 
a  vehicle  equipped  with  ABS. 


•  If  stalled  in  snow,  mud,  or  sand,  use 
second  gear.  Accelerate  slowly  to 
avoid  spinning  the  drive  wheels. 

•  Use  sand,  rock  salt,  tire  chains,  or 
other  non-slip  material  under  the 
drive  wheels  to  provide  traction 
when  stalled  in  ice,  snow,  or  mud. 


A  WARNING  -  Downshifting 

Downshifting  with  an  automatic 
transaxle,  while  driving  on  slip¬ 
pery  surfaces  can  cause  an 
accident.  The  sudden  change  in 
tire  speed  could  cause  the  tires 
to  skid.  Be  careful  when  down¬ 
shifting  on  slippery  surfaces. 


Reducing  the  risk  of  a  roiiover 

This  multi-purpose  passenger  vehicle 
is  defined  as  a  Sports  Utility  Vehicle 
(SUV).  SUV's  have  higher  ground 
clearance  and  a  narrower  track  to 
make  them  capable  of  performing  in  a 
wide  variety  of  off-road  applications. 
Specific  design  characteristics  give 
them  a  higher  center  of  gravity  than 
ordinary  vehicles.  An  advantage  of  the 
higher  ground  clearance  is  a  better 
view  of  the  road,  which  allows  you  to 
anticipate  problems.  They  are  not 
designed  for  cornering  at  the  same 
speeds  as  conventional  passenger 
vehicles,  any  more  than  low-slung 
sports  vehicles  are  designed  to  per¬ 
form  satisfactorily  in  off-road  condi¬ 
tions.  Due  to  this  risk,  driver  and  pas¬ 
sengers  are  strongly  recommended  to 
buckle  their  seat  belts.  In  a  rollover 
crash,  an  unbelted  person  is  more  like¬ 
ly  to  die  than  a  person  wearing  a  seat 
belt.  There  are  steps  that  a  driver  can 
make  to  reduce  the  risk  of  a  rollover. 

If  at  all  possible,  avoid  sharp  turns  or 
abrupt  maneuvers,  do  not  load  your 
roof  rack  with  heavy  cargo,  and 
never  modify  your  vehicle  in  any  way. 
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A  WARNING  -  Rollover 

As  with  other  Sports  Utility 
Vehicle  (SUV),  failure  to  operate 
this  vehicle  correctly  may  result 
in  loss  of  control,  an  accident  or 
vehicle  rollover. 

•  Utility  vehicles  have  a  signifi¬ 
cantly  higher  rollover  rate 
than  other  types  of  vehicles. 

•  Specific  design  characteris¬ 
tics  (higher  ground  ciearance, 
narrower  track,  etc.)  give  this 
vehicie  a  higher  center  of 
gravity  than  ordinary  vehicies. 

•  A  SUV  is  not  designed  for  cor¬ 
nering  at  the  same  speeds  as 
conventionai  vehicies. 

•  Avoid  sharp  turns  or  abrupt 
maneuvers. 

•  in  a  roiiover  crash,  an  unbeit- 
ed  person  is  significantiy 
more  iikeiy  to  die  than  a  per¬ 
son  wearing  a  seat  beit.  Make 
sure  everyone  in  the  vehicie  is 
properiy  buckied  up. 


A  WARNING 

Your  vehicie  is  equipped  with 
tires  designed  to  provide  safe 
ride  and  handiing  capabiiity.  Do 
not  use  a  size  and  type  of  tire 
and  wheei  that  is  different  from 
the  one  that  is  originaiiy 
instaiied  on  your  vehicie.  it  can 
affect  the  safety  and  perform¬ 
ance  of  your  vehicie,  which 
couid  iead  to  steering  faiiure  or 
roiiover  and  serious  injury. 
When  repiacing  the  tires,  be 
sure  to  equip  aii  four  tires  with 
the  tire  and  wheei  of  the  same 
size,  type,  tread,  brand  and 
ioad-carrying  capacity,  if  you 
nevertheiess  decide  to  equip 
your  vehicie  with  any  tire/wheei 
combination  not  recommended 
by  HYUNDAi  for  off  road  driv¬ 
ing,  you  shouid  not  use  these 
tires  for  highway  driving. 
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Rocking  the  vehicle 

If  it  is  necessary  to  rock  the  vehicle  to 
free  it  from  snow,  sand,  or  mud,  first 
turn  the  steering  wheel  right  and  left 
to  clear  the  area  around  your  front 
wheels.  Then,  shift  back  and  forth 
between  R  (Reverse)  and  any  for¬ 
ward  gear  in  vehicles  equipped  with 
an  automatic  transaxle.  Do  not  race 
the  engine,  and  spin  the  wheels  as  lit¬ 
tle  as  possible.  If  you  are  still  stuck 
after  a  few  tries,  have  the  vehicle 
pulled  out  by  a  tow  vehicle  to  avoid 
engine  overheating  and  possible 
damage  to  the  transaxle. 

A  CAUTION 

Prolonged  rocking  may  cause 
engine  over-heating,  transaxle 
damage  or  failure,  and  tire  dam¬ 
age. 


A  WARNING  -  Spinning  tires 

Do  not  spin  the  wheeis,  espe- 
ciaiiy  at  speeds  more  than  35 
mph  (56  km/h).  Spinning  the 
wheeis  at  high  speeds  when  the 
vehicie  is  stationary  couid 
cause  a  tire  to  overheat  which 
couid  resuit  in  tire  damage  that 
may  injure  bystanders. 


*  NOTICE 

The  ESC  system  should  be  turned 
OFF  prior  to  rocking  the  vehicle. 
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A  WARNING 

If  your  vehicle  becomes  stuck  in 
snow,  mud,  sand,  etc.,  then  you 
may  attempt  to  rock  the  vehicle 
free  by  moving  it  forward  and 
backward.  Do  not  attempt  this 
procedure  if  people  or  objects 
are  anywhere  near  the  vehicle. 
During  the  rocking  operation 
the  vehicle  may  suddenly  move 
forward  or  backward  as  it 
becomes  unstuck,  causing 
injury  or  damage  to  nearby  peo¬ 
ple  or  objects. 


Smooth  cornering 


Avoid  braking  or  gear  changing  in 
corners,  especially  when  roads  are 
wet.  Ideally,  corners  should  always 
be  taken  under  gentle  acceleration.  If 
you  follow  these  suggestions,  tire 
wear  will  be  held  to  a  minimum. 
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Driving  at  night 


Because  night  driving  presents  more 
hazards  than  driving  in  the  daylight, 
here  are  some  important  tips  to 
remember: 

•  Slow  down  and  keep  more  distance 
between  you  and  other  vehicles,  as 
it  may  be  more  difficult  to  see  at 
night,  especially  in  areas  where 
there  may  not  be  any  street  lights. 

•  Adjust  your  mirrors  to  reduce  the 
glare  from  other  driver's  headlights. 


•  Keep  your  headlights  clean  and 
properly  aimed  on  vehicles  not 
equipped  with  the  automatic  head¬ 
light  aiming  feature.  Dirty  or  improp¬ 
erly  aimed  headlights  will  make  it 
much  more  difficult  to  see  at  night. 

•  Avoid  staring  directly  at  the  head¬ 
lights  of  oncoming  vehicles.  You 
could  be  temporarily  blinded,  and  it 
will  take  several  seconds  for  your 
eyes  to  readjust  to  the  darkness. 
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Driving  in  the  rain 


Rain  and  wet  roads  can  make  driving 
dangerous,  especially  if  you’re  not 
prepared  for  the  slick  pavement. 
Here  are  a  few  things  to  consider 
when  driving  in  the  rain: 

•  A  heavy  rainfall  will  make  it  harder 
to  see  and  will  increase  the  dis¬ 
tance  needed  to  stop  your  vehicle, 
so  slow  down. 

•  Keep  your  windshield  wiping 
equipment  in  good  shape.  Replace 
your  windshield  wiper  blades  when 
they  show  signs  of  streaking  or 
missing  areas  on  the  windshield. 
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•  If  your  tires  are  not  in  good  condi¬ 
tion,  making  a  quick  stop  on  wet 
pavement  can  cause  a  skid  and 
possibly  lead  to  an  accident.  Be 
sure  your  tires  are  in  good  shape. 

•  Turn  on  your  headlights  to  make  it 
easier  for  others  to  see  you. 

•  Driving  too  fast  through  large  pud¬ 
dles  can  affect  your  brakes.  If  you 
must  go  through  puddles,  try  to 
drive  through  them  slowly. 

•  If  you  believe  you  may  have  gotten 
your  brakes  wet,  apply  them  lightly 
while  driving  until  normal  braking 
operation  returns. 
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Driving  in  fiooded  areas 

Avoid  driving  through  flooded  areas 
unless  you  are  sure  the  water  is  no 
higher  than  the  bottom  of  the  wheel 
hub.  Drive  through  any  water  slowly. 
Allow  adequate  stopping  distance 
because  brake  performance  may  be 
affected. 

After  driving  through  water,  dry  the 
brakes  by  gently  applying  them  sev¬ 
eral  times  while  the  vehicle  is  moving 
slowly. 

Driving  off-road 

Drive  carefully  off-road  because  your 
vehicle  may  be  damaged  by  rocks  or 
roots  of  trees.  Become  familiar  with 
the  off-road  conditions  where  you 
are  going  to  drive  before  you  begin 
driving. 


Highway  driving 
Tires: 
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Adjust  the  tire  inflation  pressures  to 
specification.  Low  tire  inflation  pres¬ 
sures  will  result  in  overheating  and 
possible  failure  of  the  tires. 

Avoid  using  worn  or  damaged  tires 
which  may  result  in  reduced  traction 
or  tire  failure. 

H*  NOTICE 

Never  exceed  the  maximum  tire 
inflation  pressure  shown  on  the  tires. 
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A  WARNING 

•  Underinflated  or  overinflated 
tires  can  cause  poor  handling, 
loss  of  vehicle  control,  and 
sudden  tire  failure  leading  to 
accidents,  injuries,  and  even 
death.  Always  check  the  tires 
for  proper  inflation  before 
driving.  For  proper  tire  pres¬ 
sures,  refer  to  section  8, 
"Tires  and  wheels". 

•  Driving  on  tires  with  no  or 
insufficient  tread  is  danger¬ 
ous.  Worn-out  tires  can  result 
in  loss  of  vehicle  control,  col¬ 
lisions,  injury,  and  even  death. 
Worn-out  tires  should  be 
replaced  as  soon  as  possible 
and  should  never  be  used  for 
driving.  Always  check  the  tire 
tread  before  driving  your  vehi¬ 
cle.  For  further  information 
and  tread  limits,  refer  to  sec¬ 
tion  7,  "Tires  and  wheels". 
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Fuel,  engine  coolant  and  engine 
oil: 

High  speed  travel  consumes  more 
fuel  than  urban  motoring.  Do  not  for¬ 
get  to  check  both  engine  coolant  and 
engine  oil. 


Drive  belt: 

A  loose  or  damaged  drive  belt  may 
result  in  overheating  of  the  engine. 
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WINTER  DRIVING 


Severe  weather  conditions  in  the 
winter  result  in  greater  wear  and 
other  problems.  To  minimize  the 
problems  of  winter  driving,  you 
should  follow  these  suggestions: 


Snowy  or  Icy  conditions 

To  drive  your  vehicle  in  deep  snow,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  use  snow  tires 
or  to  install  tire  chains  on  your  tires. 
If  snow  tires  are  needed,  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  select  tires  equivalent  in  size 
and  type  of  the  original  equipment 
tires.  Failure  to  do  so  may  adversely 
affect  the  safety  and  handling  of  your 
vehicle.  Furthermore,  speeding, 
rapid  acceleration,  sudden  brake 
applications,  and  sharp  turns  are 
potentially  very  hazardous  practices. 

During  deceleration,  use  engine 
braking  to  the  fullest  extent.  Sudden 
brake  applications  on  snowy  or  icy 
roads  may  cause  skids  to  occur.  You 
need  to  keep  sufficient  distance 
between  the  vehicle  in  operation  in 
front  and  your  vehicle.  Also,  apply 
the  brake  gently.  It  should  be  noted 
that  installing  tire  chains  on  the  tire 
will  provide  a  greater  driving  force, 
but  will  not  prevent  side  skids. 

*  NOTICE 

Tire  chains  are  not  legal  in  all  states. 
Check  the  state  laws  before  fitting 
tire  chains. 


Snow  tires 

If  you  mount  snow  tires  on  your  vehi¬ 
cle,  make  sure  they  are  radial  tires  of 
the  same  size  and  load  range  as  the 
original  tires.  Mount  snow  tires  on  all 
four  wheels  to  balance  your  vehicle’s 
handling  in  all  weather  conditions. 
Keep  in  mind  that  the  traction  provid¬ 
ed  by  snow  tires  on  dry  roads  may 
not  be  as  high  as  your  vehicle's  orig¬ 
inal  equipment  tires.  You  should  drive 
cautiously  even  when  the  roads  are 
clear.  Check  with  the  tire  dealer  for 
maximum  speed  recommendations. 


A  WARNING  -  Snow  tire  size 

Snow  tires  shouid  be  equivaient 
in  size  and  type  to  the  vehicie's 
standard  tires.  Otherwise,  the 
safety  and  handiing  of  your  vehi- 
cie  may  be  adverseiy  affected. 


Do  not  install  studded  tires  without 
first  checking  local,  state  and  munic¬ 
ipal  regulations  for  possible  restric¬ 
tions  against  their  use. 
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Tire  chains 


Since  the  sidewalls  of  radial  tires  are 
thinner,  they  can  be  damaged  by 
mounting  some  types  of  snow  chains 
on  them.  Therefore,  the  use  of  snow 
tires  is  recommended  instead  of 
snow  chains.  Do  not  mount  tire 
chains  on  vehicles  equipped  with 
aluminum  wheels;  snow  chains  may 
cause  damage  to  the  wheels.  If  snow 
chains  must  be  used,  use  wire-type 
chains  with  a  thickness  of  less  than 
0.59  in  (15  mm).  Damage  to  your 
vehicle  caused  by  improper  snow 
chain  use  is  not  covered  by  your 
vehicle  manufacturers  warranty. 


When  using  tire  chains,  attach  them 
to  the  drive  wheels  as  follows. 

2WD  :  Front  wheels 
AWD  :  All  four  wheels 

If  a  full  set  of  chains  is  not 
available  for  an  AWD  vehicle, 
chains  may  be  installed  on 
the  front  wheels  only. 


A  CAUTION 

•  Make  sure  the  snow  chains  are 
the  correct  size  and  type  for 
your  tires,  incorrect  snow 
chains  can  cause  damage  to 
the  vehicie  body  and  suspen¬ 
sion  and  may  not  be  covered 
by  your  vehicie  manufacturer 
warranty.  Aiso,  the  snow  chain 
connecting  hooks  may  be  dam¬ 
aged  from  contacting  vehicie 
components  causing  the  snow 
chains  to  come  ioose  from  the 
tire.  Make  sure  the  snow  chains 
are  SAE  ciass  "S"  certified. 

•  Aiways  check  chain  instaiia- 
tion  for  proper  mounting  after 
driving  approximate^  0.3  to 
0.6  mites  (0.5  to  1  km)  to 
ensure  safe  mounting. 
Retighten  or  remount  the 
chains  if  they  are  ioose. 
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Chain  installation 

When  installing  chains,  follow  the 
manufacturer's  instructions  and 
mount  them  as  tightly  as  you  can. 
Drive  slowly  with  chains  installed.  If 
you  hear  the  chains  contacting  the 
body  or  chassis,  stop  and  tighten 
them.  If  they  still  make  contact,  slow 
down  until  it  stops.  Remove  the 
chains  as  soon  as  you  begin  driving 
on  cleared  roads. 


^  WARNING  -  Mounting 
chains 

When  mounting  snow  chains, 
park  the  vehicie  on  ievei  ground 
away  from  traffic.  Turn  on  the 
vehicie  Hazard  Warning  fiashers 
and  piace  a  trianguiar  emer¬ 
gency  warning  device  behind 
the  vehicie  if  avaiiabie.  Aiways 
piace  the  vehicie  in  P  (Park), 
appiy  the  parking  brake  and 
turn  off  the  engine  before 
instaiiing  snow  chains. 
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^  WARNING  -  Tire  chains 

•  The  use  of  chains  may 
adverseiy  affect  vehicie  han- 
diing. 

•  Do  not  exceed  20  mph  (30 
km/h)  or  the  chain  manufac¬ 
turer's  recommended  speed 
iimit,  whichever  is  iower. 

•  Drive  carefuiiy  and  avoid 
bumps,  hoies,  sharp  turns,  and 
other  road  hazards,  which  may 
cause  the  vehicie  to  bounce. 

•  Avoid  sharp  turns  or  iocked- 
wheei  braking. 


zts  CAUTION 

•  Chains  that  are  the  wrong  size 
or  improperiy  instaiied  can 
damage  your  vehicie's  brake 
iines,  suspension,  body  and 
wheeis. 

•  Stop  driving  and  retighten  the 
chains  any  time  you  hear  them 
hitting  the  vehicie. 


Use  high  quality  ethylene  gly¬ 
col  coolant 

Your  vehicle  Is  delivered  with  high 
quality  ethylene  glycol  coolant  in  the 
cooling  system.  It  is  the  only  type  of 
coolant  that  should  be  used  because 
it  helps  prevent  corrosion  in  the  cool¬ 
ing  system,  lubricates  the  water 
pump  and  prevents  freezing.  Be  sure 
to  replace  or  replenish  your  coolant 
in  accordance  with  the  maintenance 
schedule  in  section  7.  Before  winter, 
have  your  coolant  tested  to  assure 
that  its  freezing  point  is  sufficient  for 
the  temperatures  anticipated  during 
the  winter. 
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Check  battery  and  cables 

Winter  puts  additional  burdens  on 
the  battery  system.  Visually  inspect 
the  battery  and  cables  as  described 
in  section  7.  The  level  of  charge  in 
your  battery  can  be  checked  by  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer  or  a 
service  station. 

Change  to  "winter  weight"  oil 
if  necessary 

In  some  climates  it  is  recommended 
that  a  lower  viscosity  "winter  weight" 
oil  be  used  during  cold  weather.  See 
section  8  for  recommendations.  If 
you  aren't  sure  what  weight  oil  you 
should  use,  consult  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer. 
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Check  spark  plugs  and  igni¬ 
tion  system 

Inspect  your  spark  plugs  as 
described  in  section  7  and  replace 
them  if  necessary.  Also  check  all 
ignition  wiring  and  components  to  be 
sure  they  are  not  cracked,  worn  or 
damaged  in  any  way. 

To  keep  locks  from  freezing 

To  keep  the  locks  from  freezing, 
squirt  an  approved  de-icer  fluid  or 
glycerine  into  the  key  opening.  If  a 
lock  is  covered  with  ice,  squirt  it  with 
an  approved  de-icing  fluid  to  remove 
the  ice.  If  the  lock  is  frozen  internally, 
you  may  be  able  to  thaw  it  out  by 
using  a  heated  key.  Handle  the  heat¬ 
ed  key  with  care  to  avoid  injury. 


DEALER  eRROCESS 


Use  approved  window  washer 
anti-freeze  in  system 

To  keep  the  water  in  the  window 
washer  system  from  freezing,  add  an 
approved  window  washer  anti-freeze 
solution  in  accordance  with  instruc¬ 
tions  on  the  container.  Window  wash¬ 
er  anti-freeze  is  available  from  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer  and 
most  auto  parts  outlets.  Do  not  use 
engine  coolant  or  other  types  of  anti¬ 
freeze  as  these  may  damage  the 
paint  finish. 


Don't  let  your  parking  brake 
freeze 

Under  some  conditions  your  parking 
brake  can  freeze  in  the  engaged 
position.  This  is  most  likely  to  happen 
when  there  is  an  accumulation  of 
snow  or  ice  around  or  near  the  rear 
brakes  or  if  the  brakes  are  wet.  If 
there  is  a  risk  the  parking  brake  may 
freeze,  apply  it  only  temporarily  while 
you  put  the  shift  lever  in  P  (automat¬ 
ic  transaxle)  and  block  the  rear 
wheels  so  the  vehicle  cannot  roll. 
Then  release  the  parking  brake. 
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Don't  let  ice  and  snow  accu¬ 
mulate  underneath 

Under  some  conditions,  snow  and 
ice  can  build  up  under  the  fenders 
and  interfere  with  the  steering.  When 
driving  in  severe  winter  conditions 
where  this  may  happen,  you  should 
periodically  check  underneath  the 
vehicle  to  be  sure  the  movement  of 
the  front  wheels  and  the  steering 
components  is  not  obstructed. 

Carry  emergency  equipment 

Depending  on  the  severity  of  the 
weather,  you  should  carry  appropri¬ 
ate  emergency  equipment.  Some  of 
the  items  you  may  want  to  carry 
include  tire  chains,  tow  straps  or 
chains,  flashlight,  emergency  flares, 
sand,  a  shovel,  jumper  cables,  a  win¬ 
dow  scraper,  gloves,  ground  cloth, 
coveralls  or  a  blanket,  etc. 


Don't  place  foreign  objects  or 
materials  in  the  engine  com¬ 
partment 

Placement  of  foreign  objects  or 
materials  which  prevent  cooling  of 
the  engine,  in  the  engine  compart¬ 
ment,  may  cause  a  failure  or  com¬ 
bustion.  The  manufacturer  is  not 
responsible  for  the  damage  caused 
by  such  placement. 
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TRAILER  TOWING 

If  you  are  considering  towing  with 
your  vehicle,  you  should  first  check 
with  your  state's  Department  of 
Motor  Vehicles  to  determine  their 
legal  requirements. 

Since  laws  vary  the  requirements  for 
towing  trailers,  cars,  or  other  types  of 
vehicles  or  apparatus  may  differ.  Ask 
an  authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer  for 
further  details  before  towing. 


A  WARNING  -  Towing  a 
trailer 

If  you  don't  use  the  correct 
equipment  and/or  drive  improp¬ 
erly,  you  can  lose  control  when 
you  pull  a  trailer.  For  example,  if 
the  trailer  is  too  heavy,  the 
brakes  may  not  work  well  -  or 
even  at  all.  You  and  your  pas¬ 
sengers  could  be  seriously  or 
fatally  injured.  Pull  a  trailer  only 
if  you  have  followed  all  the 
steps  in  this  section. 
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A  WARNING  -  Weight  limits 

Before  towing,  make  sure  the 
total  trailer  weight,  GCW  (gross 
combination  weight),  GVW 
(gross  vehicle  weight),  GAW 
(gross  axle  weight)  and  trailer 
tongue  load  are  all  within  the 
limits. 


A  CAUTION 

Pulling  a  trailer  improperly  can 
damage  your  vehicle  and  result 
in  costly  repairs  not  covered  by 
your  warranty.  To  pull  a  trailer 
correctly,  follow  the  advice  in 
this  section. 


Your  vehicle  can  tow  a  trailer.  To 
identify  what  the  vehicle  trailering 
capacity  is  for  your  vehicle,  you 
should  read  the  information  in 
"Weight  of  the  trailer"  that  appears 
later  in  this  section. 
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Remember  that  trailering  is  different 
than  just  driving  your  vehicle  by  itself. 
Trailering  means  changes  in  han¬ 
dling,  durability,  and  fuel  economy. 
Successful,  safe  trailering  requires 
correct  equipment,  and  it  has  to  be 
used  properly. 

This  section  contains  many  time-test¬ 
ed,  important  trailering  tips  and  safe¬ 
ty  rules.  Many  of  these  are  important 
for  your  safety  and  that  of  your  pas¬ 
sengers.  Please  read  this  section 
carefully  before  you  pull  a  trailer. 

Load-pulling  components  such  as 
the  engine,  transaxle,  wheel  assem¬ 
blies,  and  tires  are  forced  to  work 
harder  against  the  load  of  the  added 
weight.  The  engine  is  required  to 
operate  at  relatively  higher  speeds 
and  under  greater  loads.  This  addi¬ 
tional  burden  generates  extra  heat. 
The  trailer  also  considerably  adds 
wind  resistance,  increasing  the 
pulling  requirements. 


Hitches 

It's  important  to  have  the  correct 
hitch  equipment.  Crosswinds,  large 
trucks  going  by,  and  rough  roads  are 
a  few  reasons  why  you’ll  need  the 
right  hitch.  Here  are  some  rules  to 
follow: 

•  If  you  have  to  make  any  holes  in 
the  body  of  your  vehicle  when  you 
install  a  trailer  hitch,  be  sure  to  seal 
the  holes  later  when  you  remove 
the  hitch. 

If  not  sealed,  deadly  carbon  monox¬ 
ide  (CO)  from  your  exhaust  can  get 
into  your  vehicle,  as  well  as  dirt  and 
water. 

•  The  bumpers  on  your  vehicle  are 
not  intended  for  hitches.  Do  not 
attach  rental  hitches  or  other 
bumper-type  hitches  to  them.  Use 
only  a  frame-mounted  hitch  that 
does  not  attach  to  the  bumper. 

•  A  HYUNDAI  trailer  hitch  accessory 
is  available  at  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer. 
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Safety  chains 

You  should  always  attach  chains 
between  your  vehicle  and  your  trail¬ 
er.  Cross  the  safety  chains  under  the 
tongue  of  the  trailer  so  that  the 
tongue  will  not  drop  to  the  road  if  it 
becomes  separated  from  the  hitch. 

Instructions  about  safety  chains  may 
be  provided  by  the  hitch  manufactur¬ 
er  or  by  the  trailer  manufacturer. 
Follow  the  manufacturer's  recom¬ 
mendation  for  attaching  safety 
chains.  Always  leave  just  enough 
slack  so  you  can  turn  with  your  trail¬ 
er.  And,  never  allow  safety  chains  to 
drag  on  the  ground. 


Trailer  brakes 

If  your  trailer  is  equipped  with  a  brak¬ 
ing  system,  make  sure  it  conforms  to 
federal  and/or  local  regulations  and 
that  it  is  properly  installed  and  oper¬ 
ating  correctly. 

If  your  trailer  weight  exceeds  the 
maximum  allowed  weight  without 
trailer  brakes,  then  the  trailer  will  also 
require  its  own  brakes  as  well.  Be 
sure  to  read  and  follow  the  instruc¬ 
tions  for  the  trailer  brakes  so  you’ll  be 
able  to  install,  adjust  and  maintain 
them  properly. 

•  Don't  tap  into  or  modify  your  vehi¬ 
cle's  brake  system. 


^  WARNING  -  Trailer  brakes 

Do  not  use  a  trailer  with  its  own 
brakes  unless  you  are  absolute¬ 
ly  certain  that  you  have  proper¬ 
ly  set  up  the  brake  system.  This 
is  not  a  task  for  amateurs.  Use 
an  experienced,  competent 
trailer  shop  for  this  work. 
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Driving  with  a  traiier 

Towing  a  trailer  requires  a  certain 
amount  of  experience.  Before  setting 
out  for  the  open  road,  you  must  get  to 
know  your  trailer.  Acquaint  yourself 
with  the  feel  of  handling  and  braking 
with  the  added  weight  of  the  trailer. 
And  always  keep  in  mind  that  the 
vehicle  you  are  driving  is  now  a  good 
deal  longer  and  not  nearly  so  respon¬ 
sive  as  your  vehicle  is  by  itself. 

Before  you  start,  check  the  trailer 
hitch  and  platform,  safety  chains, 
electrical  connector(s),  lights,  tires 
and  mirror  adjustment.  If  the  trailer 
has  electric  brakes,  start  your  vehicle 
and  trailer  moving  and  then  apply  the 
trailer  brake  controller  by  hand  to  be 
sure  the  brakes  are  working.  This  lets 
you  check  your  electrical  connection 
at  the  same  time. 

During  your  trip,  check  occasionally 
to  be  sure  that  the  load  is  secure, 
and  that  the  lights  and  any  trailer 
brakes  are  still  working. 


Following  distance 

Stay  at  least  twice  as  far  behind  the 
vehicle  ahead  as  you  would  when 
driving  your  vehicle  without  a  trailer. 
This  can  help  you  avoid  situations 
that  require  heavy  braking  and  sud¬ 
den  turns. 


Passing 

You'll  need  more  passing  distance  up 
ahead  when  you're  towing  a  trailer. 
And,  because  of  the  increased  vehi¬ 
cle  length,  you'll  need  to  go  much  far¬ 
ther  beyond  the  passed  vehicle 
before  you  can  return  to  your  lane. 
Due  to  the  added  load  to  the  engine 
when  going  uphill  the  vehicle  may 
also  take  longer  to  pass  than  it  would 
on  flat  ground. 


Backing  up 

Hold  the  bottom  of  the  steering 
wheel  with  one  hand.  Then,  to  move 
the  trailer  to  the  left,  just  move  your 
hand  to  the  left.  To  move  the  trailer  to 
the  right,  move  your  hand  to  the 
right.  Always  back  up  slowly  and,  if 
possible,  have  someone  guide  you. 

Making  turns 

When  you're  turning  with  a  trailer, 
make  wider  turns  than  normal.  Do 
this  so  your  trailer  won't  strike  soft 
shoulders,  curbs,  road  signs,  trees, 
or  other  objects  near  the  edge  of  the 
road.  Avoid  jerky  or  sudden  maneu¬ 
vers.  Signal  well  in  advance  before 
turning  or  lane  changes. 
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Turn  signals  when  towing  a  trailer 

When  you  tow  a  trailer,  your  vehicle 
has  to  have  a  different  turn  signal 
flasher  and  extra  wiring.  The  green 
arrows  on  your  instrument  panel  will 
flash  whenever  you  signal  a  turn  or 
lane  change.  Properly  connected, 
the  trailer  lights  will  also  flash  to  alert 
other  drivers  you're  about  to  turn, 
change  lanes,  or  stop. 

When  towing  a  trailer,  the  green 
arrows  on  your  instrument  panel  will 
flash  for  turns  even  if  the  bulbs  on  the 
trailer  are  burned  out.  Thus,  you  may 
think  drivers  behind  you  are  seeing 
your  signals  when,  in  fact,  they  are 
not.  It's  important  to  check  occasion¬ 
ally  to  be  sure  the  trailer  bulbs  are  still 
working.  You  must  also  check  the 
lights  every  time  you  disconnect  and 
then  reconnect  the  wires. 

Do  not  connect  a  trailer  lighting  sys¬ 
tem  directly  to  your  vehicle's  lighting 
system.  Use  only  an  approved  trailer 
wiring  harness. 

An  authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer  can 
assist  you  in  installing  the  wiring  har¬ 
ness. 


A  WARNING 

Failure  to  use  an  approved  trail¬ 
er  wiring  harness  could  result 
in  damage  to  the  vehicle  electri¬ 
cal  system  and/or  personal 
injury. 


Driving  on  grades 

Reduce  speed  and  shift  to  a  lower 
gear  before  you  start  down  a  long  or 
steep  downgrade.  If  you  don’t  shift 
down,  you  might  have  to  use  your 
brakes  so  much  that  they  would  get 
hot  and  no  longer  operate  efficiently. 
On  a  long  uphill  grade,  shift  down 
and  reduce  your  speed  to  around  45 
mph  (70  km/h)  to  reduce  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  engine  and  transaxle  over¬ 
heating. 

Operating  your  vehicle  in  D  (Drive) 
when  towing  a  trailer  will  minimize 
heat  build  up  and  extend  the  life  of 
your  transaxle. 
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zts  CAUTION 

•  When  towing  a  trailer  on  steep 
grades  (in  excess  of  6%)  pay 
close  attention  to  the  engine 
coolant  temperature  gauge  to 
ensure  the  engine  does  not 
overheat. 

If  the  needle  of  the  coolant 
temperature  gauge  moves 
across  the  dial  towards  "H" 
(HOT),  pull  over  and  stop  as 
soon  as  it  is  safe  to  do  so,  and 
allow  the  engine  to  idle  until  it 
cools  down.  You  may  proceed 
once  the  engine  has  cooled 
sufficiently. 

•  Use  caution  when  driving  on 
an  uphill  grade  to  reduce  the 
possibility  of  engine  and 
transaxle  overheating. 
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Parking  on  hills 

Generally,  if  you  have  a  trailer 
attached  to  your  vehicle,  you  should 
not  park  your  vehicle  on  a  hill.  People 
can  be  seriously  or  fatally  injured, 
and  both  your  vehicle  and  the  trailer 
can  be  damaged  if  they  unexpected¬ 
ly  roll  down  hill. 


A  WARNING  -  Parking 
on  a  hill 

Parking  your  vehicle  on  a  hill 
with  a  trailer  attached  could 
cause  serious  injury  or  death, 
should  the  trailer  break  loose  or 
the  brake  stops  working. 
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However,  if  you  ever  have  to  park  your 

trailer  on  a  hill,  here's  how  to  do  it: 

1 .  Pull  the  vehicle  Into  the  parking 
space.  Turn  the  steering  wheel  in  the 
direction  of  the  curb  (right  if  headed 
down  hill,  left  If  headed  up  hill). 

2.  If  the  vehicle  has  an  automatic 
transaxle,  place  the  car  in  P  (Park). 

3.  Set  the  parking  brake  and  shut  off 
the  vehicle. 

4.  Place  chocks  under  the  trailer 
wheels  on  the  down  hill  side  of  the 
wheels. 

5.  Start  the  vehicle,  hold  the  brakes, 
shift  to  neutral,  release  the  parking 
brake  and  slowly  release  the 
brakes  until  the  trailer  chocks 
absorb  the  load. 

6.  Reapply  the  brakes,  reapply  the 
parking  brake  and  shift  the  vehicle 
to  P  (Park)  for  automatic  transaxle. 

7.  Shut  off  the  vehicle  and  release 
the  vehicle  brakes  but  leave  the 
parking  brake  set. 


A  WARNING  -  Parking 
brake 

It  can  be  dangerous  to  get  out 
of  your  vehicle  if  the  parking 
brake  is  not  firmly  set. 

If  you  have  left  the  engine  run¬ 
ning,  the  vehicle  can  move  sud¬ 
denly.  You  or  others  could  be 
seriously  or  fatally  injured. 


When  you  are  ready  to  leave  after 
parking  on  a  hill 

1 .  With  the  automatic  transaxie  in  P 
(Park),  appiy  your  brakes  and  hoid 
the  brake  pedal  down  while  you: 

•  Start  your  engine; 

•  Shift  into  gear;  and 

•  Release  the  parking  brake. 

2.  Slowly  remove  your  foot  from  the 
brake  pedal. 

3.  Drive  slowly  until  the  trailer  is  clear 
of  the  chocks. 

4.  Stop  and  have  someone  pick  up 
and  store  the  chocks. 
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Maintenance  when  trailer  towing 

Your  vehicle  will  need  service  more 
often  when  you  regularly  pull  a  trail¬ 
er.  Important  items  to  pay  particular 
attention  to  include  engine  oil,  auto¬ 
matic  transaxle  fluid,  axle  lubricant 
and  cooling  system  fluid.  Brake  con¬ 
dition  is  another  important  item  to 
frequently  check.  Each  item  is  cov¬ 
ered  in  this  manual,  and  the  Index 
will  help  you  find  them  quickly.  If 
you’re  trailering,  it's  a  good  idea  to 
review  these  sections  before  you 
start  your  trip. 

Don't  forget  to  also  maintain  your 
trailer  and  hitch.  Follow  the  mainte¬ 
nance  schedule  that  accompanied 
your  trailer  and  check  it  periodically. 
Preferably,  conduct  the  check  at  the 
start  of  each  day’s  driving.  Most 
importantly,  all  hitch  nuts  and  bolts 
should  be  tight. 


A  CAUTION 

•  Due  to  higher  load  during 
trailer  usage,  overheating 
might  occur  in  hot  days  or 
during  uphill  driving.  If  the 
coolant  gauge  indicates  over¬ 
heating,  switch  off  the  A/C  and 
stop  the  vehicle  in  a  safe  area 
to  cool  down  the  engine. 

•  When  towing  check  transaxle 
fluid  more  frequently. 
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If  you  do  decide  to  pull  a  trailer 

Here  are  some  important  points  if 

you  decide  to  pull  a  trailer: 

•  Consider  using  a  sway  control.  You 
can  ask  a  hitch  dealer  about  sway 
control. 

•  Do  not  do  any  towing  with  your  car 
during  its  first  1,200  miles  (2,000 
km)  in  order  to  allow  the  engine  to 
properly  break  in.  Failure  to  heed 
this  caution  may  result  in  serious 
engine  or  transaxle  damage. 

•  When  towing  a  trailer,  be  sure  to 
consult  an  authorized  HYUNDAI 
dealer  for  further  information  on 
additional  requirements  such  as  a 
towing  kit,  etc. 

•  Always  drive  your  vehicle  at  a  mod¬ 
erate  speed  (less  than  60  mph 
(100  km/h)). 

•  On  a  long  uphill  grade,  do  not 
exceed  45  mph  (70  km/h)  or  the 
posted  towing  speed  limit, 
whichever  is  lower. 

•  The  chart  contains  important  con¬ 
siderations  that  have  to  do  with 
weight:

What  is  the  maximum  safe  weight  of 
a  traiier?  It  should  never  weigh  more 
than  the  maximum  trailer  weight  with 
trailer  brakes.  But  even  that  can  be 
too  heavy. 

It  depends  on  how  you  plan  to  use 
your  trailer.  For  example,  speed,  alti¬ 
tude,  road  grades,  outside  tempera¬ 
ture  and  how  often  your  vehicle  is 
used  to  pull  a  trailer  are  all  important. 
The  ideal  trailer  weight  can  also 
depend  on  any  special  equipment 
that  you  have  on  your  vehicle. 


The  tongue  load  of  any  trailer  is  an 
important  weight  to  measure 
because  it  affects  the  total  gross 
vehicle  weight  (GVW)  of  your  vehi¬ 
cle.  This  weight  includes  the  curb 
weight  of  the  vehicle,  any  cargo  you 
may  carry  in  it,  and  the  people  who 
will  be  riding  in  the  vehicle.  And  if  you 
will  tow  a  trailer,  you  must  add  the 
tongue  load  to  the  GVW  because 
your  vehicle  will  also  be  carrying  that 
weight. 


The  trailer  tongue  should  weigh  a 
maximum  of  1 0%  of  the  total  loaded 
trailer  weight,  within  the  limits  of  the 
maximum  permissible  trailer  tongue 
load.  After  you've  loaded  your  trailer, 
weigh  the  trailer  and  then  the  tongue, 
separately,  to  see  if  the  weights  are 
proper.  If  they  aren't,  you  may  be  able 
to  correct  them  simply  by  moving 
some  items  around  in  the  trailer. 
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A  WARNING  -  Trailer 

•  Never  load  a  trailer  with  more 
weight  in  the  rear  than  in  the 
front.  The  front  should  be 
loaded  with  approximately 
60%  of  the  total  trailer  load; 
the  rear  should  be  loaded  with 
approximately  40%  of  the  total 
trailer  load. 

•  Never  exceed  the  maximum 
weight  limits  of  the  trailer  or 
trailer  towing  equipment. 
Improper  loading  can  result  in 
damage  to  your  vehicle  and/or 
personal  injury.  Check  weights 
and  loading  at  a  commercial 
scale  or  highway  patrol  office 
equipped  with  scales. 

•  An  improperly  loaded  trailer 
can  cause  loss  of  vehicle  con¬ 
trol. 
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The  label  located  on  the  driver's  door 
sill  gives  the  original  tire  size,  cold 
tire  pressures  recommended  for  your 
vehicle,  the  number  of  people  that 
can  be  in  your  vehicle  and  vehicle 
capacity  weight. 


Vehicle  capacity  weight: 

-  6  persons  :  1 1 1 1  lbs.  (504  kg) 

-  7  persons  :  1296  lbs.  (588  kg) 
Vehicle  capacity  weight  is  the  maxi¬ 
mum  combined  weight  of  occupants 
and  cargo.  If  your  vehicle  is  equipped 
with  a  trailer,  the  combined  weight 
includes  the  tongue  load. 
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Seating  capacity: 

Total  :  6  or  7  persons 

(Front  seat :  2  persons, 

Rear  seat :  4  or  5  persons) 

Seating  capacity  is  the  maximum 
number  of  occupants  including  a 
driver,  your  vehicle  may  carry. 
However,  the  seating  capacity  may 
be  reduced  based  upon  the  weight  of 
all  of  the  occupants,  and  the  weight 
of  the  cargo  being  carried  or  towed. 

Do  not  overload  the  vehicle  as  there 
is  a  limit  to  the  total  weight,  or  load 
limit  including  occupants  and  cargo, 
the  vehicle  can  carry. 

Towing  capacity: 

Without  trailer  brakes: 

1653  lbs  (750  kg) 

With  trailer  brakes: 

2000  lbs  (907  kg) 

Towing  capacity  is  the  maximum 
trailer  weight  including  its  cargo 
weight,  your  vehicle  can  tow. 


Cargo  capacity: 

The  cargo  capacity  of  your  vehicle 
will  increase  or  decrease  depending 
on  the  weight  and  the  number  of 
occupants  and  the  tongue  load,  if 
your  vehicle  is  equipped  with  a  trailer. 

Steps  For  Determining  Correct 
Load  Limit 

1 .  Locate  the  statement  "The  com¬ 
bined  weight  of  occupants  and 
cargo  should  never  exceed  XXX 
kg  or  XXX  lbs."  on  your  vehicle's 
placard. 

2.  Determine  the  combined  weight  of 
the  driver  and  passengers  that  will 
be  riding  in  your  vehicle. 

3.  Subtract  the  combined  weight  of 
the  driver  and  passengers  from 
XXX  kg  or  XXX  lbs. 


4.  The  resulting  figure  equals  the 
available  amount  of  cargo  and  lug¬ 
gage  load  capacity.  For  example.  If 
the  "XXX"  amount  equals  1400 
lbs.  and  there  will  be  five  150  lb 
passengers  in  your  vehicle,  the 
amount  of  available  cargo  and  lug¬ 
gage  load  capacity  is  650  lbs. 
(1400-750  (5x  1 50)  =  650  lbs.) 

5.  Determine  the  combined  weight  of 
luggage  and  cargo  being  loaded 
on  the  vehicle.  That  weight  may 
not  safely  exceed  the  available 
cargo  and  luggage  load  capacity 
calculated  in  Step  4. 

6.  If  your  vehicle  will  be  towing  a  trail¬ 
er,  load  from  your  trailer  will  be 
transferred  to  your  vehicle.  Consult 
this  manual  to  determine  how  this 
reduces  the  available  cargo  and 
luggage  load  capacity  of  your 
vehicle.

The  certification  label  is  located  on 
the  driver's  door  sill  at  the  center  pil¬ 
lar. 

This  label  shows  the  maximum 
allowable  weight  of  the  fully  loaded 
vehicle.  This  is  called  the  GVWR 
(Gross  Vehicle  Weight  Rating).  The 
GVWR  includes  the  weight  of  the 
vehicle,  all  occupants,  fuel  and 
cargo. 

This  label  also  tells  you  the  maxi¬ 
mum  weight  that  can  be  supported 
by  the  front  and  rear  axles,  called 
Gross  Axle  Weight  Rating  (GAWR). 


To  find  out  the  actual  loads  on  your 
front  and  rear  axles,  you  need  to  go 
to  a  weigh  station  and  weigh  your 
vehicle.  Your  dealer  can  help  you  with 
this.  Be  sure  to  spread  out  your  load 
equally  on  both  sides  of  the  center- 
line. 


^  WARNING  -  Over  loading 

•  Never  exceed  the  GVWR  for 
your  vehicle,  the  GAWR  for 
either  the  front  or  rear  axle 
and  vehicle  capacity  weight. 
Exceeding  these  ratings  can 
cause  an  accident  or  vehicle 
damage.  You  can  calculate  the 
weight  of  your  load  by  weigh¬ 
ing  the  items  (or  people) 
before  putting  them  in  the 
vehicie.  Be  carefui  not  to  over- 
ioad  your  vehicie. 

•  Do  not  ioad  your  vehicie  any 
heavier  than  the  GVWR,  either 
the  maximum  front  or  rear 
GAWR  and  vehicie  capacity 
weight,  if  you  do,  parts, 
inciuding  tires  on  your  vehicie 
can  break,  and  it  can  change 
the  way  your  vehicie  handies 
and  braking  abiiity.This  couid 
cause  you  to  iose  controi  and 
crash.

fast  as  the  vehicle.  If  you  have  to  stop 
or  turn  quickly,  or  if  there  is  a  crash, 
the  items  will  keep  going  and  can 
cause  an  injury  if  they  strike  the  driv¬ 
er  or  a  passenger.

VEHICLE  WEIGHT 

This  section  will  guide  you  in  the 
proper  loading  of  your  vehicle  and/or 
trailer,  to  keep  your  loaded  vehicle 
weight  within  its  design  rating  capa¬ 
bility,  with  or  without  a  trailer.  Properly 
loading  your  vehicle  will  provide  max¬ 
imum  return  of  the  vehicle  design 
performance.  Before  loading  your 
vehicle,  familiarize  yourself  with  the 
following  terms  for  determining  your 
vehicle's  weight  ratings,  with  or  with¬ 
out  a  trailer,  from  the  vehicle's  speci¬ 
fications  and  the  compliance  label: 


Base  curb  weight 

This  is  the  weight  of  the  vehicle 
including  a  full  tank  of  fuel  and  all 
standard  equipment.  It  does  not 
include  passengers,  cargo,  or  option¬ 
al  equipment. 

Vehicle  curb  weight 

This  is  the  weight  of  your  new  vehicle 
when  you  picked  it  up  from  your  deal¬ 
er  plus  any  aftermarket  equipment. 


Cargo  weight 

This  figure  includes  all  weight  added 
to  the  Base  Curb  Weight,  including 
cargo  and  optional  equipment. 


GAW  (Gross  axle  weight) 

This  is  the  total  weight  placed  on 
each  axle  (front  and  rear)  -  including 
vehicle  curb  weight  and  all  payload.

GAWR 

(Gross  axle  weight  rating) 

This  is  the  maximum  allowable 
weight  that  can  be  carried  by  a  single 
axle  (front  or  rear).  These  numbers 
are  shown  on  the  compliance  label.

ROAD  WARNING 


Hazard  warning  flasher 


The  hazard  warning  flasher  serves  as 
a  warning  to  other  drivers  to  exercise 
extreme  caution  when  approaching, 
overtaking,  or  passing  your  vehicle. 

It  should  be  used  whenever  emer¬ 
gency  repairs  are  being  made  or 
when  the  vehicle  is  stopped  near  the 
edge  of  a  roadway. 

Depress  the  flasher  switch  with  the 
ignition  switch  in  any  position.  The 
flasher  switch  is  located  in  the  center 
console  switch  panel.  All  turn  signal 
lights  will  flash  simultaneously. 


When  you  must  make  such  an  emer¬ 
gency  stop,  always  pull  off  the  road 
as  far  as  possible. 

•  The  hazard  warning  flasher  oper¬ 
ates  whether  your  vehicle  is  run¬ 
ning  or  not. 

•  The  turn  signals  do  not  work  when 
the  hazard  flasher  is  on. 

•  Care  must  be  taken  when  using 
the  hazard  warning  flasher  while 
the  vehicle  is  being  towed. 

•  To  turn  the  hazard  warning  lights 
off,  push  the  switch  again.

IN  CASE  OF  AN  EMERGENCY  WHILE  DRIVING 


If  the  engine  stalls  at  a  cross¬ 
road  or  crossing 

If  the  engine  stalls  at  a  crossroad  or 
crossing,  set  the  shift  lever  in  the  N 
(Neutral)  position  and  then  push  the 
vehicle  to  a  safe  place. 


If  you  have  a  flat  tire  while 

driving 

If  a  tire  goes  flat  while  you  are  driving: 

1 .  Take  your  foot  off  the  accelerator 
pedal  and  let  the  car  slow  down 
while  driving  straight  ahead.  Do 
not  apply  the  brakes  immediately 
or  attempt  to  pull  off  the  road  as 
this  may  cause  a  loss  of  control. 
When  the  car  has  slowed  to  such 
a  speed  that  it  is  safe  to  do  so, 
brake  carefully  and  pull  off  the 
road.  Drive  off  the  road  as  far  as 
possible  and  park  on  firm,  level 
ground.  If  you  are  on  a  divided 
highway,  do  not  park  in  the  median 
area  between  the  two  traffic  lanes. 

2.  When  the  vehicle  is  stopped,  turn  on 
your  emergency  hazard  flashers, 
set  the  parking  brake  and  put  the 
transaxle  in  P. 

3.  Have  all  passengers  get  out  of  the 
car.  Be  sure  they  all  get  out  on  the 
side  of  the  car  that  is  away  from 
traffic. 

4.  When  repairing  a  flat  tire,  follow 
the  instruction  provided  later  in 
this  section. 


If  engine  stalls  while  driving 

1.  Reduce  your  speed  gradually, 
keeping  a  straight  line.  Move  cau¬ 
tiously  off  the  road  to  a  safe  place. 

2.  Turn  on  your  emergency  flashers. 

3.  Try  to  start  the  engine  again.  If 
your  vehicle  will  not  start,  contact 
an  authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer  or 
seek  other  qualified  assistance. 

*  NOTICE 

If  there  was  a  check  engine  light  and 
loss  of  power  or  stall,  it  is  best  if  safe 
to  do  so  to  wait  at  least  10  seconds  to 
restart  a  vehicle  after  it  stalls.  This 
may  reset  the  car  so  it  will  no  longer 
run  at  low  power  (limp  home)  condi¬ 
tion. 
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IF  THE  ENGINE  WILL  NOT  START 


If  engine  doesn't  turn  over  or 

turns  over  slowly 

1 .  If  your  vehicle  has  an  automatic 
transaxle,  be  sure  the  shift  lever  is 
in  N  (Neutral)  or  P  (Park)  and  the 
emergency  brake  is  set. 

2.  Check  the  battery  connections  to 
be  sure  they  are  clean  and  tight. 

3.  Turn  on  the  interior  light.  If  the  light 
dims  or  goes  out  when  you  oper¬ 
ate  the  starter,  the  battery  is  dis¬ 
charged. 

4.  Do  not  push  or  pull  the  vehicle  to 
start  it.  See  instructions  for  "Jump 
starting". 


A  WARNING 

If  the  engine  will  not  start,  do 
not  push  or  pull  the  vehicle  to 
start  it.  This  could  result  in  a 
collision  or  cause  other  dam¬ 
age.  In  addition,  push  or  pull 
starting  may  cause  the  catalytic 
converter  to  be  overloaded  and 
create  a  fire  hazard. 


If  engine  turns  over  normally 
but  does  not  start 

1 .  Check  fuel  level. 

2.  With  the  ignition  switch  in  the  LOCK 
position,  check  all  connectors  at 
ignition  coils  and  spark  plugs. 
Reconnect  any  that  may  be  discon¬ 
nected  or  loose. 

3.  If  the  engine  still  does  not  start,  call 
an  authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer  or 
seek  other  qualified  assistance.

EMERGENCY  STARTING 


Connect  cables  in  numerical  order 
and  disconnect  in  reverse  order. 


Jump  starting 

Jump  starting  can  be  dangerous  if 
done  incorrectly.  Therefore,  to  avoid 
harm  to  yourself  or  damage  to  your 
vehicle  or  battery,  follow  the  jump 
starting  procedures.  If  in  doubt,  we 
strongly  recommend  that  you  have  a 
technician  or  towing  service  jump 
start  your  vehicle. 

A  CAUTION 

Use  only  a  12-volt  jumper  sys¬ 
tem.  You  can  damage  a  12-volt 
starting  motor,  Ignition  system, 
and  other  electrical  parts 
beyond  repair  by  use  of  a  24-volt 
power  supply  (either  two  12-volt 
batteries  In  series  or  a  24-volt 
motor  generator  set). 
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A  WARNING  -  Battery 

•  Keep  all  flames  or  sparks 
away  from  the  battery.  The 
battery  produces  hydrogen 
gas  which  may  explode  if 
exposed  to  flame  or  sparks. 

If  these  instructions  are  not  fol¬ 
lowed  exactly,  serious  personal 
injury  and  damage  to  the  vehi¬ 
cle  may  occur!  If  you  are  not 
sure  how  to  follow  this  proce¬ 
dure,  seek  qualified  assis¬ 
tance.  Automobile  batteries 
contain  sulfuric  acid.  This  is 
poisonous  and  highly  corro¬ 
sive.  When  Jump  starting,  wear 
protective  glasses  and  be  care¬ 
ful  not  to  get  acid  on  yourself, 
your  clothing  or  on  the  car. 

•  Do  not  attempt  to  jump  start 
the  vehicle  if  the  discharged 
battery  is  frozen  or  if  the  elec¬ 
trolyte  level  is  low;  the  battery 
may  rupture  or  explode.

^  NOTICE 

If  the  battery  is  discharged,  the 
engine  can  be  started  using  a  battery 
of  another  vehicle  and  two  jumper 
cables.  Only  use  jumper  cables  with 
fully  insulated  clamp  handles. 

To  prevent  personal  injury  or  dam¬ 
age  to  both  vehicles,  adhere  strictly 
to  the  following  procedure. 

t.Make  sure  the  booster  battery  is 
1 2-volt  and  that  its  negative  termi¬ 
nal  is  grounded. 

2. If  the  booster  battery  is  in  another 
vehicle,  do  not  allow  the  vehicles  to 
touch. 

3. Turn  off  all  unnecessary  electrical 
loads. 
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4. Connect  the  jumper  cables  in  the 
exact  sequence  shown  in  the  illus¬ 
tration.  First  connect  one  end  of  a 
jumper  cable  to  the  positive  termi¬ 
nal  of  the  discharged  battery  (1), 
then  connect  the  other  end  to  the 
positive  terminal  on  the  booster 
battery  (2).  Proceed  to  connect 
one  end  of  the  other  jumper  cable 
to  the  negative  terminal  of  the 
booster  battery  (3),  then  the  other 
end  to  a  solid,  stationary,  metallic 
point  (for  example,  the  engine  lift¬ 
ing  bracket)  away  from  the  battery 
(4).  Do  not  connect  it  to  or  near  any 
part  that  moves  when  the  engine  is 
cranked. 

Make  sure  that  there  is  no  contact 
between  the  bodywork  of  the  two 
vehicles;  otherwise,  there  is  the 
danger  of  short  circuits. 

Do  not  allow  the  jumper  cables  to 
contact  anything  except  the  correct 
battery  terminals  or  the  correct 
ground.  Do  not  lean  over  the  bat¬ 
tery  when  making  connections. 
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/h  CAUTION  -  Battery  cables 
Do  not  connect  the  Jumper  cable 
from  the  negative  terminal  of  the 
booster  battery  to  the  negative 
terminal  of  the  discharged  bat¬ 
tery.  This  can  cause  the  dis¬ 
charged  battery  to  overheat  and 
crack,  releasing  battery  acid. 

5. Start  the  engine  of  the  vehicle  with 
the  booster  battery  and  let  it  run  at 
2,000  rpm,  then  start  the  engine  of 
the  vehicle  with  the  discharged 
battery.  If  the  first  starting  attempt 
is  not  successful,  wait  a  few  min¬ 
utes  before  making  another 
attempt  in  order  to  allow  the  dis¬ 
charged  battery  to  recharge. 

To  charge  the  discharged  battery 
enough,  it  is  recommended  to  let  the 
engine  at  idle  or  to  drive  the  vehicle 
for  a  certain  period  of  time. 

If  the  cause  of  your  battery  discharg¬ 
ing  is  not  apparent,  you  should  have 
your  vehicle  checked  by  an  author¬ 
ized  HYUNDAI  dealer. 


Push-starting 

Vehicles  equipped  with  automatic 
transaxle  cannot  be  push-started. 

Follow  the  directions  in  this  section 
for  jump-starting. 


A  WARNING 

Never  tow  a  vehicle  to  start  it 
because  the  sudden  surge  for¬ 
ward  when  the  engine  starts 
could  cause  a  collision  with  the 
tow  vehicle.

IF  THE  ENGINE  OVERHEATS 

If  your  temperature  gauge  indicates 
overheating,  you  experience  a  loss 
of  power,  or  hear  loud  pinging  or 
knocking,  the  engine  is  probably  too 
hot.  If  this  happens,  you  should: 

1 .  Pull  off  the  road  and  stop  as  soon 
as  it  is  safe  to  do  so. 

2.  Place  the  shift  lever  in  P  and  set 
the  parking  brake.  If  the  air  condi¬ 
tioning  is  on,  turn  it  off. 

3.  If  engine  coolant  is  running  out 
under  the  car  or  steam  is  coming 
out  from  the  hood,  stop  the 
engine.  Do  not  open  the  hood  until 
the  coolant  has  stopped  running 
or  the  steaming  has  stopped.  If 
there  is  no  visible  loss  of  engine 
coolant  and  no  steam,  leave  the 
engine  running  and  check  to  be 
sure  the  engine  cooling  fan  is 
operating.  If  the  fan  is  not  running, 
turn  the  engine  off. 
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4.  Check  to  see  if  the  water  pump 
drive  belt  is  missing.  If  it  is  not 
missing,  check  to  see  that  it  is 
tight.  If  the  drive  belt  seems  to  be 
satisfactory,  check  for  coolant 
leaking  from  the  radiator,  hoses  or 
under  the  car.  (If  the  air  condition¬ 
ing  had  been  in  use,  it  is  normal 
for  cold  water  to  be  draining  from  it 
when  you  stop.) 


A  WARNING 

While  the  engine  is  running, 
keep  hair,  hands  and  clothing 
away  from  moving  parts  such 
as  the  fan  and  drive  belts  to  pre¬ 
vent  injury. 


5.  If  the  water  pump  drive  belt  is  bro¬ 
ken  or  engine  coolant  is  leaking 
out,  stop  the  engine  immediately 
and  call  the  nearest  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer  for  assistance. 
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A  WARNING 

Do  not  remove  the  radiator  cap 
when  the  engine  is  hot.  This 
may  result  in  coolant  being 
blown  out  of  the  opening  and 
cause  serious  burns. 


6.  If  you  cannot  find  the  cause  of  the 
overheating,  wait  until  the  engine 
temperature  has  returned  to  nor¬ 
mal.  Then,  if  coolant  has  been  lost, 
carefully  add  coolant  to  the  reser¬ 
voir  to  bring  the  fluid  level  In  the 
reservoir  up  to  the  halfway  mark. 

7.  Proceed  with  caution,  keeping 
alert  for  further  signs  of  overheat¬ 
ing.  If  overheating  happens  again, 
call  an  authorized  HYUNDAI  deal¬ 
er  for  assistance. 

/h  CAUTION 

Serious  loss  of  coolant  indi¬ 
cates  there  is  a  leak  in  the  cool¬ 
ing  system  and  this  should  be 
checked  as  soon  as  possible  by 
an  authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer.

A  WARNING 

Over-inflation  or  under-inflation 
can  reduce  tire  life,  adversely 
affect  vehicle  handling,  and 
lead  to  sudden  tire  failure  that 
may  cause  loss  of  vehicle  con¬ 
trol  resulting  in  an  accident. 


Each  tire,  including  the  spare  (if  pro¬ 
vided),  should  be  checked  monthly 
when  cold  and  inflated  to  the  inflation 
pressure  recommended  by  the  vehi¬ 
cle  manufacturer  on  the  vehicle  plac¬ 
ard  or  tire  inflation  pressure  label.  (If 
your  vehicle  has  tires  of  a  different 
size  than  the  size  indicated  on  the 
vehicle  placard  or  tire  inflation  pres¬ 
sure  label,  you  should  determine  the 
proper  tire  inflation  pressure  for 
those  tires.) 


As  an  added  safety  feature,  your 
vehicle  has  been  equipped  with  a  tire 
pressure  monitoring  system  (TPMS) 
that  illuminates  a  low  tire  pressure 
telltale  when  one  or  more  of  your 
tires  is  significantly  under-inflated. 
Accordingly,  when  the  low  tire  pres¬ 
sure  telltale  illuminates,  you  should 
stop  and  check  your  tires  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  inflate  them  to  the 
proper  pressure.  Driving  on  a  signifi¬ 
cantly  under-inflated  tire  causes  the 
tire  to  overheat  and  can  lead  to  tire 
failure.  Under-inflation  also  reduces 
fuel  efficiency  and  tire  tread  life,  and 
may  affect  the  vehicle’s  handling  and 
stopping  ability. 

Please  note  that  the  TPMS  is  not  a 
substitute  for  proper  tire  mainte¬ 
nance,  and  it  is  the  driver’s  responsi¬ 
bility  to  maintain  correct  tire  pres¬ 
sure,  even  if  under-inflation  has  not 
reached  the  level  to  trigger  illumina¬ 
tion  of  the  TPMS  low  tire  pressure 
telltale. 
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Your  vehicle  has  also  been  equipped 
with  a  TPMS  malfunction  indicator  to 
indicate  when  the  system  is  not 
operating  properly.  The  TPMS  mal¬ 
function  indicator  is  combined  with 
the  low  tire  pressure  telltale.  When 
the  system  detects  a  malfunction, 
the  telltale  will  flash  for  approximate¬ 
ly  one  minute  and  then  remain  con¬ 
tinuously  illuminated.  This  sequence 
will  continue  upon  subsequent  vehi¬ 
cle  start-ups  as  long  as  the  malfunc¬ 
tion  exists.  When  the  malfunction 
indicator  is  illuminated,  the  system 
may  not  be  able  to  detect  or  signal 
low  tire  pressure  as  intended. 

TPMS  malfunctions  may  occur  for  a 
variety  of  reasons,  including  the 
installation  of  replacement  or  alter¬ 
nate  tires  or  wheels  on  the  vehicle 
that  prevent  the  TPMS  from  function¬ 
ing  properly.  Always  check  the  TPMS 
malfunction  telltale  after  replacing 
one  or  more  tires  or  wheels  on  your 
vehicle  to  ensure  that  the  replace¬ 
ment  or  alternate  tires  and  wheels 
allow  the  TPMS  to  continue  to  func¬ 
tion  properly.

^  NOTICE 

If  any  of  the  below  happens,  have 

the  system  checked  by  an  authorized 

HYUNDAI  dealer. 

1. The  low  tire  pressure  telltale/ 
TPMS  malfunction  indicator  does 
not  illuminate  for  3  seconds  when 
Engine  Start/Stop  button  is  turned 
to  the  ON  or  engine  is  running. 

2.  The  TPMS  malfunction  indicator 
remains  illuminated  after  blinking 
for  approximately  1  minute. 

3.  The  Low  tire  pressure  position 
telltale  remains  illuminated. 


Low  tire  pressure 
telltale 


Low  tire  pressure  position  tell¬ 
tale  and  tire  pressure  telltale 
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When  the  tire  pressure  monitoring 
system  warning  indicators  are  illumi¬ 
nated  and  warning  massage  dis¬ 
played  on  the  cluster  LCD  display, 
one  or  more  of  your  tires  is  signifi¬ 
cantly  under-inflated.  The  low  tire 
pressure  position  telltale  light  will 
indicate  which  tire  is  significantly 
under-inflated  by  illuminating  the  cor¬ 
responding  position  light. 


If  either  telltale  illuminates,  immedi¬ 
ately  reduce  your  speed,  avoid  hard 
cornering  and  anticipate  increased 
stopping  distances.  You  should  stop 
and  check  your  tires  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible.  Inflate  the  tires  to  the  proper 
pressure  as  indicated  on  the  vehi¬ 
cle’s  placard  or  tire  inflation  pressure 
label  located  on  the  driver’s  side  cen¬ 
ter  pillar  outer  panel.  If  you  cannot 
reach  a  service  station  or  if  the  tire 
cannot  hold  the  newly  added  air, 
replace  the  low  pressure  tire  with  a 
spare  tire. 

If  you  drive  the  vehicle  for  about  20 
minutes  at  speeds  above  15.5  mph 
(25  km/h)  after  replacing  the  low 
pressure  tire  with  the  spare  tire,  the 
below  will  happen: 

•  The  TPMS  malfunction  indicator 
may  blink  for  approximately  1 
minute  and  then  remain  continu¬ 
ously  illuminated  because  the 
TPMS  sensor  is  not  mounted  on 
the  spare  wheel. 
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^  NOTICE 

The  spare  tire  is  not  equipped  with  a 

tire  pressure  sensor. 

zts  CAUTION 

In  winter  or  cold  weather,  the 
low  tire  pressure  telltale  may 
illuminate  if  the  tire  pressure 
was  adjusted  to  the  recom¬ 
mended  tire  inflation  pressure 
in  warm  weather.  It  does  not 
mean  your  TPMS  is  malfunction¬ 
ing  because  the  decreased  tem¬ 
perature  leads  to  a  lowering  of 
tire  pressure. 

When  you  drive  your  vehicle 
from  a  warm  area  to  a  cold  area 
or  from  a  cold  area  to  a  warm 
area,  or  the  outside  temperature 
is  higher  or  lower,  you  should 
check  the  tire  inflation  pressure 
and  adjust  the  tires  to  the  rec¬ 
ommended  tire  inflation  pres¬ 
sure. 


^  WARNING  -  Low  pressure 
damage 

Significantly  low  tire  pressure 
makes  the  vehicle  unstable  and 
can  contribute  to  loss  of  vehicle 
control  and  increased  braking 
distances.

zts  CAUTION 

•  The  TPMS  malfunction  indica¬ 
tor  may  blink  for  approximate¬ 
ly  1  minute  and  then  remain 
continuously  illuminated  if  the 
vehicle  is  moving  around  elec¬ 
tric  power  supply  cables  or 
radios  transmitter  such  as  at 
police  stations,  government 
and  public  offices,  broadcast¬ 
ing  stations,  military  installa¬ 
tions,  airports,  or  transmitting 
towers,  etc.  This  can  interfere 
with  normal  operation  of  the 
Tire  Pressure  Monitoring 
System  (TPMS). 

•  The  TPMS  malfunction  indica¬

If  you  have  a  flat  tire,  the  low  Tire 
Pressure  and  Position  telltales  will 
come  on.  Have  the  system  checked 
by  an  authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer. 

zts  CAUTION 

NEVER  use  a  puncture-repair¬ 
ing  agent  to  repair  and/or  inflate 
a  low  pressure  tire.  The  tire 
sealant  can  damage  the  tire 
pressure  sensor.  If  used,  you 
will  have  to  replace  the  tire  pres¬ 
sure  sensor. 

Each  wheel  is  equipped  with  a  tire 
pressure  sensor  mounted  inside  the 
tire  behind  the  valve  stem.  You  must 
use  TPMS  specific  wheels.  It  is  rec¬ 
ommended  that  you  have  your  tires 
serviced  by  an  authorized  HYUNDAI 
dealer. 


If  you  drive  the  vehicle  for  about  20 
minutes  at  speeds  above  15.5  mph 
(25  km/h)  after  replacing  the  low 
pressure  tire  with  the  spare  tire,  the 
below  will  happen: 

•  The  TPMS  malfunction  indicator 
may  blink  for  approximately  1 
minute  and  then  remain  continu¬ 
ously  illuminated  because  the 
TPMS  sensor  is  not  mounted  on 
the  spare  wheel. 

You  may  not  be  able  identify  a  low 
tire  by  simply  looking  at  it.  Always 
use  a  good  quality  tire  pressure 
gauge  to  measure  the  tire's  inflation 
pressure.  Please  note  that  a  tire  that 
is  hot  (from  being  driven)  will  have  a 
higher  pressure  measurement  than  a 
tire  that  is  cold  (from  sitting  station¬ 
ary  for  at  least  3  hours  and  driven 
less  than  1  mile  (1 .6  km)  during  that 
3  hour  period). 

Allow  the  tire  to  cool  before  measur¬ 
ing  the  inflation  pressure.  Always  be 
sure  the  tire  is  cold  before  inflating  to 
the  recommended  pressure. 
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A  cold  tire  means  the  vehicle  has 
been  sitting  for  3  hours  and  driven  for 
less  than  1  mile  (1.6  km)  in  that  3 
hour  period. 


A  WARNING  -  TPMS 

•  The  TPMS  cannot  alert  you  to 
severe  and  sudden  tire  dam¬ 
age  caused  by  external  fac¬ 
tors  such  as  nails  or  road 
debris. 

•  If  you  feel  any  vehicle  instabil¬ 
ity,  immediately  take  your  foot 
off  the  accelerator,  apply  the 
brakes  gradually  and  with 
light  force,  and  slowly  move  to 
a  safe  position  off  the  road.

Jacking  instructions 

The  jack  is  provided  for  emergency 
tire  changing  only. 

To  prevent  the  jack  from  “rattling” 
while  the  vehicle  is  in  motion,  store  it 
properly. 

Follow  jacking  instructions  to  reduce 
the  possibility  of  personal  injury. 


A  WARNING  -  Changing 
tires 

•  Never  attempt  vehicie  repairs 
in  the  traffic  ianes  of  a  pubiic 
road  or  highway. 

•  Aiways  move  the  vehicie  com- 
pieteiy  off  the  road  and  onto 
the  shouider  before  trying  to 
change  a  tire.  The  jack  shouid 
be  used  on  ievei  firm  ground. 
If  you  cannot  find  a  firm,  ievei 
piace  off  the  road,  caii  a  tow¬ 
ing  service  company  for 
assistance. 

•  Be  sure  to  use  the  correct 
front  and  rear  Jacking  posi¬ 
tions  on  the  vehicie;  never  use 
the  bumpers  or  any  other  part 
of  the  vehicie  for  Jack  support.

•  Make  sure  any  chiidren  pres¬ 
ent  are  in  a  secure  piace  away 
from  the  road  and  from  the 
vehicie  to  be  raised  with  the 
Jack. 


Removing  and  storing  the 
spare  tire 


Your  spare  tire  is  stored  underneath 
your  vehicle,  directly  below  the  cargo 
area. 

To  remove  the  spare  tire: 

I.Open  the  liftgate  (tailgate). 

2. Remove  cover  with  coin  or  flat- 
head  screwdriver. 
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3.  Connect  the  wheel  lug  nut  wrench. 

4.  Loosen  the  bolt  enough  to  lower 
the  spare  tire. 

Turn  the  wrench  counterclockwise 
until  the  spare  tire  reaches  the 
ground.

5.  After  the  spare  tire  reaches  the 
ground,  continue  to  turn  the 
wrench  counterciockwise,  and 
draw  the  spare  tire  outside.  Never 
rotate  the  wrench  excessiveiy,  oth¬ 
erwise  the  spare  tire  carrier  may 
be  damaged. 

6.  Remove  the  retainer  (1)  from  the 
center  of  the  spare  tire 


To  store  the  spare  tire: 

1 .  Lay  the  tire  on  the  ground  with  the 
vaive  stem  facing  up. 

2.  Place  the  wheel  under  the  vehicle 
and  install  the  retainer  (1)  through 
the  wheel  center. 

3.  Turn  the  wrench  clockwise  until  it 
clicks. 


A  WARNING  -  Storing  the 
spare  tire 

Ensure  the  spare  tire  retainer  is 
properiy  aiigned  with  the  center 
of  the  spare  tire  to  prevent  the 
spare  tire  from  “rattiing”. 

Otherwise,  it  may  cause  the 
spare  tire  to  faii  off  the  carrier 
and  iead  to  an  accident.

1 .  Park  on  a  level  surface  and  apply 
the  parking  brake  firmly. 

2.  Shift  the  shift  lever  into  P  (Park). 

3.  Activate  the  hazard  warning  flash¬ 
er. 
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4.  Remove  the  wheel  lug  nut  wrench, 
jack,  jack  handle,  and  spare  tire 
from  the  vehicle. 


5.  Block  both  the  front  and  rear  of  the 
wheel  that  is  diagonally  opposite 
the  jack  position. 


^  WARNING  -  Changing  a 
tire 

•  To  prevent  vehicie  movement 
whiie  changing  a  tire,  aiways 
set  the  parking  brake  fuiiy, 
and  aiways  biock  the  wheei 
diagonaiiy  opposite  the  wheei 
being  changed. 

•  We  recommend  that  the 
wheeis  of  the  vehicie  be 
biocked,  and  that  no  person 
remain  in  a  vehicie  that  is 
being  jacked. 
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6.  Loosen  the  wheel  lug  nuts  coun¬ 
terclockwise  one  turn  each,  but  do 
not  remove  any  nut  until  the  tire 
has  been  raised  off  the  ground. 
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7.  Place  the  jack  at  the  front  or  rear 
jacking  position  closest  to  the  tire 
you  are  changing.  Place  the  jack 
at  the  designated  locations  under 
the  frame. 


^  WARNING  -  Jack  location 

To  reduce  the  possibility  of 
injury,  be  sure  to  use  only  the 
jack  provided  with  the  vehicle 
and  in  the  correct  jack  position; 
never  use  any  other  part  of  the 
vehicle  for  jack  support. 


8.  Insert  the  jack  handle  into  the  jack 
and  turn  it  clockwise,  raising  the 
vehicle  until  the  tire  just  clears  the 
ground.  This  measurement  is 
approximately  1.2  in  (30  mm). 
Before  removing  the  wheel  lug 
nuts,  make  sure  the  vehicle  is  sta¬ 
ble  and  that  there  is  no  chance  for 
movement  or  slippage. 
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9.  Loosen  the  wheel  nuts  and 
remove  them  with  your  fingers. 
Slide  the  wheel  off  the  studs  and 
lay  it  flat  so  it  cannot  roll  away.  To 
put  the  wheel  on  the  hub,  pick  up 
the  spare  tire,  line  up  the  holes 
with  the  studs  and  slide  the  wheel 
onto  them.  If  this  is  difficult,  tip  the 
wheel  slightly  and  get  the  top  hole 
in  the  wheel  lined  up  with  the  top 
stud.  Then  jiggle  the  wheel  back 
and  forth  until  the  wheel  can  be 
slid  over  the  other  studs. 
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A  WARNING 

Wheels  may  have  sharp  edges. 
Handle  them  carefully  to  avoid 
possible  severe  injury.  Before 
putting  the  wheel  into  place,  be 
sure  that  there  is  nothing  on  the 
hub  or  wheel  (such  as  mud,  tar, 
gravel,  etc.)  that  prevents  the 
wheel  from  fitting  solidly 
against  the  hub. 

If  there  is,  remove  it.  If  there  is 
insufficient  contact  on  the 
mounting  surface  between  the 
wheel  and  hub,  the  wheel  nuts 
could  come  loose  and  cause 
the  loss  of  a  wheel.  Loss  of  a 
wheel  may  result  in  loss  of  con¬ 
trol  of  the  vehicle.  This  may 
cause  serious  injury  or  death. 
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10.  To  reinstall  the  wheel,  hold  it  on 
the  studs,  put  the  wheel  nuts  on 
the  studs  and  tighten  them  finger 
tight.  The  nuts  should  be  installed 
with  their  tapered  small  diameter 
ends  directed  inward.  Jiggle  the 
tire  to  be  sure  it  is  completely 
seated,  then  tighten  the  nuts  as 
much  as  possible  with  your  fin¬ 
gers  again. 

1 1 .  Lower  the  car  to  the  ground  by 
turning  the  wheel  nut  wrench 
counterclockwise.

Then  position  the  wrench  as  shown 
in  the  drawing  and  tighten  the  wheel 
nuts.  Be  sure  the  socket  is  seated 
completely  over  the  nut.  Do  not  stand 
on  the  wrench  handle  or  use  an 
extension  pipe  over  the  wrench  han¬ 
dle.  Go  around  the  wheel  tightening 
every  other  nut  until  they  are  all  tight. 
Then  double-check  each  nut  for 
tightness.  After  changing  wheels, 
have  an  authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer 
tighten  the  wheel  nuts  to  their  proper 
torque  as  soon  as  possible. 

Wheel  nut  tightening  torque: 

Steel  wheel  &  aluminum  alloy  wheel: 
79-94  Ibf-ft  (11-13  kgf-m) 


If  you  have  a  tire  gauge,  remove  the 
valve  cap  and  check  the  air  pressure. 
If  the  pressure  is  lower  than  recom¬ 
mended,  drive  slowly  to  the  nearest 
service  station  and  inflate  to  the  cor¬ 
rect  pressure.  If  it  is  too  high,  adjust  it 
until  it  is  correct.  Always  reinstall  the 
valve  cap  after  checking  or  adjusting 
tire  pressure.  If  the  cap  is  not 
replaced,  air  may  leak  from  the  tire.  If 
you  lose  a  valve  cap,  buy  another  and 
install  it  as  soon  as  possible. 

After  you  have  changed  wheels, 
always  secure  the  flat  tire  in  its  place 
and  return  the  jack  and  tools  to  their 
proper  storage  locations. 


/h  CAUTION 

Your  vehicle  has  metric  threads 
on  the  wheel  studs  and  nuts. 
Make  certain  during  wheel 
removal  that  the  same  nuts  that 
were  removed  are  reinstalled  - 
or,  if  replaced,  that  nuts  with 
metric  threads  and  the  same 
chamfer  configuration  are  used. 
Installation  of  a  non-metric 
thread  nut  on  a  metric  stud  or 
vice-versa  will  not  secure  the 
wheel  to  the  hub  properly  and 
will  damage  the  stud  so  that  it 
must  be  replaced. 

Note  that  most  lug  nuts  do  not 
have  metric  threads.  Be  sure  to 
use  extreme  care  in  checking 
for  thread  style  before  installing 
aftermarket  lug  nuts  or  wheels. 
If  in  doubt,  consult  an  author¬ 
ized  HYUNDAI  dealer. 
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A  WARNING  -  Wheel  studs 
If  the  studs  are  damaged,  they 
may  lose  their  ability  to  retain 
the  wheel. This  could  lead  to  the 
loss  of  the  wheel  and  a  collision 
resulting  in  serious  injuries. 


To  prevent  the  jack,  jack  handle, 
wheel  lug  nut  wrench  and  spare  tire 
from  rattling  while  the  vehicle  is  in 
motion,  store  them  properly. 


A  WARNING  -  Inadequate 
spare  tire 
pressure 

Check  the  inflation  pressures 
as  soon  as  possible  after 
installing  the  spare  tire.  Adjust 
it  to  the  specified  pressure,  if 
necessary.  Refer  to  “Tires  and 
wheels”  section  8. 


Important  -  use  of  temporary 
compact  spare  tire 

If  your  vehicle  is  equipped  with  a  com¬ 
pact  spare  tire,  it  will  take  up  less 
space  than  a  regular-size  tire.  This  tire 
is  smaller  than  a  conventional  tire  and 
is  designed  for  temporary  use  only. 

A  CAUTION 

•  You  should  drive  carefully 
when  the  temporary  compact 
spare  is  in  use.  The  compact 
spare  should  be  replaced  by 
the  proper  conventional  tire 
and  rim  at  the  first  opportunity. 

•  Do  not  drive  a  vehicle  with 
more  than  one  compact  spare 
tire  in  use  at  the  same  time. 
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A  WARNING 

The  temporary  compact  spare 
tire  is  for  emergency  use  only. 
Do  not  operate  your  vehicle  on 
this  compact  spare  at  speeds 
over  50  mph  (80  km/h).  The  orig¬ 
inal  tire  should  be  repaired  or 
replaced  as  soon  as  is  possible 
to  avoid  failure  of  the  spare 
possibly  leading  to  personal 
injury  or  death. 


The  compact  spare  should  be  inflat¬ 
ed  to  60  psi  (420  kPa). 

*  NOTICE 

Check  the  inflation  pressure  after 
installing  the  spare  tire.  Adjust  it  to 
the  specified  pressure,  as  necessary.

When  using  a  temporary  compact 

spare  tire,  observe  the  following  pre¬ 
cautions: 

•  Under  no  circumstances  should  you 
exceed  50  mph  (80  km/h);  higher 
speeds  could  damage  the  tire. 

•  Ensure  that  you  drive  slowly  enough 
for  the  road  conditions  to  avoid  all 
hazards.  Any  road  hazard,  such  as  a 
pothole  or  debris,  could  seriously 
damage  the  compact  spare. 

•  Any  continuous  road  use  of  this  tire 
could  result  in  tire  failure,  loss  of 
vehicle  control,  and  possible  per¬ 
sonal  injury. 

•  Do  not  exceed  the  vehicle’s  maxi¬ 
mum  load  rating  or  the  load-carry¬ 
ing  capacity  shown  on  the  sidewall 
of  the  compact  spare  tire. 

•  Avoid  driving  over  obstacles.  The 
compact  spare  tire  diameter  is 
smaller  than  the  diameter  of  a  con¬ 
ventional  tire  and  reduces  the 
ground  clearance  approximately  1 
inch  (25  mm),  which  could  result  in 
damage  to  the  vehicle. 

•  Do  not  take  the  vehicle  through  an 
automatic  car  wash  while  the  com¬ 
pact  spare  tire  is  installed. 


•  Do  not  use  tire  chains  on  the  com¬ 
pact  spare  tire.  Because  of  the  small¬ 
er  size,  a  tire  chain  will  not  fit  proper¬ 
ly.  This  could  damage  the  vehicle 
and  result  in  loss  of  the  chain. 

•  Do  not  use  the  compact  spare  tire 
on  any  other  vehicle  because  this 
tire  has  been  designed  especially 
for  your  vehicle. 

•  The  compact  spare  tire’s  tread  life  is 
shorter  than  a  regular  tire.  Inspect 
your  compact  spare  tire  regularly 
and  replace  worn  compact  spare 
tires  with  the  same  size  and  design, 
mounted  on  the  same  wheel. 

•  The  compact  spare  tire  should  not 
be  used  on  any  other  wheels,  nor 
should  standard  tires,  snow  tires, 
wheel  covers  or  trim  rings  be  used 
with  the  compact  spare  wheel.  If 
such  use  is  attempted,  damage  to 
these  items  or  other  car  compo¬ 
nents  may  occur. 

•  Do  not  use  more  than  one  compact 
spare  tire  at  a  time. 

•  Do  not  tow  a  trailer  while  the  com¬ 
pact  spare  tire  is  installed.

On  AWD  vehicles,  your  vehicle  must 
be  towed  with  a  wheel  lift  and  dollies 
or  flatbed  equipment  with  all  the 
wheels  off  the  ground. 

A  CAUTION 

The  AWD  vehicle  should  never 
be  towed  with  the  wheels  on  the 
ground.  This  can  cause  serious 
damage  to  the  transaxle  or  the 
AWD  system. 


If  emergency  towing  is  necessary, 
we  recommend  having  it  done  by  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer  or  a 
commercial  tow-truck  service. 
Proper  lifting  and  towing  procedures 
are  necessary  to  prevent  damage  to 
the  vehicle.  The  use  of  wheel  dollies 
or  flatbed  is  recommended. 

For  trailer  towing  guidelines  informa¬ 
tion,  refer  to  "Trailer  towing"  in  chap¬ 
ter  5. 


On  2WD  vehicles,  it  is  acceptable  to 
tow  the  vehicle  with  the  rear  wheels 
on  the  ground  (without  dollies)  and 
the  front  wheels  off  the  ground. 

If  any  of  the  loaded  wheels  or  sus¬ 
pension  components  are  damaged 
or  the  vehicle  is  being  towed  with  the 
front  wheels  on  the  ground,  use  a 
towing  dolly  under  the  front  wheels. 
When  being  towed  by  a  commercial 
tow  truck  and  wheel  dollies  are  not 
used,  the  front  of  the  vehicle  should 
always  be  lifted,  not  the  rear.

A  CAUTION 

•  Do  not  tow  with  sling-type 
equipment.  Use  wheel  lift  or 
flatbed  equipment. 

•  Do  not  tow  the  vehicle  back¬ 
wards  with  the  front  wheels  on 
the  ground  as  this  may  cause 
damage  to  the  vehicle.

Emergency  towing  (if  equipped) 


If  towing  is  necessary,  we  recom¬ 
mend  you  to  have  it  done  by  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  deaier  or  a 
commercial  tow  truck  service. 


If  towing  service  is  not  available  in  an 
emergency,  your  vehicle  may  be 
temporarily  towed  using  a  cable  or 
chain  secured  to  the  emergency  tow¬ 
ing  hook  attached  to  the  front  (or 
under  the  rear)  of  the  vehicle. 

Use  extreme  caution  when  towing  the 
vehicle.  A  driver  must  be  in  the  vehi¬ 
cle  to  steer  it  and  operate  the  brakes. 

Towing  in  this  manner  may  be  done 
only  on  hard-surfaced  roads  for  a 
short  distance  and  at  low  speeds. 
Also,  the  wheels,  axles,  power  train, 
steering  and  brakes  must  all  be  in 
good  condition. 

•  Do  not  use  the  tow  hooks  to  pull  a 
vehicle  out  of  mud,  sand  or  other 
conditions  from  which  the  vehicle 
cannot  be  driven  out  under  its  own 
power. 

•  Avoid  towing  a  vehicle  heavier  than 
the  vehicle  doing  the  towing. 

•  The  drivers  of  both  vehicles  should 
communicate  with  each  other  fre¬ 
quently. 


A  CAUTION 

•  Attach  a  towing  strap  to  the 
tow  hook. 

•  Using  a  portion  of  the  vehicie 
other  than  the  tow  hooks  for 
towing  may  damage  the  body 
of  your  vehicie. 

•  Use  oniy  a  cabie  or  chain 
specificaiiy  intended  for  use 
in  towing  vehicies.  Secureiy 
fasten  the  cabie  or  chain  to 
the  towing  hook  provided. 

•  Before  emergency  towing,  check 
that  the  hook  is  not  broken  or  dam¬ 
aged. 

•  Fasten  the  towing  cable  or  chain 
securely  to  the  hook. 

•  Do  not  jerk  the  hook.  Apply  steady 
and  even  force. 

•  To  avoid  damaging  the  hook,  do  not 
pull  from  the  side  or  at  a  vertical 
angle.  Always  pull  straight  ahead. 
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A  WARNING 

Use  extreme  caution  when  tow¬ 
ing  the  vehicie. 

•  Avoid  sudden  starts  or  erratic 
driving  maneuvers  which 
wouid  piace  excessive  stress 
on  the  emergency  towing  hook 
and  towing  cabie  or  chain.  The 
hook  and  towing  cabie  or 
chain  may  break  and  cause 
serious  injury  or  damage. 

•  If  the  disabied  vehicie  cannot 
be  moved,  do  not  forcibiy  con¬ 
tinue  the  towing.  Contact  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer  or 
a  commercial  tow  truck  serv¬ 
ice  for  assistance. 

•  Tow  the  vehicie  as  straight 
ahead  as  possibie.

•  Turn  the  ignition  switch  to  ACC  so 
the  steering  wheel  isn’t  locked. 

•  Place  the  transaxle  shift  lever  in  N 
(Neutral). 

•  Release  the  parking  bake. 

•  Press  the  brake  pedal  with  more 
force  than  normal  since  you  will 
have  reduced  brake  performance. 

•  More  steering  effort  will  be 
required  because  the  power  steer¬ 
ing  system  will  be  disabled. 

•  If  you  are  driving  down  a  long  hill, 
the  brakes  may  overheat  and  brake 
performance  will  be  reduced.  Stop 
often  and  let  the  brakes  cool  off. 


/h  CAUTION  -  Automatic 
transaxle 

•  If  the  car  is  being  towed  with  all 
four  wheels  on  the  ground,  it 
can  be  towed  only  from  the 
front.  Be  sure  that  the  transaxle 
is  in  neutral.  Be  sure  the  steer¬ 
ing  is  unlocked  by  placing  the 
ignition  switch  in  the  ACC  posi¬ 
tion.  A  driver  must  be  in  the 
towed  vehicle  to  operate  the 
steering  and  brakes. 

•  To  avoid  serious  damage  to 
the  automatic  transaxle,  limit 
the  vehicle  speed  to  10  mph

leaking,  a  flatbed  equipment 
or  towing  dolly  must  be  used.

^  WARNING  -  Maintenance 
work 

•  Performing  maintenance  work 
on  a  vehicie  can  be  danger¬ 
ous.  You  can  be  seriousiy 
injured  whiie  performing  some 
maintenance  procedures.  If 
you  iack  sufficient  knowiedge 
and  experience  or  the  proper 
toois  and  equipment  to  do  the 
work,  have  it  done  by  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer. 

•  Working  under  the  hood  with 
the  engine  running  is  danger¬ 
ous.

OWNER  MAINTENANCE 

The  following  lists  are  vehicle  checks 
and  inspections  that  should  be  per¬ 
formed  by  the  owner  or  an  author¬ 
ized  HYUNDAI  dealer  at  the  frequen¬ 
cies  indicated  to  help  ensure  safe, 
dependable  operation  of  your  vehi¬ 
cle. 

Any  adverse  conditions  should  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  your  deal¬ 
er  as  soon  as  possible. 

These  Owner  Maintenance  Checks 
are  generally  not  covered  by  war¬ 
ranties  and  you  may  be  charged  for 
labor,  parts  and  lubricants  used. 


Owner  maintenance  schedule 
When  you  stop  for  fuel: 

•  Check  the  engine  oil  level. 

•  Check  coolant  level  in  coolant 
reservoir. 

•  Check  the  windshield  washer  fluid 
level. 

•  Look  for  low  or  under-inflated  tires. 


A  WARNING 

Be  careful  when  checking  your 
engine  coolant  level  when  the 
engine  is  hot.  Scalding  hot 
coolant  and  steam  may  blow 
out  under  pressure.  This  could 
cause  burns  or  other  serious 
injury. 


While  operating  your  vehicle: 

•  Note  any  changes  in  the  sound  of 
the  exhaust  or  any  smell  of 
exhaust  fumes  in  the  vehicle. 

•  Check  for  vibrations  in  the  steering 
wheel.  Notice  any  increased  steer¬ 
ing  effort  or  looseness  in  the  steer¬ 
ing  wheel,  or  change  in  its  straight¬ 
ahead  position. 

•  Notice  if  your  vehicle  constantly 
turns  slightly  or  "pulls"  to  one  side 
when  traveling  on  smooth,  level 
road. 

•  When  stopping,  listen  and  check 
for  unusual  sounds,  pulling  to  one 
side,  increased  brake  pedal  travel 
or  "hard-to-push"  brake  pedal. 

•  If  any  slipping  or  changes  in  the 
operation  of  your  transaxle  occurs, 
check  the  transaxle  fluid  level. 

•  Check  automatic  transaxle  P 
(Park)  function. 

•  Check  parking  brake. 

•  Check  for  fluid  leaks  under  your 
vehicle  (water  dripping  from  the  air 
conditioning  system  during  or  after 
use  is  normal). 
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At  least  monthly: 

•  Check  coolant  level  in  the  engine 
coolant  reservoir. 

•  Check  the  operation  of  all  exterior 
lights,  including  the  stoplights,  turn 
signals  and  hazard  warning  flash¬ 
ers. 

•  Check  the  inflation  pressures  of  all 
tires  including  the  spare. 


At  least  twice  a  year 

(i.e.,  every  Spring  and  Fall)  :

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EXPLANATION  OF  SCHEDULED  MAINTENANCE  ITEMS 


Engine  oil  and  filter 

The  engine  oil  and  filter  should  be 
changed  at  the  intervals  specified  in 
the  maintenance  schedule.  If  the  car 
is  being  driven  in  severe  conditions, 
more  frequent  oil  and  filter  changes 
are  required. 

Drive  belts 

Inspect  all  drive  belts  for  evidence  of 
cuts,  cracks,  excessive  wear  or  oil 
saturation  and  replace  if  necessary. 
Drive  belts  should  be  checked  peri¬ 
odically  for  proper  tension  and 
adjusted  as  necessary. 


Fuel  filter 

A  clogged  filter  can  limit  the  speed  at 
which  the  vehicle  may  be  driven, 
damage  the  emission  system  and 
cause  multiple  issues  such  as  hard 
starting.  If  an  excessive  amount  of 
foreign  matter  accumulates  in  the 
fuel  tank,  the  filter  may  require 
replacement  more  frequently. 

After  installing  a  new  filter,  run  the 
engine  for  several  minutes,  and 
check  for  leaks  at  the  connections. 
Fuel  filters  should  be  installed  by  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer. 
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Fuel  lines,  fuel  hoses  and  con¬ 
nections 

Check  the  fuel  lines,  fuel  hoses  and 
connections  for  leakage  and  dam¬ 
age.  Have  an  authorized  HYUNDAI 
dealer  replace  any  damaged  or  leak¬ 
ing  parts  immediately. 

Vapor  hose  and  fuel  filler  cap 

The  vapor  hose  and  fuel  filler  cap 
should  be  inspected  at  those  inter¬ 
vals  specified  in  the  maintenance 
schedule.  Make  sure  that  a  new 
vapor  hose  or  fuel  filler  cap  is  cor¬ 
rectly  replaced. 


Maintenance 


Vacuum  crankcase  ventilation 
hoses  (if  equipped) 

Inspect  the  surface  of  hoses  for  evi¬ 
dence  of  heat  and/or  mechanical 
damage.  Hard  and  brittle  rubber, 
cracking,  tears,  cuts,  abrasions,  and 
excessive  swelling  indicate  deterio¬ 
ration.  Particular  attention  should  be 
paid  to  examine  those  hose  surfaces 
nearest  to  high  heat  sources,  such 
as  the  exhaust  manifold. 

Inspect  the  hose  routing  to  assure 
that  the  hoses  do  not  come  in  con¬ 
tact  with  any  heat  source,  sharp 
edges  or  moving  component  which 
might  cause  heat  damage  or 
mechanical  wear.  Inspect  all  hose 
connections,  such  as  clamps  and 
couplings,  to  make  sure  they  are 
secure,  and  that  no  leaks  are  pres¬ 
ent.  Hoses  should  be  replaced 
immediately  If  there  is  any  evidence 
of  deterioration  or  damage. 


Air  cleaner  filter 

A  Genuine  HYUNDAI  air  cleaner  fil¬ 
ter  is  recommended  when  the  filter  is 
replaced. 

Spark  plugs 

Make  sure  to  install  new  spark  plugs 
of  the  correct  heat  range. 

Valve  clearance 

Inspect  excessive  valve  noise  and/or 
engine  vibration  and  adjust  if  neces¬ 
sary.  An  authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer 
should  perform  the  operation. 


Cooling  system 

Check  the  cooling  system  parts, 
such  as  radiator,  coolant  reservoir, 
hoses  and  connections  for  leakage 
and  damage.  Replace  any  damaged 
parts. 

Coolant 

The  coolant  should  be  changed  at 
the  intervals  specified  in  the  mainte¬ 
nance  schedule. 
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Automatic  transaxle  fluid 
(if  equipped) 

Automatic  transaxle  fluid  should  not 
be  checked  under  normal  usage 
conditions. 

But  in  severe  conditions,  the  fluid 
should  be  changed  at  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer  in  accordance  to 
the  scheduled  maintenance  at  the 
beginning  of  this  chapter. 

*  NOTICE 

Automatic  transaxle  fluid  color  is 
basically  red. 

As  the  vehicle  is  driven,  the  auto¬ 
matic  transaxle  fluid  will  begin  to 
look  darker. 

It  is  normal  condition  and  you 
should  not  judge  the  need  to  replace 
the  fluid  based  upon  the  changed 
color. 


A  CAUTION 

The  use  of  a  non-specified  fluid 
could  result  In  transaxle  mal¬ 
function  and  failure. 

Use  only  specified  automatic 
transaxle  fluid.  (Refer  to 
"Recommended  lubricants  and 
capacities"  in  section  8.) 
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Brake  hoses  and  lines 

Visually  check  for  proper  installation, 
chafing,  cracks,  deterioration  and 
any  leakage.  Replace  any  deteriorat¬ 
ed  or  damaged  parts  immediately. 

Brake  fluid 

Check  brake  fluid  level  in  the  brake 
fluid  reservoir.  The  level  should  be 
between  "MIN"  and  "MAX"  marks  on 
the  side  of  the  reservoir.  Use  only 
hydraulic  brake  fluid  conforming  to 
DOT  3  or  DOT  4  specification. 


Maintenance 


Parking  brake 

Inspect  the  parking  brake  system 
including  the  parking  brake  lever  (or 
pedal)  and  cables. 

Brake  pads,  calipers  and 
rotors 

Check  the  pads  for  excessive  wear, 
discs  for  run  out  and  wear,  and 
calipers  for  fluid  leakage. 


Suspension  mounting  bolts 

Check  the  suspension  connections 
for  looseness  or  damage.  Retighten 
to  the  specified  torque. 


Steering  gear  box,  linkage  & 
boots/lower  arm  ball  joint 

With  the  vehicle  stopped  and  engine 
off,  check  for  excessive  free-play  in 
the  steering  wheel. 

Check  the  linkage  for  bends  or  dam¬ 
age.  Check  the  dust  boots  and  ball 
joints  for  deterioration,  cracks,  or  dam¬ 
age.  Replace  any  damaged  parts. 

Drive  shafts  and  boots 

Check  the  drive  shafts,  boots  and 
clamps  for  cracks,  deterioration,  or 
damage.  Replace  any  damaged 
parts  and,  if  necessary,  repack  the 
grease. 

Air  conditioning  refrigerant/ 
compressor  (if  equipped) 

Check  the  air  conditioning  lines  and 
connections  for  leakage  and  dam¬ 
age. 
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ENGINE  OIL 

Checking  the  engine  oii  ievei 


1. Be  sure  the  vehicle  is  on  level 
ground. 

2.  Start  the  engine  and  allow  it  to 
reach  normal  operating  tempera¬ 
ture. 

3.  Turn  the  engine  off  and  wait  for  a 
few  minutes  (about  5  minutes)  for 
the  oil  to  return  to  the  oil  pan. 

4.  Pull  the  dipstick  out,  wipe  it  clean, 
and  re-insert  it  fully. 


A  WARNING  -  Radiator 
hose 

Be  very  careful  not  to  touch  the 
radiator  hose  when  checking  or 
adding  the  engine  oil  as  it  may 
be  hot  enough  to  burn  you. 


5.  Pull  the  dipstick  out  again  and 
check  the  level.  The  level  should 
be  between  F  and  L. 

A  CAUTION 

•  Do  not  overfill  with  engine  oil. 
Engine  damage  may  result. 

•  Do  not  spill  engine  oil,  when 
adding  or  changing  engine  oil. 
If  you  spill  engine  oil  on  the 
engine  room,  wipe  it  off  imme¬ 
diately.

If  It  is  near  or  at  L,  add  enough  oil  to 
bring  the  level  to  F.  Do  not  overfill.

Engine  oil  contains  chemicals 
known  to  the  State  of  California 
to  cause  cancer,  birth  defects, 
and  reproductive  harm. 

Used  engine  oil  may  cause  irri¬ 
tation  or  cancer  of  the  skin  if 
left  in  contact  with  the  skin  for 
prolonged  periods  of  time.

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ENGINE  COOLANT 

The  high-pressure  cooling  system 
has  a  reservoir  filled  with  year-round 
antifreeze  coolant.  The  reservoir  is 
filled  at  the  factory. 

Check  the  antifreeze  protection  and 
coolant  concentration  level  at  least 
once  a  year,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
winter  season,  and  before  traveling 
to  a  colder  climate. 


Checking  the  coolant  level 


A  WARNING 


Removing  radiator 
cap 


•  Never  attempt  to  remove  the 
radiator  cap  while  the  engine 
is  operating  or  hot.  Doing  so 
might  lead  to  cooling  system 
and  engine  damage  and  could 
result  in  serious  personal 
injury  from  escaping  hot 
coolant  or  steam. 

(Continued) 


(Continued) 

•  Turn  the  engine  off  and  wait 
until  it  cools  down.  Use 
extreme  care  when  removing 
the  radiator  cap.  Wrap  a  thick 
towel  around  it,  and  turn  it 
counterclockwise  slowly  to 
the  first  stop.  Step  back  while 
the  pressure  is  released  from 
the  cooling  system. 

When  you  are  sure  all  the 
pressure  has  been  released, 
press  down  on  the  cap,  using 
a  thick  towel,  and  continue 
turning  counterclockwise  to 
remove  it. 

•  Even  if  the  engine  is  not  oper¬ 
ating,  do  not  remove  the  radi¬ 
ator  cap  or  the  drain  plug 
while  the  engine  and  radiator 
are  hot.  Hot  coolant  and 
steam  may  still  blow  out 
under  pressure,  causing  seri¬ 
ous  injury. 


A  WARNING 

The  electric  motor 
(cooling  fan)  is  con¬ 
trolled  by  engine 
coolant  temperature, 
refrigerant  pressure 
and  vehicle  speed.  It  may  some¬ 
times  operate  even  when  the 
engine  is  not  running.  Use 
extreme  caution  when  working 
near  the  blades  of  the  cooling 
fan  so  that  you  are  not  injured 
by  a  rotating  fan  blades.  As  the 
engine  coolant  temperature 
decreases,  the  electric  motor 
will  automatically  shut  off.  This 
is  a  normal  condition. 

If  your  vehicle  is  equipped  with 
GDI,  the  electric  motor  (cooling 
fan)  may  operate  until  you  dis¬ 
connect  the  negative  battery 
cable. 
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Check  the  condition  and  connections 
of  all  cooling  system  hoses  and 
heater  hoses.  Replace  any  swollen 
or  deteriorated  hoses. 

The  coolant  level  should  be  filled 
between  F  (MAX)  and  L  (MIN)  marks 
on  the  side  of  the  coolant  reservoir 
when  the  engine  is  cool. 

If  the  coolant  level  is  low,  add  enough 
distilled  (deionized)  water.  Bring  the 
level  to  F  (MAX),  but  do  not  overfill. 

If  frequent  coolant  refill  is  required, 
see  an  authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer 
for  a  cooling  system  inspection. 


Recommended  engine  coolant 

•  When  adding  coolant,  use  only 
deionized  water  for  your  vehicle 
and  never  mix  hard  water  in  the 
coolant  filled  at  the  factory.  An 
improper  coolant  mixture  can 
result  in  serious  malfunction  or 
engine  damage. 

•  The  engine  in  your  vehicle  has  alu¬ 
minum  engine  parts  and  must  be 
protected  by  an  ethylene-glycol- 
based  coolant  to  prevent  corrosion 
and  freezing. 

•  DO  NOT  USE  alcohol  or  methanol 
coolant  or  mix  them  with  the  spec¬ 
ified  coolant. 

•  Do  not  use  a  solution  that  contains 
more  than  60%  antifreeze  or  less 
than  35%  antifreeze,  which  would 
reduce  the  effectiveness  of  the 
solution.

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BRAKE  FLUID 

Checking  the  brake  fluid  level 


Check  the  fluid  level  in  the  reservoir 
periodically.  The  fluid  level  should  be 
between  MAX  and  MIN  marks  on  the 
side  of  the  reservoir. 


Before  removing  the  reservoir  cap 
and  adding  brake  fluid,  clean  the 
area  around  the  reservoir  cap  thor¬ 
oughly  to  prevent  brake  fluid  contam¬ 
ination. 

If  the  level  is  low,  add  fluid  to  the 
MAX  level.  The  level  will  fall  with 
accumulated  mileage.  This  is  a  nor¬ 
mal  condition  associated  with  the 
wear  of  the  brake  linings.  If  the  fluid 
level  is  excessively  low,  have  the 
brake  system  checked  by  an  author¬ 
ized  HYUNDAI  dealer. 


Use  only  the  specified  brake  fluid. 
(Refer  to  "Recommended  lubricants 
and  capacities"  in  section  8.) 


Never  mix  different  types  of  fluid. 


A  WARNING  -  Loss  of 

brake  fluid 

In  the  event  the  brake  system 
requires  frequent  additions  of 
fiuid,  the  vehicie  shouid  be 
inspected  by  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer. 
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A  WARNING  -  Brake  fluid 

When  changing  and  adding 
brake  fluid,  handle  it  carefully. 
Do  not  let  it  come  in  contact 
with  your  eyes.  If  brake  fluid 
should  come  in  contact  with 
your  eyes,  immediately  flush 
them  with  a  large  quantity  of 
fresh  tap  water.  Have  your  eyes 
examined  by  a  doctor  as  soon 
as  possible.

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WASHER  FLUID 

Checking  the  washer  fluid 
level 


The  reservoir  is  translucent  so  that 
you  can  check  the  level  with  a  quick 
visual  inspection. 

Check  the  fluid  level  in  the  washer 
fluid  reservoir  and  add  fluid  if  neces¬ 
sary.  Plain  water  may  be  used  if 
washer  fluid  is  not  available. 
However,  use  washer  solvent  with 
antifreeze  characteristics  in  cold  cli¬ 
mates  to  prevent  freezing. 


A  WARNING  -  Coolant 

•  Do  not  use  radiator  coolant  or 
antifreeze  in  the  washer  fluid 
reservoir. 

•  Radiator  coolant  can  severely 
obscure  visibility  when 
sprayed  on  the  windshield 
and  may  cause  loss  of  vehicle 
control  or  damage  to  paint 
and  body  trim. 

•  Windshield  Washer  fluid 
agents  contain  some  amounts 
of  alcohol  and  can  be  flamma¬ 
ble  under  certain  circum¬ 
stances.  Do  not  allow  sparks 
or  flame  to  contact  the  washer 
fluid  or  the  washer  fluid  reser¬ 
voir.

Checking  the  parking  brake 


Check  whether  the  stroke  is  within 
the  recommended  specification 
when  the  parking  brake  pedal  is  fully 
engaged.  When  engaged,  the  park¬ 
ing  brake  alone  should  hold  the  vehi¬ 
cle  securely.  If  the  stroke  is  more  or 
less  than  specified,  have  the  parking 
brake  adjusted  by  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer.

Filter  replacement 


It  must  be  replaced  when  necessary, 
and  should  not  be  washed. 


You  can  clean  the  filter  when  inspect¬ 
ing  the  air  cleaner  element.

1.  Loosen  the  air  cleaner  cover 
attaching  clips  and  open  the  cover.

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Replace  the  filter  according  to  the 
Maintenance  Schedule. 

If  the  vehicle  is  operated  in  extreme¬ 
ly  dusty  or  sandy  areas,  replace  the 
element  more  often  than  the  usual 
recommended  intervals.  (Refer  to 
"Maintenance  under  severe  usage 
conditions"  in  this  section.) 

/h  CAUTION 

•  Do  not  drive  with  the  air  dean- 
er  removed;  this  wiii  resuit  in 
excessive  engine  wear.

Filter  inspection

control  air  filter,  replace  it  performing 
the  following  procedure,  and  be  care¬ 
ful  to  avoid  damaging  other  compo¬ 
nents.

Tire  care 

For  proper  maintenance,  safety,  and 
maximum  fuel  economy,  you  must 
always  maintain  recommended  tire 
inflation  pressures  and  stay  within 
the  load  limits  and  weight  distribution 
recommended  for  your  vehicle. 

Recommended  cold  tire  infla¬ 
tion  pressures 

All  tire  pressures  (Including  the 
spare)  should  be  checked  when  the 
tires  are  cold.  "Cold  Tires"  means  the 
vehicle  has  not  been  driven  for  at 
least  three  hours  or  driven  less  than 
1  mile  (1.6  km). 

Recommended  pressures  must  be 
maintained  for  the  best  ride,  top  vehi¬ 
cle  handling,  and  minimum  tire  wear. 
For  recommended  inflation  pressure 
refer  to  "Tire  and  wheels"  in  section 
8. 


All  specifications  (sizes  and  pres¬ 
sures)  can  be  found  on  a  label 
attached  to  the  vehicle. 


A  WARNING  -  Tire  under¬ 
inflation 

Severe  underinflation  (10  psi 
(70  kPa)  or  more)  can  lead  to 
severe  heat  build-up,  causing 
blowouts,  tread  separation  and 
other  tire  failures  that  can  result 
in  the  loss  of  vehicle  control 
leading  to  severe  injury  or 
death.  This  risk  is  much  higher 
on  hot  days  and  when  driving 
for  long  periods  at  high  speeds. 
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/h  CAUTION 

•  Underinflation  also  results  In 
excessive  wear,  poor  handling 
and  reduced  fuel  economy. 
Wheel  deformation  also  is 
possible.  Keep  your  tire  pres¬ 
sures  at  the  proper  levels.

Always  observe  the  following: 

•  Check  tire  pressure  when  the 
tires  are  cold.  (After  vehicle 
has  been  parked  for  at  least 
three  hours  or  hasn't  been 
driven  more  than  1  mile  (1.6 
km)  since  startup.) 

•  Check  the  pressure  of  your 
spare  tire  each  time  you  check 
the  pressure  of  other  tires. 

•  Never  overload  your  vehicle. 
Be  careful  not  to  overload  a 
vehicle  luggage  rack  if  your 
vehicle  is  equipped  with  one. 

•  Worn,  old  tires  can  cause  acci¬ 
dents.  If  your  tread  is  badly 
worn,  or  if  your  tires  have 
been  damaged,  replace  them. 


Checking  tire  inflation  pres¬ 
sure 

Check  your  tires  once  a  month  or 
more. 

Also,  check  the  tire  pressure  of  the 
spare  tire. 

How  to  check 

Use  a  good  quality  gage  to  check  tire 
pressure.  You  can  not  tell  if  your  tires 
are  properly  inflated  simply  by  look¬ 
ing  at  them.  Radial  tires  may  look 
properly  inflated  even  when  they're 
underinflated. 

Check  the  tire's  inflation  pressure 
when  the  tires  are  cold.  -  "Cold" 
means  your  vehicle  has  been  sitting 
for  at  least  three  hours  or  driven  no 
more  than  1  mile  (1 .6  km). 
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Remove  the  valve  cap  from  the  tire 
valve  stem.  Press  the  tire  gauge  firm¬ 
ly  onto  the  valve  to  get  a  pressure 
measurement.  If  the  cold  tire  inflation 
pressure  matches  the  recommended 
pressure  on  the  tire  and  loading 
information  label,  no  further  adjust¬ 
ment  is  necessary.  If  the  pressure  is 
low,  add  air  until  you  reach  the  rec¬ 
ommended  amount. 

If  you  overfill  the  tire,  release  air  by 
pushing  on  the  metal  stem  in  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  tire  valve.  Recheck  the  tire 
pressure  with  the  tire  gauge.  Be  sure 
to  put  the  valve  caps  back  on  the 
valve  stems.  They  help  prevent  leaks 
by  keeping  out  dirt  and  moisture. 


A  WARNING 

•  Inspect  your  tires  frequently 
for  proper  inflation  as  well  as 
wear  and  damage.  Always  use 
a  tire  pressure  gauge. 

•  Tires  with  too  much  or  too  little 
pressure  wear  unevenly  caus¬ 
ing  poor  handling,  loss  of  vehi¬ 
cle  control,  and  sudden  tire 
failure  leading  to  accidents, 
injuries,  and  even  death.  The 
recommended  cold  tire  pres¬ 
sure  for  your  vehicle  can  be 
found  in  this  manual  and  on 
the  tire  label  located  on  the  dri¬ 
ver's  side  center  pillar. 

•  Worn  tires  can  cause  acci¬ 
dents.  Replace  tires  that  are 
worn,  show  uneven  wear,  or 
are  damaged. 

•  Remember  to  check  the  pres¬ 
sure  of  your  spare  tire. 
HYUNDAI  recommends  that 
you  check  the  spare  every  time 
you  check  the  pressure  of  the 
other  tires  on  your  vehicle. 
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Tire  rotation 

To  equalize  tread  wear,  it  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  tires  be  rotated 
every  7,500  miles  (12,000  km)  or 
sooner  if  irregular  wear  develops. 

During  rotation,  check  the  tires  for 
correct  balance. 

When  rotating  tires,  check  for  uneven 
wear  and  damage.  Abnormal  wear  is 
usually  caused  by  incorrect  tire  pres¬ 
sure,  improper  wheel  alignment,  out- 
of-balance  wheels,  severe  braking  or 
severe  cornering.  Look  for  bumps  or 
bulges  in  the  tread  or  side  of  tire. 
Replace  the  tire  if  you  find  either  of 
these  conditions.  Replace  the  tire  if 
fabric  or  cord  is  visible.  After  rotation, 
be  sure  to  bring  the  front  and  rear  tire 
pressures  to  specification  and  check 
lug  nut  tightness. 

Refer  to  "Tire  and  wheels"  in  section  8. 
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Without  a  spare  tire 
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Disc  brake  pads  should  be  inspected 
for  wear  whenever  tires  are  rotated.

Rotate  radial  tires  that  have  an 
asymmetric  tread  pattern  only  from 
front  to  rear  and  not  from  right  to 
left.

•  Do  not  use  the  compact  spare 
tire  for  tire  rotation. 

•  Do  not  mix  bias  piy  and  radiai 
piy  tires  under  any  circum¬ 
stances.  This  may  cause 
unusuai  handiing  characteris¬ 
tics  that  couid  resuit  in  death, 
severe  injury,  or  property 
damage. 


Wheel  alignment  and  tire  bal¬ 
ance 

The  wheels  on  your  vehicle  were 
aligned  and  balanced  carefully  at  the 
factory  to  give  you  the  longest  tire  life 
and  best  overall  performance. 

In  most  cases,  you  will  not  need  to 
have  your  wheels  aligned  again. 
However,  if  you  notice  unusual  tire 
wear  or  your  vehicle  pulling  one  way 
or  the  other,  the  alignment  may  need 
to  be  reset. 

If  you  notice  your  vehicle  vibrating 
when  driving  on  a  smooth  road,  your 
wheels  may  need  to  be  rebalanced. 

A  CAUTION 

Improper  wheel  weights  can 
damage  your  vehicle's  alu¬ 
minum  wheels.  Use  only 
approved  wheel  weights. 
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Tire  replacement 


If  the  tire  is  worn  evenly,  a  tread  wear 
indicator  will  appear  as  a  solid  band 
across  the  tread.  This  shows  there  is 
less  than  1/16  in.  (1.6  mm)  of  tread 
left  on  the  tire.  Replace  the  tire  when 
this  happens. 

Do  not  wait  for  the  band  to  appear 
across  the  entire  tread  before  replac¬ 
ing  the  tire. 


A  WARNING  -  Replacing 
tires 

•  Driving  on  worn-out  tires  is 
very  hazardous  and  wiii 
reduce  braking  effectiveness, 
steering  accuracy,  and  trac¬ 
tion. 

•  Your  vehicie  is  equipped  with 
tires  designed  to  provide  for 
safe  ride  and  handiing  capa- 
biiity.  Do  not  use  a  size  and 
type  of  tire  and  wheei  that  is 
different  from  the  one  that  is 
originaiiy  instaiied  on  your 
vehicie.  It  can  affect  the  safety 
and  performance  of  your  vehi¬ 
cle,  which  could  lead  to  han¬ 
dling  failure  or  rollover  and 
serious  injury.  When  replacing 
the  tires,  be  sure  to  equip  all 
four  tires  with  the  tire  and 
wheel  of  the  same  size,  type, 
tread,  brand  and  load-carrying 
capacity. 
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•  The  use  of  any  other  tire  size 
or  type  may  seriously  affect 
ride,  handling,  ground  clear¬ 
ance,  stopping  distance,  body 
to  tire  clearance,  snow  tire 
clearance,  and  speedometer 
reliability. 

•  It  is  best  to  replace  all  four 
tires  at  the  same  time.  If  that 
is  not  possible,  or  necessary, 
then  replace  the  two  front  or 
two  rear  tires  as  a  pair. 
Replacing  Just  one  tire  can 
seriously  affect  your  vehicle’s 
handling. 

•  The  ABS  works  by  comparing 
the  speed  of  the  wheels.  Tire 
size  can  affect  wheel  speed. 
When  replacing  tires,  all  4 
tires  must  use  the  same  size 
originally  supplied  with  the 
vehicle.  Using  tires  of  a  differ¬ 
ent  size  can  cause  the  ABS 
(Anti-lock  Brake  System)  and 
ESC  (Electronic  Stability 
Control),  to  work  irregularly. 
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Compact  spare  tire  replacement 

A  compact  spare  tire  has  a  shorter 
tread  life  than  a  regular  size  tire. 
Replace  it  when  you  can  see  the 
tread  wear  indicator  bars  on  the  tire. 
The  replacement  compact  spare  tire 
should  be  the  same  size  and  design 
tire  as  the  one  provided  with  your 
new  vehicle  and  should  be  mounted 
on  the  same  compact  spare  tire 
wheel.  The  compact  spare  tire  is  not 
designed  to  be  mounted  on  a  regular 
size  wheel,  and  the  compact  spare 
tire  wheel  is  not  designed  for  mount¬ 
ing  a  regular  size  tire. 


Wheel  replacement 

When  replacing  the  metal  wheels  for 
any  reason,  make  sure  the  new 
wheels  are  equivalent  to  the  original 
factory  units  in  diameter,  rim  width 
and  offset. 


A  WARNING 

A  wheel  that  is  not  the  correct 
size  may  adversely  affect  wheel 
and  bearing  life,  braking  and 
stopping  abilities,  handling 
characteristics,  ground  clear¬ 
ance,  body-to-tire  clearance, 
snow  chain  clearance, 
speedometer  and  odometer  cal¬ 
ibration,  headlight  aim  and 
bumper  height. 


Tire  traction 

Tire  traction  can  be  reduced  if  you 
drive  on  worn  tires,  tires  that  are 
improperly  inflated  or  on  slippery 
road  surfaces.  Tires  should  be 
replaced  when  tread  wear  indicators 
appear.  To  reduce  the  possibility  of 
losing  control,  slow  down  whenever 
there  is  rain,  snow  or  ice  on  the  road. 
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Tire  maintenance 

In  addition  to  proper  inflation,  correct 
wheel  alignment  helps  to  decrease 
tire  wear.  If  you  find  a  tire  is  worn 
unevenly,  have  your  dealer  check  the 
wheel  alignment. 

When  you  have  new  tires  installed, 
make  sure  they  are  balanced.  This 
will  increase  vehicle  ride  comfort  and 
tire  life.  Additionally,  a  tire  should 
always  be  rebalanced  if  it  is  removed 
from  the  wheel.

2.  Tire  size  designation 

A  tire's  sidewall  is  marked  with  a  tire 
size  designation.  You  will  need  this 
information  when  selecting  replace¬ 
ment  tires  for  your  car.  The  following 
explains  what  the  letters  and  numbers 
In  the  tire  size  designation  mean. 
Example  tire  size  designation: 

(These  numbers  are  provided  as  an 
example  only;  your  tire  size  designa¬ 
tor  could  vary  depending  on  your 
vehicle.) 

(P)235/65R17  102H 

(P)  -  Applicable  vehicle  type  (tires 
marked  with  the  prefix  "P"  are 
intended  for  use  on  passenger 
vehicles  or  light  trucks;  howev¬ 
er,  not  all  tires  have  this  mark¬ 
ing). 

235  -  Tire  width  in  millimeters. 

65  -  Aspect  ratio.  The  tire's  section 
height  as  a  percentage  of  its 
width. 

R  -  Tire  construction  code  (Radial). 
17  -  Rim  diameter  in  inches. 
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102  -  Load  Index,  a  numerical  code 
associated  with  the  maximum 
load  the  tire  can  carry. 

H  -  Speed  Rating  Symbol.  See  the 
speed  rating  chart  in  this  section 
for  additional  information. 


Wheel  size  designation 

Wheels  are  also  marked  with  impor¬ 
tant  information  that  you  need  if  you 
ever  have  to  replace  one.  The  follow¬ 
ing  explains  what  the  letters  and 
numbers  in  the  wheel  size  designa¬ 
tion  mean.

Tire  speed  ratings 

The  chart  below  lists  many  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  speed  ratings  currently  being 
used  for  passenger  car  tires.  The 
speed  rating  is  part  of  the  tire  size 
designation  on  the  sidewall  of  the 
tire.  This  symbol  corresponds  to  that 
tire's  designed  maximum  safe  oper¬ 
ating  speed.

3.  Checking  tire  iife 
(TiN :  Tire  identification 
Number) 

Any  tires  that  are  over  6  years  old, 
based  on  the  manufacturing  date 
(including  the  spare  tire)  should  be 
replaced  by  new  ones.  You  can  find 
the  manufacturing  date  on  the  tire 
sidewall  (possibly  on  the  inside  of  the 
wheel),  displaying  the  DOT  Code. 
The  DOT  Code  is  a  series  of  num¬ 
bers  on  a  tire  consisting  of  numbers 
and  English  letters.  The  manufactur¬ 
ing  date  is  designated  by  the  last  four 
digits  (characters)  of  the  DOT  code. 

DOT  :  XXXX  XXXX  0000 

The  front  part  of  the  DOT  means  a 
plant  code  number,  tire  size  and 
tread  pattern  and  the  last  four  num¬ 
bers  indicate  week  and  year  manu¬ 
factured. 

For  example: 

DOT  XXXX  XXXX  2218  represents 
that  the  tire  was  produced  in  the  22th 
week  of  2018. 
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A  WARNING  -  Tire  age 

Tires  degrade  over  time,  even 
when  they  are  not  being  used. 
Regardiess  of  the  remaining 
tread,  it  is  recommended  that 
tires  generaiiy  be  repiaced  after 
six  (6)  years  of  normai  service. 
Heat  caused  by  not  ciimates  or 
frequent  high  ioading  conditions 
can  acceierate  the  aging 
process.  Faiiure  to  foiiow  this 
Warning  can  resuit  in  sudden 
tire  faiiure,  which  couid  iead  to  a 
ioss  of  controi  and  an  accident 
invoiving  serious  injury  or  death. 


4.  Tire  ply  composition  and  mate¬ 
rial 

The  number  of  layers  or  plies  of  rub¬ 
ber-coated  fabric  in  the  tire.  Tire 
manufacturers  also  must  indicate  the 
materials  in  the  tire,  which  include 
steel,  nylon,  polyester,  and  others. 
The  letter  "R"  means  radial  ply  con¬ 
struction;  the  letter  "D"  means  diago¬ 
nal  or  bias  ply  construction;  and  the 
letter  "B"  means  belted-bias  ply  con¬ 
struction. 


5.  Maximum  permissible  inflation 
pressure 

This  number  is  the  greatest  amount 
of  air  pressure  that  should  be  put  in 
the  tire.  Do  not  exceed  the  maximum 
permissible  inflation  pressure.  Refer 
to  the  Tire  and  Loading  Information 
label  for  recommended  inflation 
pressure. 
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6.  Maximum  load  rating 

This  number  indicates  the  maximum 
load  in  kilograms  and  pounds  that  can 
be  carried  by  the  tire.  When  replacing 
the  tires  on  the  vehicle,  always  use  a 
tire  that  has  the  same  load  rating  as 
the  factory  installed  tire. 

7.  Uniform  tire  quality  grading 

Quality  grades  can  be  found  where 
applicable  on  the  tire  sidewall 
between  tread  shoulder  and  maxi¬ 
mum  section  width. 

For  example: 

TREADWEAR  200 
TRACTION  AA 
TEMPERATURE  A 
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Tread  wear 

The  tread  wear  grade  is  a  compara¬ 
tive  rating  based  on  the  wear  rate  of 
the  tire  when  tested  under  controlled 
conditions  on  a  specified  govern¬ 
ment  test  course.  For  example,  a  tire 
graded  150  would  wear  one-and-a- 
half  times  {V/^  as  well  on  the  gov¬ 
ernment  course  as  a  tire  graded  1 00. 

The  relative  performance  of  tires 
depends  upon  the  actual  conditions 
of  their  use,  however,  and  may 
depart  significantly  from  the  norm 
because  of  variations  in  driving 
habits,  service  practices  and  differ¬ 
ences  in  road  characteristics  and  cli¬ 
mate. 

These  grades  are  molded  on  the 
side-walls  of  passenger  vehicle  tires. 
The  tires  available  as  standard  or 
optional  equipment  on  your  vehicle 
may  vary  with  respect  to  grade. 


Traction  -  AA,  A,  B  &  C 

The  traction  grades,  from  highest  to 
lowest,  are  AA,  A,  B  and  C.  Those 
grades  represent  the  tires  ability  to 
stop  on  wet  pavement  as  measured 
under  controlled  conditions  on  speci¬ 
fied  government  test  surfaces  of 
asphalt  and  concrete.  A  tire  marked  C 
may  have  poor  traction  performance. 


A  WARNING 

The  traction  grade  assigned  to 
this  tire  is  based  on  straight¬ 
ahead  braking  traction  tests, 
and  does  not  inciude  acceiera- 
tion,  cornering,  hydropianing, 
or  peak  traction  characteristics. 


Temperature  -A,  B  &  C 

The  temperature  grades  are  A  (the 
highest),  B  and  C  representing  the 
tire’s  resistance  to  the  generation  of 
heat  and  its  ability  to  dissipate  heat 
when  tested  under  controlled  condi¬ 
tions  on  a  specified  indoor  laboratory 
test  wheel. 

Sustained  high  temperature  can 
cause  the  material  of  the  tire  to 
degenerate  and  reduce  tire  life,  and 
excessive  temperature  can  lead  to 
sudden  tire  failure.  The  Grade  C  cor¬ 
responds  to  a  level  of  performance 
which  all  passenger  car  tires  must 
meet  under  the  Federal  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standard  NO.  109. 
Grades  B  and  A  represent  higher 
levels  of  performance  on  the  labora¬ 
tory  test  wheel  than  the  minimum 
required  by  the  law. 
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A  WARNING  -  Tire 

temperature 

The  temperature  grade  for  this 
tire  is  estabiished  for  a  tire  that 
is  properiy  infiated  and  not 
overioaded.  Excessive  speed, 
underinfiation,  or  excessive 
ioading,  either  separateiy  or  in 
combination,  can  cause  heat 
buiid-up  and  possibie  sudden 
tire  faiiure.  This  can  cause  ioss 
of  vehicie  controi  and  serious 
injury  or  death. 


Tire  terminoiogy  and  defini¬ 
tions 

Air  Pressure:  The  amount  of  air 
inside  the  tire  pressing  outward  on 
the  tire.  Air  pressure  is  expressed  in 
pounds  per  square  inch  (psi)  or  kilo- 
pascal  (kPa). 

Accessory  Weight:  This  means  the 
combined  weight  of  optional  acces¬ 
sories.  Some  examples  of  optional 
accessories  are,  automatic  transaxle 
power  seats,  and  air  conditioning. 

Aspect  Ratio:  The  relationship  of  a 
tire's  height  to  its  width. 

Belt:  A  rubber  coated  layer  of  cords 
that  is  located  between  the  plies  and 
the  tread.  Cords  may  be  made  from 
steel  or  other  reinforcing  materials. 

Bead:  The  tire  bead  contains  steel 
wires  wrapped  by  steel  cords  that 
hold  the  tire  onto  the  rim. 

Bias  Ply  Tire:  A  pneumatic  tire  in 
which  the  plies  are  laid  at  alternate 
angles  less  than  90  degrees  to  the 
centerline  of  the  tread. 

Cold  Tire  Pressure:  The  amount  of 
air  pressure  in  a  tire,  measured  in 
pounds  per  square  inch  (psi)  or  kilo- 
pascals  (kPa)  before  a  tire  has  built 
up  heat  from  driving. 
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Curb  Weight:  This  means  the  weight 
of  a  motor  vehicle  with  standard  and 
optional  equipment  including  the 
maximum  capacity  of  fuel,  oil  and 
coolant,  but  without  passengers  and 
cargo. 

DOT  Markings:  A  code  molded  into 
the  sidewall  of  a  tire  signifying  that 
the  tire  is  in  compliance  with  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Transportation  motor 
vehicle  safety  standards.  The  DOT 
code  includes  the  Tire  Identification 
Number  (TIN),  an  alphanumeric  des¬ 
ignator  which  can  also  identify  the 
tire  manufacturer,  production  plant, 
brand  and  date  of  production. 

GVWR:  Gross  Vehicle  Weight  Rating 

GAWR  FRT:  Gross  Axle  Weight 
Rating  for  the  Front  Axle. 

GAWR  RR:  Gross  Axle  Weight 
Rating  for  the  Rear  axle. 

Intended  Outboard  Sidewall:  The 
side  of  an  asymmetrical  tire,  that 
must  always  face  outward  when 
mounted  on  a  vehicle. 

Kilopascal  (kPa):  The  metric  unit  for 
air  pressure. 
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Light  truck(LT)  tire:  A  tire  designat¬ 
ed  by  its  manufacturer  as  primarily 
intended  for  use  on  lightweight  trucks 
or  multipurpose  passenger  vehicles. 
Load  ratings:  The  maximum  load 
that  a  tire  is  rated  to  carry  for  a  given 
inflation  pressure. 

Load  Index:  An  assigned  number 
ranging  from  1  to  279  that  corre¬ 
sponds  to  the  load  carrying  capacity 
of  a  tire. 

Maximum  Infiation  Pressure:  The 

maximum  air  pressure  to  which  a 
cold  tire  may  be  inflated.  The  maxi¬ 
mum  air  pressure  is  molded  onto  the 
sidewall. 

Maximum  Load  Rating:  The  load 
rating  for  a  tire  at  the  maximum  per¬ 
missible  inflation  pressure  for  that 
tire. 

Maximum  Loaded  Vehicie  Weight: 

The  sum  of  curb  weight;  accessory 
weight;  vehicle  capacity  weight;  and 
production  options  weight. 

Normai  Occupant  Weight:  The 

number  of  occupants  a  vehicle  is 
designed  to  seat  multiplied  by  150 
pounds  (68  kg). 


Occupant  Distribution:  Designated 
seating  positions. 

Outward  Facing  Sidewaii:  The  side 
of  a  asymmetrical  tire  that  has  a  par¬ 
ticular  side  that  faces  outward  when 
mounted  on  a  vehicle.  The  outward 
facing  sidewall  bears  white  lettering 
or  bears  manufacturer,  brand,  and/or 
model  name  molding  that  is  higher  or 
deeper  than  the  same  moldings  on 
the  inner  facing  sidewall. 

Passenger  (P-Metric)  Tire:  A  tire 
used  on  passenger  cars  and  some 
light  duty  trucks  and  multipurpose 
vehicles. 

Piy:  A  layer  of  rubber-coated  parallel 
cords 

Pneumatic  tire:  A  mechanical 
device  made  of  rubber,  chemicals, 
fabric  and  steel  or  other  materials, 
that,  when  mounted  on  an  automo¬ 
tive  wheel,  provides  the  traction  and 
contains  the  gas  or  fluid  that  sustains 
the  load. 


Production  options  weight:  The 

combined  weight  of  installed  regular 
production  options  weighing  over 
5  lb.  (2.3  kg)  in  excess  of  the  stan¬ 
dard  items  which  they  replace,  not 
previously  considered  in  curb  weight 
or  accessory  weight,  including  heavy 
duty  brakes,  ride  levelers,  roof  rack, 
heavy  duty  battery,  and  special  trim. 

Recommended  Inflation  Pressure: 

Vehicle  manufacturer's  recommend¬ 
ed  tire  inflation  pressure  and  shown 
on  the  tire  placard. 

Radiai  Piy  Tire:  A  pneumatic  tire  in 
which  the  ply  cords  that  extend  to  the 
beads  are  laid  at  90  degrees  to  the 
centerline  of  the  tread. 

Rim:  A  metal  support  for  a  tire  and 
upon  which  the  tire  beads  are  seated. 
Sidewaii:  The  portion  of  a  tire 
between  the  tread  and  the  bead. 

Speed  Rating:  An  alphanumeric 
code  assigned  to  a  tire  indicating  the 
maximum  speed  at  which  a  tire  can 
operate. 

Traction:  The  friction  between  the 
tire  and  the  road  surface.  The 
amount  of  grip  provided. 
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Tread:  The  portion  of  a  tire  that 
comes  into  contact  with  the  road. 

Treadwear  Indicators:  Narrow 
bands,  sometimes  called  "wear  bars", 
that  show  across  the  tread  of  a  tire 
when  only  2/32  inch  of  tread  remains. 
UTQGS:  Uniform  Tire  Quality 
Grading  Standards,  a  tire  information 
system  that  provides  consumers  with 
ratings  for  a  tire's  traction,  tempera¬ 
ture  and  treadwear.  Ratings  are 
determined  by  tire  manufacturers 
using  government  testing  proce¬ 
dures.  The  ratings  are  molded  into 
the  sidewall  of  the  tire. 

Vehicle  Capacity  Weight:  The  num¬ 
ber  of  designated  seating  positions 
multiplied  by  150  lbs.  (68  kg)  plus  the 
rated  cargo  and  luggage  load. 

Vehicle  Maximum  Load  on  the  Tire: 

Load  on  an  individual  tire  due  to  curb 
and  accessory  weight  plus  maximum 
occupant  and  cargo  weight. 


Vehicle  Normal  Load  on  the  Tire: 

Load  on  an  individual  tire  that  is 
determined  by  distributing  to  each 
axle  its  share  of  the  curb  weight, 
accessory  weight,  and  normal  occu¬ 
pant  weight  and  dividing  by  2. 
Vehicle  Placard:  A  label  permanent¬ 
ly  attached  to  a  vehicle  showing  the 
original  equipment  tire  size  and  rec¬ 
ommended  inflation  pressure. 


All  season  tires 

HYUNDAI  specifies  all  season  tires 
on  some  models  to  provide  good 
performance  for  use  all  year  round, 
including  snowy  and  icy  road  condi¬ 
tions.  All  season  tires  are  identified 
by  ALL  SEASON  and/or  M+S  (Mud 
and  Snow)  on  the  tire  sidewall.  Snow 
tires  have  better  snow  traction  than 
all  season  tires  and  may  be  more 
appropriate  in  some  areas. 

Summer  tires 

HYUNDAI  specifies  summer  tires  on 
some  models  to  provide  superior 
performance  on  dry  roads.  Summer 
tire  performance  is  substantially 
reduced  in  snow  and  ice.  Summer 
tires  do  not  have  the  tire  traction  rat¬ 
ing  M+S  (Mud  and  Snow)  on  the  tire 
side  wall,  if  you  plan  to  operate  your 
vehicle  in  snowy  or  icy  conditions. 
HYUNDAI  recommends  the  use  of 
snow  tires  or  all  season  tires  on  all 
four  wheels.

Maintenance 


Snow  tires 

If  you  equip  your  car  with  snow  tires, 
they  should  be  the  same  size  and 
have  the  same  load  capacity  as  the 
original  tires.  Snow  tires  should  be 
installed  on  all  four  wheels;  other¬ 
wise,  poor  handling  may  result. 

Snow  tires  should  carry  4  psi  (28 
kPa)  more  air  pressure  than  the 
pressure  recommended  for  the  stan¬ 
dard  tires  on  the  tire  label  on  the  dri¬ 
ver's  side  of  the  center  pillar,  or  up  to 
the  maximum  pressure  shown  on  the 
tire  sidewall,  whichever  is  less. 

Do  not  drive  faster  than  75  mph  (1 20 
km/h)  when  your  car  is  equipped  with 
snow  tires. 


Tire  chains 

Tire  chains,  if  necessary,  should  be 
installed  on  the  drive  wheels  as  fol¬ 
lows. 

2WD  :  Front  wheels 
AWD  :  All  four  wheels 

If  a  full  set  of  chains  is  not 
available  for  a  AWD  vehicle, 
chains  may  be  installed  on 
the  front  wheels  only. 

Be  sure  that  the  chains  are  installed 
in  accordance  with  the  manufactur¬ 
er's  instructions. 

To  minimize  tire  and  chain  wear,  do 
not  continue  to  use  tire  chains  when 
they  are  no  longer  needed. 


A  WARNING  -  Snow  or  ice 

•  When  driving  on  roads  covered 
with  snow  or  ice,  drive  at  iess 
than  20  mph  (30  km/h). 

•  Use  the  SAE  "S"  ciass  or  wire 
chains. 

•  If  you  hear  noise  caused  by 
chains  contacting  the  body, 
retighten  the  chain  to  avoid 
contact  with  the  vehicie  body. 

•  To  prevent  body  damage, 
retighten  the  chains  after  driv¬ 
ing  0.3~0.6  miies  (0.5~1.0  km). 

•  Do  not  use  tire  chains  on  vehi- 
cies  equipped  with  aiuminum 
wheeis.  In  unavoidable  circum¬ 
stance,  use  a  wire  type  chain. 

•  Use  wire  chains  less  than  0.59 
inches  (15mm)  to  prevent  dam¬ 
age  to  the  chain's  connection. 
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Radial-ply  tires 

Radial-ply  tires  provide  improved 
tread  life,  road  hazard  resistance  and 
smoother  high  speed  ride.  The  radi¬ 
al-ply  tires  used  on  this  vehicle  are  of 
belted  construction,  and  are  selected 
to  complement  the  ride  and  handling 
characteristics  of  your  vehicle. 
Radial-ply  tires  have  the  same  load 
carrying  capacity,  as  bias-ply  or  bias 
belted  tires  of  the  same  size,  and  use 
the  same  recommended  inflation 
pressure.  Mixing  of  radial-ply  tires 
with  bias-ply  or  bias  belted  tires  is 
not  recommended.  Any  combina¬ 
tions  of  radial-ply  and  bias-ply  or  bias 
belted  tires  when  used  on  the  same 
vehicle  will  seriously  deteriorate 
vehicle  handling.  The  best  rule  to  fol¬ 
low  is:  Identical  radial-ply  tires  should 
always  be  used  as  a  set  of  four. 

Longer  wearing  tires  can  be  more 
susceptible  to  irregular  tread  wear.  It 
is  very  important  to  follow  the  tire 
rotation  interval  shown  in  this  section 
to  achieve  the  tread  life  potential  of 
these  tires.  Cuts  and  punctures  in 
radial-ply  tires  are  repairable  only  in 
the  tread  area,  because  of  sidewall 
flexing.  Consult  your  tire  dealer  for 
radial-ply  tire  repairs. 
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Low  aspect  ratio  tire 
(if  equipped) 

Low  aspect  ratio  tires,  whose  aspect 
ratio  is  lower  than  50,  are  provided 
for  sporty  looks. 

Because  the  low  aspect  ratio  tires 
are  optimized  for  handling  and  brak¬ 
ing,  it  may  be  more  uncomfortable  to 
ride  in  and  there  is  more  noise  com¬ 
pare  with  normal  tires.

Because  the  sidewall  of  the  low 
aspect  ratio  tire  Is  shorter  than 
the  normal,  the  wheel  and  tire  of 
the  low  aspect  ratio  tire  is  easi¬ 
er  to  be  damaged.  So,  follow  the 
instructions  below. 

•  When  driving  on  a  rough  road 
or  off  road,  drive  cautiously 
because  tires  and  wheels  may 
be  damaged.  And  after  driv¬ 
ing,  inspect  tires  and  wheels. 

•  When  passing  over  a  pothole, 
speed  bump,  manhole,  or  curb 
stone,  drive  slowly  so  that  the 
tires  and  wheels  are  not  dam¬ 
aged. 

•  If  the  tire  is  impacted,  inspect 
the  tire  condition  or  contact 
an  authorized  HYUNDAI  deal¬ 
er. 

•  To  prevent  damage  to  the  tire, 
inspect  the  tire  condition  and 
pressure  every  1,800miles 
(3,000km).

•  It  is  not  easy  to  recognize  the 
tire  damage  with  your  own 
eyes.  But  if  there  is  the  slight¬ 
est  hint  of  tire  damage,  even 
though  you  cannot  see  the  tire 
damage  with  your  own  eyes, 
have  the  tire  checked  or 
replaced  because  the  tire 
damage  may  cause  air  leak¬ 
age  from  the  tire. 

•  If  the  tire  is  damaged  by  driv¬ 
ing  on  a  rough  road,  off  road, 
pothole,  manhole,  or  curb 
stone,  it  will  not  be  covered  by 
the  warranty. 

•  You  can  find  out  the  tire  infor¬ 
mation  on  the  tire  sidewall.

A  vehicle's  electrical  system  is  pro¬ 
tected  from  electrical  overload  dam¬ 
age  by  fuses. 

This  vehicle  has  2  fuse  panels,  one 
located  in  the  driver's  side  panel  bol¬ 
ster,  the  other  in  the  engine  compart¬ 
ment  near  the  battery. 

If  any  of  your  vehicle's  lights,  acces¬ 
sories,  or  controls  do  not  work,  check 
the  appropriate  circuit  fuse.  If  a  fuse 
has  blown,  the  element  inside  the 
fuse  will  be  melted. 

If  the  electrical  system  does  not 
work,  first  check  the  driver's  side 
fuse  panel. 

Always  replace  a  blown  fuse  with 
one  of  the  same  rating. 

Before  replacing  an  open  fuse,  dis¬ 
connect  the  negative  battery  cable. 

If  the  replacement  fuse  blows,  this 
indicates  an  electrical  problem.  Avoid 
using  the  system  involved  and  imme¬ 
diately  consult  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer. 

Three  kinds  of  fuses  are  used:  blade 
type  for  lower  amperage  rating,  car¬ 
tridge  type,  and  multi  fuse  for  higher 
amperage  ratings. 
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A  WARNING  -  Fuse 

replacement 

•  Never  replace  a  fuse  with  any¬ 
thing  but  another  fuse  of  the 
same  rating. 

•  A  higher  capacity  fuse  could 
cause  damage  and  possibly  a 
fire. 

•  Never  install  a  wire  or  alu¬ 
minum  foil  instead  of  the 
proper  fuse  -  even  as  a  tem¬ 
porary  repair.  It  may  cause 
extensive  wiring  damage  and 
a  possible  fire. 


A  CAUTION 

Do  not  use  a  screwdriver  or  any 
other  metal  object  to  remove 
fuses  because  it  may  cause  a 
short  circuit  and  damage  the 
system.

The  actual  fuse/relay  panel  label 
may  differ  from  equipped  items.

•  When  replacing  an  open  fuse 
or  relay  with  a  new  one,  make 
sure  the  new  fuse  or  relay  fits 
tightly  into  the  clips.  The 
incomplete  fastening  fuse  or 
relay  may  cause  the  vehicle 
wiring  and  electric  systems 
damage  and  a  possible  fire. 

•  Do  not  remove  fuses,  relays 
and  terminals  fastened  with 
bolts  or  nuts.  The  fuses,  relays 
and  terminals  may  be  fas¬ 
tened  incompletely,  and  it  may 
cause  a  possible  fire.  If  fuses, 
relays  and  terminals  fastened 
with  bolts  or  nuts  are  open, 
consult  with  an  authorized 
HYUNDAI  dealer. 

•  Do  not  input  any  other  objects 
except  fuses  or  relays  into 
fuse/relay  terminals  such  as  a 
driver  or  wiring.  It  may  cause 
contact  failure  and  system 
malfunction.

Exterior  general  caution 

It  is  very  important  to  follow  the  label 
directions  when  using  any  chemical 
cleaner  or  polish.  Read  all  warning 
and  caution  statements  that  appear 
on  the  label. 


High-pressure  washing 

•  When  using  high-pressure  wash¬ 
ers,  make  sure  to  maintain  suffi¬ 
cient  distance  from  the  vehicle. 
Insufficient  clearance  or  excessive 
pressure  can  lead  to  component 
damage  or  water  penetration. 

•  Do  not  spray  the  camera,  sensors 
or  its  surrounding  area  directly  with 
a  high  pressure  washer.  Shock 
applied  from  high  pressure  water 
may  cause  the  device  to  not  oper¬ 
ate  normally. 

•  Do  not  bring  the  nozzle  tip  close  to 
boots  (rubber  or  plastic  covers)or 
connectors  as  they  may  be  dam¬ 
aged  if  they  come  into  contact  with 
high  pressure  water. 


Finish  maintenance 
Washing 

To  help  protect  your  vehicle’s  finish 
from  rust  and  deterioration,  wash  it 
thoroughly  and  frequently  at  least 
once  a  month  with  lukewarm  or  cold 
water. 

If  you  use  your  vehicle  for  off-road 
driving,  you  should  wash  it  after  each 
off-road  trip.  Pay  special  attention  to 
the  removal  of  any  accumulation  of 
salt,  dirt,  mud,  and  other  foreign 
materials.  Make  sure  the  drain  holes 
in  the  lower  edges  of  the  doors  and 
rocker  panels  are  kept  clear  and 
clean. 

Insects,  tar,  tree  sap,  bird  droppings, 
industrial  pollution  and  similar 
deposits  can  damage  your  vehicle’s 
finish  if  not  removed  immediately. 
Even  prompt  washing  with  plain 
water  may  not  completely  remove  all 
these  deposits. 

A  mild  soap,  safe  for  use  on  painted 
surfaces,  may  be  used. 

After  washing,  rinse  the  vehicle  thor¬ 
oughly  with  lukewarm  or  cold  water. 
Do  not  allow  soap  to  dry  on  the  fin¬ 
ish. 


A  CAUTION 

•  Do  not  use  strong  soap,  chem¬ 
ical  detergents  or  hot  water, 
and  do  not  wash  the  vehicle  in 
direct  sunlight  or  when  the 
body  of  the  vehicle  is  warm. 

•  Be  careful  when  washing  the 
side  windows  of  your  vehicle. 
Especially,  with  high-pressure 
water,  water  may  leak  through 
the  windows  and  wet  the  inte¬ 
rior. 

•  To  prevent  damage  to  the 
plastic  parts  and  lamps,  do 
not  clean  with  chemical  sol¬ 
vents  or  strong  detergents. 


A  WARNING  -  Wet  brakes 
After  washing  the  vehicle,  test 
the  brakes  while  driving  slowly 
to  see  if  they  have  been  affected 
by  water.  If  braking  performance 
is  impaired,  dry  the  brakes  by 
applying  them  lightly  while  main¬ 
taining  a  slow  forward  speed. 
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A  CAUTION 

•  Water  washing  in  the  engine 
compartment  inciuding  high 
pressure  water  washing  may 
cause  the  faiiure  of  eiectricai 
circuits  iocated  in  the  engine 
compartment. 

•  Never  aiiow  water  or  other  iiq- 
uids  to  come  in  contact  with 
eiectricai/eiectronic  compo¬ 
nents  inside  the  vehicie  as 
this  may  damage  them. 


Waxing 

Wax  the  vehicle  when  water  will  no 
longer  bead  on  the  paint. 

Always  wash  and  dry  the  vehicle 
before  waxing.  Use  a  good  quality 
liquid  or  paste  wax,  and  follow  the 
manufacturer’s  instructions.  Wax  all 
metal  trim  to  protect  it  and  to  main¬ 
tain  its  luster. 

Removing  oil,  tar,  and  similar  materi¬ 
als  with  a  spot  remover  will  usually 
strip  the  wax  from  the  finish.  Be  sure 
to  re-wax  these  areas  even  if  the  rest 
of  the  vehicle  does  not  yet  need  wax¬ 
ing. 


/h  CAUTION 

•  Wiping  dust  or  dirt  off  the 
body  with  a  dry  doth  wiii 
scratch  the  finish. 

•  Do  not  use  steei  wooi,  abra¬ 
sive  cieaners,  or  strong  deter¬ 
gents  containing  highiy  aika- 
iine  or  caustic  agents  on 
chrome-piated  or  anodized 
aiuminum  parts.  This  may 
resuit  in  damage  to  the  pro¬ 
tective  coating  and  cause  dis- 
coioration  or  paint  deteriora¬ 
tion. 
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Finish  damage  repair 

Deep  scratches  or  stone  chips  in  the 
painted  surface  must  be  repaired 
promptly.  Exposed  metal  will  quickly 
rust  and  may  develop  into  a  major 
repair  expense. 

*  NOTICE 

If  your  vehicle  is  damaged  and 
requires  any  metal  repair  or 
replacement,  be  sure  the  body  shop 
applies  anti-corrosion  materials  to 
the  parts  repaired  or  replaced. 


Bright-metai  maintenance 

•  To  remove  road  tar  and  insects, 
use  a  tar  remover,  not  a  scraper  or 
other  sharp  object. 

•  To  protect  the  surfaces  of  bright- 
metai  parts  from  corrosion,  apply  a 
coating  of  wax  or  chrome  preser¬ 
vative  and  rub  to  a  high  luster. 

•  During  winter  weather  or  in  coastal 
areas,  cover  the  bright  metal  parts 
with  a  heavier  coating  of  wax  or 
preservative.  If  necessary,  coat  the 
parts  with  non-corrosive  petroleum 
jelly  or  other  protective  compound. 


Underbody  maintenance 

Corrosive  materials  used  for  ice  and 
snow  removal  and  dust  control  may 
collect  on  the  underbody.  If  these 
materials  are  not  removed,  acceler¬ 
ated  rusting  can  occur  on  underbody 
parts  such  as  the  fuel  lines,  frame, 
floor  pan  and  exhaust  system,  even 
though  they  have  been  treated  with 
rust  protection. 

Thoroughly  flush  the  vehicle  under¬ 
body  and  wheel  openings  with  luke¬ 
warm  or  cold  water  once  a  month, 
after  off-road  driving  and  at  the  end 
of  each  winter.  Pay  special  attention 
to  these  areas  because  it  is  difficult 
to  see  all  the  mud  and  dirt.  It  will  do 
more  harm  than  good  to  wet  down 
the  road  grime  without  removing  it. 
The  lower  edges  of  doors,  rocker 
panels,  and  frame  members  have 
drain  holes  that  should  not  be 
allowed  to  clog  with  dirt;  trapped 
water  in  these  areas  can  cause  rust¬ 
ing. 
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A  WARNING 

After  washing  the  vehicle,  test 
the  brakes  while  driving  slowly 
to  see  if  they  have  been  affected 
by  water.  If  braking  performance 
is  impaired,  dry  the  brakes  by 
applying  them  lightly  while  main¬ 
taining  a  slow  forward  speed. 


Aluminum  wheel  maintenance 

The  aluminum  wheels  are  coated 

with  a  clear  protective  finish. 

•  Do  not  use  any  abrasive  cleaner, 
polishing  compound,  solvent,  or 
wire  brushes  on  aluminum  wheels. 
They  may  scratch  or  damage  the 
finish. 

•  Clean  the  wheel  when  it  has 
cooled. 

•  Use  only  a  mild  soap  or  neutral 
detergent,  and  rinse  thoroughly 
with  water.  Also,  be  sure  to  clean 
the  wheels  after  driving  on  salted 
roads.  This  helps  prevent  corro¬ 
sion. 

•  Avoid  washing  the  wheels  with 
high-speed  car  wash  brushes. 

•  Do  not  use  any  alkaline  or  acid 
detergent.  It  may  damage  and  cor¬ 
rode  the  aluminum  wheels  coated 
with  a  clear  protective  finish. 
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Corrosion  protection 

Protecting  your  vehicle  from  corro¬ 
sion 

By  using  the  most  advanced  design 
and  construction  practices  to  combat 
corrosion,  we  produces  cars  of  the 
highest  quality.  However,  this  is  only 
part  of  the  job.  To  achieve  the  long¬ 
term  corrosion  resistance  your  vehi¬ 
cle  can  deliver,  the  owner's  coopera¬ 
tion  and  assistance  is  also  required. 

Common  causes  of  corrosion 

The  most  common  causes  of  corro¬ 
sion  on  your  vehicle  are: 

•  Road  salt,  dirt  and  moisture  that  is 
allowed  to  accumulate  underneath 
the  car. 

•  Removal  of  paint  or  protective 
coatings  by  stones,  gravel,  abra¬ 
sion  or  minor  scrapes  and  dents 
which  leave  unprotected  metal 
exposed  to  corrosion. 
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High-corrosion  areas 

If  you  live  in  an  area  where  your  car 
is  regularly  exposed  to  corrosive 
materials,  corrosion  protection  is 
particularly  important.  Some  of  the 
common  causes  of  accelerated  cor¬ 
rosion  are  road  salts,  dust  control 
chemicals,  ocean  air  and  industrial 
pollution. 


Moisture  breeds  corrosion 

Moisture  creates  an  atmosphere  that 
both  promotes  and  facilitates  corro¬ 
sion.  For  example,  corrosion  is  accel¬ 
erated  by  high  humidity,  particularly 
when  temperatures  are  just  above 
freezing.  In  such  conditions,  the  cor¬ 
rosive  material  is  kept  in  contact  with 
the  car  surfaces  by  moisture  that  is 
slow  to  evaporate. 

Mud  is  particularly  corrosive 
because  it  is  slow  to  dry  and  holds 
moisture  in  contact  with  the  vehicle. 
Although  the  mud  appears  to  be  dry, 
it  can  still  retain  the  moisture  and 
promote  corrosion. 

High  temperatures  can  also  acceler¬ 
ate  corrosion  of  parts  that  are  poorly 
ventilated  against  moisture  disperal. 

It  Is  particularly  important  to  keep  your 
car  clean  and  free  of  mud  or  accumu¬ 
lations  of  other  materials.  This  applies 
not  only  to  the  visible  surfaces  but  par¬ 
ticularly  to  the  underside  of  the  car. 

To  help  prevent  corrosion 

You  can  help  prevent  corrosion  or 
drastically  limit  by  observing  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 


Keep  your  car  clean 

The  best  way  to  prevent  corrosion  is 
to  keep  your  car  clean  and  free  of 
corrosive  materials.  Attention  to  the 
underside  of  the  car  is  particularly 
Important. 

•  If  you  live  in  a  high-corrosion  area 
where  road  salts  are  used,  near 
the  ocean,  areas  with  industrial 
pollution,  or  acid  rain,  etc.,  you 
should  take  extra  care  to  prevent 
corrosion.  In  winter,  spray  or  rinse 
the  underside  of  your  car  at  least 
once  a  month  and  be  sure  to  clean 
the  underside  thoroughly  when 
winter  is  over. 

•  When  cleaning  underneath  the  car, 
give  particular  attention  to  the 
components  under  the  fenders  and 
other  areas  that  are  hidden  from 
view.  Do  a  thorough  job;  just  damp¬ 
ening  the  accumulated  mud  rather 
than  washing  it  away  will  acceler¬ 
ate  corrosion  rather  than  prevent 
it.  Water  under  high  pressure  and 
steam  are  particularly  effective  in 
removing  accumulated  mud  and 
corrosive  materials. 
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•  When  cleaning  lower  door  panels, 
rocker  panels  and  frame  members, 
be  sure  that  drain  holes  are  kept 
open  so  that  moisture  can  escape. 
If  these  areas  are  not  kept  clear, 
moisture  could  become  trapped 
and  accelerate  corrosion. 

Keep  your  garage  dry 

Don't  park  your  car  in  a  damp  or 
poorly  ventilated  garage.  This  cre¬ 
ates  a  favorable  environment  for  cor¬ 
rosion.  This  is  particularly  true  if  you 
wash  your  car  in  the  garage  or  drive 
it  into  the  garage  when  it  is  still  wet  or 
covered  with  snow,  ice  or  mud.  Even 
a  heated  garage  can  contribute  to 
corrosion  unless  it  is  well  ventilated 
so  moisture  can  dispersed. 
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Keep  paint  and  trim  in  good  con¬ 
dition 

Scratches  or  chips  in  the  finish 
should  be  covered  with  "touch-up" 
paint  as  soon  as  possible  to  reduce 
the  possibility  of  corrosion.  If  bare 
metal  is  showing,  the  attention  of  a 
qualified  body  and  paint  shop  is  rec¬ 
ommended. 


Bird  droppings  :  Bird  droppings  are 
highly  corrosive  and  may  damage 
painted  surfaces  in  just  a  few  hours. 
Always  remove  bird  droppings  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Don't  neglect  the  interior 

Moisture  can  collect  under  the  floor 
mats  and  carpeting  to  cause  corro¬ 
sion.  Check  under  the  mats  periodi¬ 
cally  to  be  sure  the  carpeting  is  dry. 
Use  particular  care  if  you  carry  fertil¬ 
izers,  cleaning  materials  or  chemi¬ 
cals  in  the  car. 

These  should  be  carried  only  in 
proper  containers  and  any  spills  or 
leaks  should  be  cleaned  up,  flushed 
with  clean  water  and  thoroughly 
dried. 
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Interior  general  precautions 

Prevent  caustic  solutions  such  as 
perfume  and  cosmetic  oil  from  con¬ 
tacting  the  dashboard  because  they 
may  cause  damage  or  discoloration. 
If  they  do  contact  the  dashboard, 
clean  immediately.  See  the  instruc¬ 
tions  that  follow  for  the  proper  way  to 
clean  vinyl. 

/h  CAUTION 

Never  allow  water  or  other  liq¬ 
uids  to  come  in  contact  with 
electrical/electronic  components 
inside  the  vehicle  as  this  may 
damage  them. 


/h  CAUTION 

When  cleaning  leather  products 
(steering  wheel,  seats  etc.),  use 
neutral  detergents  or  low  alco¬ 
hol  content  solutions.  If  you  use 
high  alcohol  content  solutions 
or  acld/alkaline  detergents,  the 
color  of  the  leather  may  fade  or 
the  surface  may  get  stripped  off. 


Maintenance 


Cleaning  the  upholstery  and  inte¬ 
rior  trim 

Vinyl  (if  equipped) 

Remove  dust  and  loose  dirt  from 
vinyl  with  a  whisk  broom  or  vacuum 
cleaner.  Clean  vinyl  surfaces  with  a 
vinyl  cleaner. 

Fabric  (if  equipped) 

Remove  dust  and  loose  dirt  from  fab¬ 
ric  with  a  whisk  broom  or  vacuum 
cleaner.  Clean  with  a  mild  soap  solu¬ 
tion  recommended  for  upholstery  or 
carpets.  Remove  fresh  spots  imme¬ 
diately  with  a  fabric  spot  cleaner.  If 
fresh  spots  do  not  receive  immediate 
attention,  the  fabric  can  be  stained 
and  its  color  can  be  affected.  Also,  its 
fire-resistant  properties  can  be 
reduced  if  the  material  is  not  proper¬ 
ly  maintained. 

A  CAUTION 

Using  anything  but  recommend¬ 
ed  cleaners  and  procedures 
may  affect  the  fabric’s  appear¬ 
ance  and  fire-resistant  proper¬ 
ties. 


Leather  (if  equipped) 

•  Feature  of  Seat  Leather 

-  Leather  is  made  from  the  outer 
skin  of  an  animal,  which  goes 
through  a  special  process  to  be 
available  for  use.  Since  it  is  a  nat¬ 
ural  object,  each  part  differs  in 
thickness  or  density. 

Wrinkles  may  appear  as  a  natural 
result  of  stretching  and  shrinking 
depending  on  the  temperature 
and  humidity. 

-  The  seat  is  made  of  stretchable 
fabric  to  improve  comfort. 

-  The  parts  contacting  the  body  are 
curved  and  the  side  supporting 
area  is  high  which  provides  driv¬ 
ing  comfort  and  stability. 

-  Wrinkles  may  appear  naturally 
from  usage.  It  is  not  a  fault  of  the 
products. 


/h  CAUTION 

•  Wrinkles  or  abrasions  which 
appear  naturally  from  usage 
are  not  covered  by  warranty. 

•  Belts  with  metallic  acces¬ 
sories,  zippers  or  keys  inside 
the  back  pocket  may  damage 
the  seat  fabric. 

•  Make  sure  not  to  wet  the  seat. 
It  may  change  the  nature  of 
natural  leather. 

•  Jeans  or  clothes  which  could 
bleach  may  contaminate  the 
surface  of  the  seat  covering 
fabric. 
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•  Caring  for  the  leather  seats 

-Vacuum  the  seat  periodically  to 
remove  dust  and  sand  on  the 
seat.  It  will  prevent  abrasion  or 
damage  of  the  leather  and  main¬ 
tain  its  quality. 

-  Wipe  the  natural  leather  seat 
cover  often  with  dry  or  soft  cloth. 

-  Use  of  proper  leather  protective 
may  prevent  abrasion  of  the 
cover  and  helps  maintain  the 
color.  Be  sure  to  read  the  instruc¬ 
tions  and  consult  a  specialist 
when  using  leather  coating  or 
protective  agent. 

-  Light  colored  (beige,  cream 
beige)  leather  is  easily  contami¬ 
nated  and  the  stain  is  noticeable. 
Clean  the  seats  frequently. 

-  Avoid  wiping  with  wet  cloth.  It  may 
cause  the  surface  to  crack. 


•  Cleaning  the  leather  seats 

-  Remove  all  contaminations 
instantly.  Refer  to  instructions 
below  for  removal  of  each  con¬ 
taminant. 

-  Cosmetic  products  (sunscreen, 
foundation,  etc.) 

Apply  cleansing  cream  on  a  cloth 
and  wipe  the  contaminate  spot. 
Wipe  off  the  cream  with  a  wet  cloth 
and  remove  water  with  a  dry  cloth. 

-  Beverages  (coffee,  soft  drink,  etc.) 
Apply  a  small  amount  of  neutral 
detergent  and  wipe  until  contami¬ 
nations  do  not  smear. 

-Oil 

Remove  oil  instantly  with 
absorbable  cloth  and  wipe  with 
stain  remover  used  only  for  natu¬ 
ral  leather. 

-  Chewing  gum 

Harden  the  gum  with  ice  and 
remove  gradually. 


Cleaning  the  lap/shoulder  belt 
webbing 

Clean  the  belt  webbing  with  any  mild 
soap  solution  recommended  for 
cleaning  upholstery  or  carpet.  Follow 
the  instructions  provided  with  the 
soap.  Do  not  bleach  or  re-dye  the 
webbing  because  this  may  weaken 
it. 

Cleaning  the  interior  window 
glass 

If  the  interior  glass  surfaces  of  the 
vehicle  become  fogged  (that  is,  cov¬ 
ered  with  an  oily,  greasy  or  waxy 
film),  they  should  be  cleaned  with 
glass  cleaner.  Follow  the  directions 
on  the  glass  cleaner  container. 

A  CAUTION 

Do  not  scrape  or  scratch  the 
inside  of  the  rear  window.  This 
may  result  in  damage  to  the  rear 
window  defroster  grid. 
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EMISSION  CONTROL  SYSTEM 

The  emission  control  system  of  your 
vehicle  is  covered  by  a  written  limited 
warranty.  Please  see  the  warranty 
information  contained  in  the  Owner’s 
Handbook  &  Warranty  Information 
booklet  in  your  vehicle. 

Your  vehicle  is  equipped  with  an 
emission  control  system  to  meet  all 
emission  regulations. 

There  are  three  emission  control 
systems  which  are  as  follows. 

(1)  Crankcase  emission  control  sys¬ 
tem 

(2)  Evaporative  emission  control  sys¬ 
tem 

(3)  Exhaust  emission  control  system 

In  order  to  assure  the  proper  function 
of  the  emission  control  systems,  it  is 
recommended  that  you  have  your 
car  inspected  and  maintained  by  an 
authorized  HYUNDAI  dealer  in 
accordance  with  the  maintenance 
schedule  in  this  manual. 


Caution  for  the  Inspection  and 
Maintenance  Test  (With  Eiectronic 
Stabiiity  Controi  (ESC)  system) 

•  To  prevent  the  vehicie  from  mis¬ 
firing  during  dynamometer  test¬ 
ing,  turn  the  Eiectronic  Stability 
Controi  (ESC)  system  off  by 
pressing  the  ESC  switch. 

•  After  dynamometer  testing  is 
compieted,  turn  the  ESC  system 
back  on  by  pressing  the  ESC 
switch  again. 


1 .  Crankcase  emission  controi 
system 

The  positive  crankcase  ventilation 
system  is  employed  to  prevent  air 
pollution  caused  by  blow-by  gases 
being  emitted  from  the  crankcase. 
This  system  supplies  fresh  filtered  air 
to  the  crankcase  through  the  air 
intake  hose.  Inside  the  crankcase, 
the  fresh  air  mixes  with  blow-by 
gases,  which  then  pass  through  the 
PCV  valve  into  the  induction  system. 
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2.  Evaporative  emission  con- 
troi  (inciuding  ORVR: 
Onboard  Refueiing  Vapor 
Recovery)  system 

The  Evaporative  Emission  Control 
System  is  designed  to  prevent  fuel 
vapors  from  escaping  into  the  atmos¬ 
phere. 

(The  ORVR  system  is  designed  to 
allow  the  vapors  from  the  fuel  tank  to 
be  loaded  into  a  canister  while  refu¬ 
eling  at  the  gas  station,  preventing 
the  escape  of  fuel  vapors  into  the 
atmosphere.) 

Canister 

Fuel  vapors  generated  inside  the  fuel 
tank  are  absorbed  and  stored  in  the 
onboard  canister.  When  the  engine  is 
running,  the  fuel  vapors  absorbed  in 
the  canister  are  drawn  into  the  surge 
tank  through  the  purge  control  sole¬ 
noid  valve. 


Purge  Control  Solenoid  Valve 
(PCSV) 

The  purge  control  solenoid  valve  is 
controlled  by  the  Engine  Control 
Module  (ECM);  when  the  engine 
coolant  temperature  is  low  during 
idling,  the  PCSV  closes  so  that  evap¬ 
orated  fuel  is  not  taken  into  the 
engine.  After  the  engine  warms-up 
during  ordinary  driving,  the  PCSV 
opens  to  introduce  evaporated  fuel  to 
the  engine. 


3.  Exhaust  emission  controi 
system 

The  Exhaust  Emission  Control 
System  is  a  highly  effective  system 
which  controls  exhaust  emissions 
while  maintaining  good  vehicle  per¬ 
formance.
